OH SO&fE BAR£ OBEBS COIHa. 

I H&vE lltought it might be mterestmg to the members 
of the Nomumetic Society to bring mider their notice 
so m e coins in my collection which, os account of their 
beauty or rarity, seem to deserve to be ade^^uately repre¬ 
sented by figures. This has been dose os the plate which 
accompanies the following notes, where the autotype pro* 
cess has bees adopted. This mode of represestatittn is 
ono mnoh bettor than any, even the most aoouxate, en^- 
ving, inasmuch as the coin is ehown exactly as it is, and 
does not eufiar as an artistic work by being translated 
through the mind, eye, and baud of another than the 
original designer. It is much to be desired that in the 
future catalogues of the coins in the national ooUeotion 
this process should he made use of in all cssos, as it has 
already been in that of the Seleuoid Kings of Syritu

This coin, of a well-known type, merits being figured

on aocoTint of ita artutio qualitiee and of iU perfoot state 
of preseryation. It is in the grandest atfU and of tbs 
beet period of MsgnA'C^ecian ert> Though there is 
somewhat of the seyerit^ of arcbaio work still remaining, 
there is do feebleness, and the bead of Apollo is modelled 
with great knowledge and skill. In manj of the fiae 
of this ^po there is a want of oharaoter and ez- 
preasion about the £soe whioh much detracts fyom their 
beauty. In ooin, howerer, the firmness of the mouth 
and the slight outward our?e of the nose quite redeem it 
from thet defect. The leares of the wreath, in which the 
semtod edge is represented hy a row of minute dots, are 
certainly not of lanrel; they may be thoee of the arbutua. 
The same peouUarity is found in the wreath on the full- 
ihoed head of Apollo on the ietradraobm of Catena whioh 
bae the name of the god under tho neek.

stool, on her extended right band a dove, with 
raised wings, to right; her loft bsod hringi down 
bir aide; she wean long ohiton and pepioa over 
her knees.

This tetradiaohm of Eryz is unpubLushed. Hionnet 
(quoting Du Mersan), SupjJ. i. 886, gives a description of 
a ooiA ftom a fidse die, whioh has been copied on tbe 
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obvdno from tbe trae oom, but £rom ft coin of Syracuse, 
of the (^uadiigft type, witb an ear of barley in the exergue, 
oa the rsTerst. 

Though there is muoh eieganco of design in the com¬ 
position of the obrerse—tho figure of Aphrodite bearing 
ft stroog resemblance to that of Ifike on eomo of the 
beautiful coins of Terisa-^tharc ia, nevortbeleas, a oortuin 
bardoees of ezeoution, reminding us of the vork of the 
gem engraver. On the reyersc also there is a dogrw of 
stifihssa in the boreos which indioatoe a want of mastery 
ia the power of depicting strong aoiion> and which, pot^ 
haps, points to a period before the highest derelopment of 
art as applied to the engraving of dies. 

On some of the smaller coins of £ryx there is a seated 
femalo figure holding e dove, and having on the reverse 
ft dog. Eokhel suggests that the person repreesnted may 
be Segeeta. daughter of Fhosnodomas, and mother, by the 
river Orimisus, under the form of a dog, of Egestes, the 
mytbioftl founder of Eryx. There can, however, be no 
doubt that the figure is that of Aphrodite, whose temple 
on the stimmit of Mount Eryx obtained a great and wide 
cslshrity. The town of Bryi, situated loms distance from 
the sea and on the west coast of 8ioily, never attained to 
the same importance and wealth as the maritime towns 
of the east and south coasts, and henoe the great scarce* 
ness of the larger denominations of coins, and, indeed, the 
infrequency of coins of any dssoription of this city.

This octadraohm, of the Asiatio etandard, ia now ao fur 
ae the lett^re and the ayxnbol are ooocarnod. Though Cbo 
lumpy appearance of the coin itself and the nature of tlto 
quadripartite incuee square would aeem to indicato an 
earlier period, there is a rery strong rssomblance in llio 
general as well as in the detailed treatmont of the gri£Bn 
to that on the eoins in the British Museum, Kos. 33, 34, 
83 in the catalogue of the coins of Thraoo, which aro 
there attributed to a later time, and which, on account of 
the art character of the reverses and the inuriptiens upon 
them, appear to belong to a date posterior to that of this 
ootadraohm. 

The names of magistrates being so frequently found on 
coins of Abdera, there can be littlo doubt that X A repro* 
sente the ocmmenoing letters of such a natne. The sym« 
bol following after A, and which is certainly not a theta, 
is very possibly a son emblem, and as suoh, it would 
appropriately 6nd a place on a coin of a town so inti¬ 
mately oonneoted with the sun-god through its principal 
types the griffin and the head of Apollo. At the same 
time it ie probable that, like many other small adjuncts 
to the principal type on the ooine of the town, it was a 
mint-mark. It is not impossible that in this derioe we 
beve the prototype of the so-called Macedonian shield; 
which, indeed, is only a development of a central dot with 
a oiiole of smaller ones round it The symbol ie sot 
uncommon on the coins of Macedonia, where it is found 
on coins of Acanthus, on (hose attributed to Late, 
Aegsc, to Berrqmkos, Eing of the Odomanti, on a coin 
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of &a uncertain town, wLich has on tlie obreree a figure 
holding it in the left hand (Brit. Uue. Cat of Coins. 
Macedonia, p. X56, No. 3), on an nniqoe tetradraohm of 
Aeneia, published bj Dr. Friedlander, and on a coin with 
the typoe of Ichnaa, which bae been attributed to Therma 
on account of the device haring boon cooddarod a theta.^ 
To regard it ae a iottor> and eepeoiaUy aa the initial one, 
of the name of a town appoan to bo inoonaistont ^idth 
the fact that it ii found on coins which ftom their typos 
are alToost certainly thoao of difierent states. But the 
view of its being a latter seams to be disproved when wo 
remember that the coin of Derronilcos, in the Freneh 
cabinet, describod and figarod in Herne Arcbdologi^uc, 
vol. xir. PI. ZZin. 5, has not only the symbol i‘ii in 
tho field, but another one O.

A 
similar coin, hot haring a bunch of grapes instead of the 
club (sine 2, and weighing 43t gTs<)* was sold at the 
Iranoff sale, No. 4. The present coin has evidently

The types of the head of Dionysos and of Ilerakloe 0 )i 
the coins of Thoaos are commou to nearly tl^ whole timo 
of its autonomy, hut during the earlier period tho hoed is 
almost slvays that of the older and bearded Dionysos, 
whilst in tbo later it is of (be young Dionysos; so also on 
tbo coins of the earlier period nersJdoe is represented in 
action, on those of the later in repose. This coin, oon« 
trary to tho ordinary type of the time when it was struck, 
has the head of the young Dionysos, and, had not tbo 
ooin been subjeoted (o ill oaage, would bare given us os dno 
a reprosentation of an idealised bead, taking into con¬ 
sideration tho small spaoo at the artist’s disposal, as doce 
tho head of the older Dionysos on tho totrodrachms of tlio 
same period*^ head which, for nobility of expression and 
breadth and vigoiir of treatment, is not suipossod, if it is 
equalled^ in the whole series of nnmismatio art.

This coin, one of the amaU hoard dieoovexed in 1859 
near the site of the town, and somo of which are desoribod 
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bj a. J. dd Witte in the Eevue Numiamatiquo, N.S. 
vol. ix.> haa not hitherto boon figured, though it ie noticed 
in the memoir just referred to. Tho type is the ordinary 
end only one known of tho totradraehms of Amphipolis. 

It would bo liaposublo to imaglno any medallb repro- 
sontation which more adequately or moro beautifully 
rondors the androgynous ohoraotor of Apollo than is pro* 
eon ted by the prosout coin. On thoifo of Catana^ where tho 
houd is fuU-&ocd, tho ofibet obtained hoe boon to display, 
after a eomowl^at fooblo ihshion, a cortain prettisoas, but 
there is little of the god apporont. Tlio ihoe, too, ia im- 
paired by the way in which tho hair ia treated, where the 
artist haa allowed his manipulative skill to run riot> and 
to break up tho doaign in a way quite destructive of its 
breadth. Tho aano hoad on tho coins of Claaomeaco and 
on the earlier ones of Bhodos is superior in every way to 
that on those of Catena; but in them also thoro is a de- 
iioienoy, not only in the modoUisg of tho face, but in the 
abaonce of u truo idoalisation. On some of the coins of 
Amphipolis it mey be objooted, and perhaps with truth, 
that there is too much of tho fominine oheraoter exhibited 
in the hood of Apollo, but this objection oenpot with 
justice bo mode against tho rcproiontation on tho present 
coin, whore both in form and expression the tnasouline 
side of the god is auffioisntly apparent.

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This ytrj rare and beauliftil dioboloa of Philip IT. 
hoa boon publiabed by Kioimat, Suppl. toI. iii p. 285, 
Ko. 497, ud by Muller, Huniemati^uo d’Aloxandre lb 
Grand, p. 8S7, No. 17, and ongrared, PI. iXIII. Pig. 17. 
Tvo spocimene only were known to Mdllor, one in the 
Roye) CoUeotion at Munioh, the o^er in that at St. 
FoUreburg; it le probable that all the throe coina aro 
f^om the eame die. 

The bead of Artemie la moet obarmingly troatod, end 
it may take rank with almoat any one of the full-faced 
hoade on coina of the beet period of Greek art, though it 
bolonge itaelf to a time aomewbat later than that. Tho 
type ia, ozoept on thie coin, quite imknown on thoee of 
any of the Singa of Macedonia, though a bronee ooin of 
Philip 7. has the head of Artemie to right upon it. On 
the ooisj of Macedonia, when the right of coining ailror 
waa granted by the Senate n.o. 168, and after it booame a 
Roman province n.o. 146, and on thoae of Amphipolie 
about the aame time, tbe head of Aitomia in profile ia a 
common type. Preoiaely the came full-faced head occura 
on a ooin of Ortbagorie,^ of the aame period aa thia one 
of Philip. Tho work, however, ie inferior, and auggeete 
that it has been oopiod from the finer coin. 

Tbe youthful horseman is found on almost all tbo eilvor 
and bronze money of Philip ZI., and is no donbt an 
agoniatio type, though both the 2Veo borae and tbe horao- 
man are frequent on the coins of tbo earlier Kings of 
Macedonia. The symbol of the half Pegaaoe, desigeating 
the place of mintage, has not hitherto been identified 
with any town. The type of Pegaaoe, both as a whole 
figure and dimidiated, is found on several coins which

This didracbm, of a dote about the middle of the foixrth 
oentuiy b.c., ia noted by Mr. Gardner in bis paper on the 
Coins of Elis, Kum. Chron., N.S. vol. xix. p. 292, No. 4. 
The obreree is frora the acme die ae the eoin Ho. 8 
(PI. XIV. Fig. 8) on the same pogo, but atruok when the 
die was somewhat worn. 

The rererse is quite new as a type in conjunetbn with 
the head of Hera, and gives a very noble representation 
of the bird of ^ua, the diaposer of victory. Xiooking at 
it merely (u a naturalistic representation, there is great 
spirit displayed in the attitude of the eagle, who sppeors 
ready to oppose any interference with his prey, and wo 
can almost fancy that be is waiting the approach of some 
intruder, and is prepared to resent it.

It may be well to note that even at the time vbon 
Mr. Head's second paper was printed by no means all the 
come of this find had oocQo to light SeTorol more, both 
of Oyeious and Lampsaeus. the Utter all from one die, 
bare aisoe then oome into the market, and it is q^uito 
possible that others may still be kept in reserre.

This stater, hitherto undeeoribed, is fbom the same find 
OB tbe last one. It baa boon in oircnlation for soma time, 
and on aeconnt of this, as also fVom its style of work, it 
. appears to belong to a time a little earlier than some of 
those described in Mr. Head’s papers, Hum. Ohron., H.S. 
Tols. ZTL xTii. A stater very similar to it, but where 
the kneeling figure holds one tunny, was published by 
Borrell in Kum. Cbron., roL ti. p 161, and is also en¬ 
graved in Mr. Head’s paper, vol. xvii. FI. VI. Fig. 4. 
There is a beote of the same type as this last figured in 
Scstini, Statori Antiohi, FI. TI. Pig. 10. It would be 
vain to oonjeoture to wbat tbe subject on those coins 
refers.

Thie Tory romorkablo ooin boo boen clcsoribod and 
engi'orcd by Mioanofc, vol. ii. p. 527, No. 75, Tl. XLTXI, 
1, bat ovidontly a coin in very poor condition. 

Tboro is alio a ihlao die by Beckeri apparently copied 

Miosnet’e figure. Mr. Burgon, in tbe sale onto* 
logue of the Thomas OoUection, of whioh this coin forraod 
lot J> 012 , calls the head that of fieilonos, but with a 
query. He was quite justified in expressing tbe doubt, for 
the head cannot be regarded as that of Seilenos, who, 
though somotimoe reproaonted with human oars, is never 
laureate. It is much more difioult to say to whom it 
may bo attributed. Though tbe head has evidently boen 
modelled life, and ie in no way idealised, it can 
aoaroely be regarded as a portrait in the ordinary sense. 
This coin cannot be placed muob, if at all, later than the 
first quarter of the fourth century D.c.; and at that time, 
so far as we know, no portrait of a human being as such 
had appeared upon a coin. Ie it possible that some one 
who had rendered great servioe to the state hod the 
laurel wreath granted to bio, and his portrait as a semi- 
deified personage used on the odnage? If so he was 
neither Greek nor Persian, for the features are certainly 
not of either of those people. The coarse fi«ghy face 
and the thick neok, with the skin in a heavy roll behind, 
have much of what is generally regarded as Scythian 
characteristica about them. The pei’son bore ootnmejno-

rated may, lowever, have been a natiTe of Myeia, of the 
people of vhicb and their ethnological relatione but little 
ie known. 

The granulated eurfaoe of the inouee on the ramie 
marka a period somewhat later than that of the coins of 
Oyrioua where the sarfoce ie plain.

This coin has been described by Mionnet, vol ii. p. ddd, 
No. 284, and ie badly ertgraW by Seatiiu, Stateri Antichi, 
PI. VI. Fig. 10. Upon the coin there Hgnrod a wheel 
occurs under the sea-horse : that part of Cho Held is not 
included <m tbs flan of the present coin, or possibly tho 
same Hgura would haTo been found upon it. Mionnot 
dose not notice a wheel on the coin in tho French cabinet, 
nor ia that or any other device to be seen on tbo numeroue 
gold statcre of Lampsaous, which bavo the common type 
of the eea*horM on ono face and various types on the 
other. 

Tho winged aea-horie, an emblem of Poieidon, ie ono of 
tho meet frequent typos od the ooine of this town, ae it ie 
on those of tbo not very distant town of Bkopeie in the Troas. 
Tho type of young lleraklei and the serpents ie foimd on 
the stiver and bronse as well oe on tho gold coins of 
Lampsacus, and ie not on uncoznioon ono olsowhore. It 
is met with on coins of Oyricui, Thebes, Croton, and 
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Toreatum, and more eepecdelly (and in the case of these 
places as a very appropriate derice) on cortam coins of 
Samos, EphesoS) Khodoe, and Onidos, ‘which have on them 
the letters SYN, the commencing onee of M. 

WaddiagtoD, in a paper in Kevue Kuihismetique, 
viii. 223, reg&rda the alliance as mode by those states 
against Sparta and Athens, after the battle off Cmdoa, in 
B.c. Sd4, when Gonon defeated tbo LacedcDmonian fleet 
‘tinder Pisander. ^e etater in question, though of the 
same period os these coins, can have nothing in common 
with them beyond the type of Herakice, for Lampsuens 
was at that time under Athens, having been reconquered 
in n.c. 411, after its revolt when Athens was defeated in 
Sicily. 

It may bo remoiked that the belt, with its appended 
beads, which crosses over the shoulder of Hornkles, is 
also’ found in the some position on the coins of Samos ond 
Ephesos above referred to: whothcr it occurs on tbo coins 
of Onidos and Khodos I am unablo to eay, there is no 
indication of it in tho flgure of the Ehodian coin, engraved 
appai‘ently fVoma worn spooimen, in the Hunter CoUeo- 
^on, PI. X., Iv, p. 51, but it is visible on thot published 
by M. Woddington.

This beautiful tctrudrachm has been published b}' 
3JulIcr, Jfumismnfiquo do I’Ancionno Afriquo, vnl. iii, 
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p. 188, No. 143.4, from tb$ preMSt ooin, but it bu not 
faithorto beon ongravod. It u of the beat period of Greek 
art, ai^ givoa a Ter^ favourable idea of the artietio ekUl 
of the Oyrenean dio-engravore, vbiob ie condnoed by 
other ooioa. 

The bead, there oan be no doubt, ie that of Dbnysoe, 
01 eon of Ammon and Amaltheia, a type of common 
Mourrenoe on the ooine of Oyrane. Muller, who, how* 
ever, had only a drawing of tho -coin bofore him, 
doaoribee tho wreath ae one of laurel. It ia unqueation* 
ably of ivy, and, indeed, to have found a head of Dionyeoe 
as laureate would have been cot only eisgular but im¬ 
probable. Among the numerous coine of Oyrene wbioh 
have the youthful homed head upon them, thie is the 
only one where it ia wreathed: in the greater number 
the head is plain, but in some tbe hair is bound with 
a diadem. A dldroohm (Muller, voL i. p. 47, No. 176) 
with ^e name of the same magistrate upon it os on 
tho coin now under notioe, and it is the only coin 
of Cyrene on which the type occurs, has the young head 
(without any horn) of Dionysos, as eon of Zeus and Somele, 
having a wreath of ivy and the tbyrsos behimi the head. • 
The letters OEY^EI are the rommancement of the 
name of the magietrate 0EV4>EI^EYX, a name which 
A'equently appears both in its entirety oud in an abbre¬ 
viated form on the gold and silver coins of Oyi'one.

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THE INDIAN SWA8T1EA AND ITS WESTERN 
COUNTERPARTS. 

So manj loarnod uid eatbualMtio sobolftTft have at* 
tempted in timet paet to explain (he origin and purport 
of the eo'termed Mystic Cross, the counterpart of the 
Ihdisn Snxutika Chat ic is vith some diffidenoo that I 
Dov venture to propose a more simple and less enigma* 
tical solution of this mucb-discuseod problem.^ 

' After tbs eatline of thii paper bed been tsbeo ai read at 
Uio msetiogof tbs Numlsmads Sooisty on the lOth October. 
1878, it waa pomted oot to me that I bad beeo, to a certain 
extent, anticipated in my condnilons as to tbs iotorpretation 
of tbs mianidg of ths Swastika by M. Ludwig Mililcr. 

While weicoxzuDg bo compctcst a precursor, 2 do not 
(lad anything in hie publication that conflicts with luy 
theory. Our starting*pcdDts are difibrsnt; oxir nltunato reeuiU 
are siaiiiar. He haa elaborated srery item of the consoon* 
tire Weetem Syatems; I take my poiat of depariars from 
Baatera aonxcee. I am not aware that I have been under 
auy obllAation to M. Kullsr while working out in detail the 
earlier phaaoa of the Orientsl evidence; but I may frankly eon* 
grateilate him upon the method which has prodoced (ha maaa 
of evidence, a summary of wbioh li bare subjoined in bis own 
words:—

The earliest pboso of sstronoraicol soioitoo wo aro at 
present in a position to refer to, with tbo still oxtant aid 
of indigenous diagmms, is tbo Ohaldican. Tbe repre¬ 
sentation of tbe sun in this system oommencea with a 
simple ring or outline circle, which is speedily advanced 
towards tbe impression of onward revolving motion by 
tbs insertion of a cross or four wheel-likc spokes within 
tbe oircumfsrsnoo of tbe normal ring. Tboio crossbars 
are subsei^uently elaborated into new patterns and do* 
iineations,’ which will have to be noticed hereafter. 

As tbs original Cbaldcnan emblem of tbe sun was typi* 
ded by a single ring, so tbo Indian mind adoptod a

wonhippen.’ The tendency of davotionol ezercues in 
lodia, indeed, seems from the first to have lain in the 
diieodon of mystic diagrams and orypto symbols,* rather 
than in the production of penonified statues of the gods, 
in which it mnet be confessed that, unlike the Qrooks, 
the Hindu did not attain a very high style of art. 

The hymns of the Veda, which, perh^M, represent a 
mixture of primitire Aryaniam, combined with a certain 
amount of Indian braa^thoaght, describe the sun in the 
following terms The goLden*handed, all •beholding 
Savitn, who travels by an upward and by a downward 
path,"^ finally, ‘‘anyokss his horses" wd "night ex¬ 
tends, veiling darknesa over elL'* * 

The Vishna Pardna, which, in its later date and 
distinctly local compilation, of coorse^ appeals more

of the sun to th&t of a potterU wheel.^ If theee expree* 
eione oxeraplifj the peraistent end abiding belief of India 
at large, our taek m demonetrating the aim and intention 
of the SwaitiJ^ oa a of the eun ie obvioue and oaey. 

No. 24 of the aceompanylng Hate II., copied from ouo 
of the votivoo^offoTinga placed on the ahrino of tho aun 
at lifirabdt, perhapa beat convey a tho loading idea of uon» 
aooutive raya or following curved limba, auch aa should 
denote an early stage of the definition of tho fiaabes of the 
vuys of tho aun in moliffn.* 

Nos. 26, 20, and 27 indioate the development of the 
aareo idea, and the natural transition from the eurved to 
the angular pattern ao favoured in Greece. 

Noa. 26, 22, 30 carry on tlie imprcaelon of quadruple 
1 ‘ototion, and load up to the poaaibly still to be eonteated 
cross ontoiod aa No. 91, whoao in^t and msaning, apart 
from other proo/b, aeeras to bs determiaod by the arrow- 
heikda pi^ojeotod at tho angles of an idontical double oroas, 
No. 32, which to my approhenaion are used to omphoaiae 
tho nid‘day sue. 

Indeed, if we are prepared to admit that the oroaa with 
spura %aymholiaca the sun w moeian, a similar conoea-

Tbe mid-day or meridian sun in tbsee examples seems 
also to be discriminated by tbe fixed wheel of many 
spokes, who for a moment may have bean anpposed to 
stand still, aod to shoot out his rayi like tbe arrows of 
dpoUo. iTo. 3S famishes a curious example of this 
belief. No. 84, with (he rising trident-like sun forming 
e support or to its own meridian do^olopment, 

displays on its fall oircumferenee the ooutraatod forms of 
conrentional T"<^***» arrows. Koa. 80 and 40 oontributo 
tbe altematiTe ibrms of exterior tridents, whose pur* 
port is thus proved to be noular to the parallel aod 
nsBoeiate arrow-beadi of other axamplee. No. 97, which 
is taken from tbe nppar ooupartmeat of the arobaio 
pillar ooniainiag the distinct rsp r eesotatioa of the classio 
chariot and four bonse of the Sun at Buddha>G^yi,* is 
supplemented and confinnsd in its import by tbe banner 
of tbs Sun held aloft in tbe sculptoree of Birab4t, 
No. 88.“ 

Amid these casual and inoidoital notices of the illus¬ 
trations in Plate H., which will be more closely defined 
in tbe table of eentontSt it rssnains for me to DOtios (he 
Vi4^ pada entered under No. 41. As this material 
devioe was in later times adopted and appropriated by 
the Indian Buddhists, in defisoce of the pretended higher 
sims of the creed, it is neceeaary to reclaim it and indicate 
its proper purpose ae a merely elaborated sun symbol.

Tho ordinary convostlooal meaning of tho uoilluminatod 
balls in the eolar eyeteme of the valloy of the Buphratee 
is understood to bo that they ropreeont planets; and at 
times the st9tn planets aro folly shown in company witii 
and independent of the corrosponding dovioes of the sun 
and the moon. The four dots “ in the present ” instance 
should also moan something beyond a more filling in of 
the pattern. 

Whethor the intention was simply to indicate the re* 
gained power of sight or of obsorvation of certain planets 
os the day waned, may bo a legitimate question of 
inquiry, But when we begin to discover that the Hindus 
had learned to oseooiate certain details of sun-spots with 
fortunes and with fominos, we muse be guarded in too 
hastily interpreting their mothods of astronomical calcu¬ 
lation, or in this case of eolving a6 satra their prooces 
of mystic definition.'^

So f&T 1 merely contend t^t tlio Buddhists on thoso 
oocosions followed en immutable law of natuio, is. cou> 
oilutinf tho reeideut populations bj inooTporating: or 
oesimilatiog, as ihr os possiblo, the outward signs and 
symbols of a pre-existing roligiou. 

But tbey fUrthor appear to have oamod out tboir pur¬ 
pose ia aa ignorant way, and to have admitted tho 
olomont of pious fVaud into their methods of adaptation. 

Wo have rooeatly boon put in possossion of a remark* 
able instanoe of tho latter, in tlio publieatioa of Gonorul 
Ounningbam^a work oa the B&ruh&t 2‘opg or Tumulus. 
Oa the dret discovery of this mound some yoars ago, there 
was groat rojoioing among our Earopoon Buddhists at the 
foot, annouDood with groat formality, that all the soulp* 
turod scoQM were duly laboUsd with full descriptions, in 
wrd9, of ths purport, and it was supposed in autbsatioa* 
iioA of the original design of tho subject piotoriolly 
illustrated. 

A large proportion of those so-termod lubols aro now 
foxmd to consist of ailor*icssrtioas placed in oddoomors 
of the dold,^’ and oouohod in loss fbrmal archaic oharaotors 
than tho independent authsntio marginal entries of tho 
primary devotional dodioations.**

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But the crucial last of the truth and aincarity of theeo 
cuckoo entries may be eetimated from a single esamplo 
amid details of (he ojunpeachahlc soulpturee them* 
selrtt.

is now diaeorered to be meroly raguoly incisod on tlie 
dotne of a temple deroted to the sun—whose very wor¬ 
shippers axe seen in their proper poeidoo in the lower 
compartment in the act of prajsr, with a full eeriea of sun 
symbols displayed on the rotire slab: ranging ftum the 
various round forms and lotus patterns of the olay-oske 
imitations of the sun itself to the moro crude reproduc¬ 
tions of the saorifioial Good pottery horse's head.^ 

In the inscsnoe of the sculpture in question, whioh is 
reproduced intentionally in Geoend Cunningham's socond 
photograph, pL Fig. 3, there cun be no possible 

doubt but that the later posseesors of the temple ondoc- 
voured to adapt the more anetent deeonptive soeaos to the 
purposes of their own religions reviraL 

As Fliny has told ua, the earliest tomplos of tho gods 
were trem.* So, to this day the village tree is an institu¬ 
tion among tho forest tribea,* bnt it ia not trsr that is

Ill this COSO tho tree oversbudows the taiaplo, in tlio 
sumo munnor as on some of tbo ^ndbra coins tbs troo is 
mudo to grow ont of tbo apox of tbo convoutlonai mound 
or ehaii^ fonood of four euporimpoacd rows of orohos.*^ 

Dut os if to climax tbo rest of the ovidonco in regard 
to tbo higher claims of tbo simplor sun worship, this troo 
is supported on either side by figures carrying in the 
form of standards reprosentations of Oorudat, or Indian 
harpies, half mao, half bird, the special vitAana or 
“ vehicle” of Vishnu, 

I have devoted one section of Plate II, to reproductions 
of Chaldsean and Assyrian forme of tbo sun, in order to 
exhibit their identities and contrasts with the symbols 
of the Indian system. 

Kos. I, 2, 8, 4 are takim ft’om the fhesimilos in Raw 
liusou's ''Ancient Monarobies,” ** They show tbo pro¬ 
gress the normal ring towards more ornamental 
whocl'liko devices. Figure 4 is important, as being ths

Sdd, ia octnally 
open to a siioUar iotorpretation.* Aa tbo oroes iu 
No. 2 formed the leading design of advaocod typoa of 
the sun, it is possible that thoa, when divoatod of the 
outer ring and redacad to a aingla elemont&ry orosa, it 
nay have soggested the altaroatite omblem in iU more 
ornamental ions. 

But we have oloaar approaimalions to Che outline of the 
normal croei at ao early a period as IBOO n. 0 ., wbero it ie 
found on tbo engreved cylknde^•esala need for the anthon* 
tioation of documastt eodorecd upon the ordinary tnoist 
clay of the impressed writing of the period, 

No. 12, pi. xtxvi. of M. lajard'e work,* roproducca 
a leading speoimaD of theea axamplca.

Ho. 15, pi. llv. b, of tho same publiouCion, furtlicr 
roproBOJiCs a sool, with a long, illogiblo cuneiform in* 
BCription associated with a piotoriol device, consisting 
of a standing figure with tho hand hold up in worship 
of 2 ^ cross sym1>a1, bore reproduced in. facsimUo 
Tiie goQoral picture is filled in with throe other erypto 
doTicos, a welUdoaignsd figure of a seated dog at the foot, 
and a spriagiog autelopo or ibex in tho centre of tho 
field. 

Both above and below thie leading doeign, separated by 
horisontal linos, thcro appear thrso woll-dofiaod repre* 
eonUdons of the sun, consisting of two inner rings and 
nine pointod rays; the throe orbs are detached in the 
intervals by siqaU almond-shaped or oval shields. 

Tho most important diagram in tho Assyrian sorioe is, 
howovoTi No. 8, which is also talten iHm Canon XUw- 
JfnBon’s work.*^ It exinbits, like the Indian examples

The written eridenoe towards the belief in the throe 
feral I of the eun is not so complete as oould be doeirod, but 
the following paaMgo from on earlier volume of tho semo 
work gives mdioatfoui of the existeoco of come such a 
theory smong the Ohaldnons 

Ai, GulOy or Anunit, was tho female power of the sun, 
and W4I commonly osscoUted with San in tomploe and 
invooationa Her nemes are of uncertain signification, 
except the eecond Oula, which undoubtedly means 'groat,’ 
being BO translated in the vocabularies. It is suijiootod 
that the three terms may here boen attached reapeotivcly 
to the rising, the culminating, and the setting sun, einoo 
they do not appear to interobange; while tho nomo of 
Gula ie diotinotly traced in one inscription to belong to 
the * great goddess, the wife of the mtridioK sun.'”— 
‘'Ohaldu,” vol. j. p. 161. 

Among the other nations of the old world, the Egyp¬ 
tian records testify in complete and definite terms to the 
discriminated worship of the three phases of the son's 
course Dr. Birch, our most competent guide on these 
Bubjecta, writes 

'* The religious notions of the Egyptians wore ohiefiy 

positioDs of the Sun are to be detected in the creed of the 
Kosairis. See iToumal Asiatiqne/' 1B79, p. 106, et 
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oocneoted with the worahi]) of the 8un, with whom at n 
later period all the priaeipal deitiea wore connected. Ae 
/lor or Hartoachie ho is roproaonted as the youthM or 
rising suQ, os Ra the mid* day, and M the settiog 
sun. According Co Egyptian notions, that god fioatod in 
a boat through tho sky or oolostlal ether, and desoetidod 
to tho (lurk regions of night or Jlades. Many doltios 
fittendod on his passage or wore connected with his 
worship, and the gods Avun oniLKAepcr, who roproaonted 
ilio inviaiblo and solf-producod god, were idontifiod with 
tho Sim.” 

Sir G. Wilkinson hod previously indicated to what a 
pitch of elaboration this system of sun worship bad 
arrived at, when, to use his own words, “So groat was the 
veneration paid to this luminary, that in order to pro* 
pitiata it tboy burnt income three times a day^rss^n 
ut its first rising, vtyrrh when in the moridian, and a mix¬ 
ture called kupM at the time of setting.” 

Another phase and signs of a wider spread of the 
natural selection of the sun as the first object of worship 
of primitive mankind also rcaohss tii fi*om Egyptian 
sources.**

" I am ODwiUing to break tho cootinoity of a somswbai

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On th« 16tli of tie moatb (Ai^) Amcnletp III. 
(Keamon) oolebroted & feativAl, and brought inio it tho 
boat of the solor dieo, called ASwteJru, •• the most lo7oly 
diw/’ This wowhip of tho urn's orb or disc was not un¬ 
known in Egypt, and was alliod with that of Ra. In tlio 
Aten may, perhaps, be recognised the solar diao or orb 
^oially worshipped by tho Ethiopians, and tho mother 
of Amsnophie was of that race. In it somo haro scon thu 
Hebrew Adonoi or "Lord,” and tho Syrian Adonia^® 

The practioal deTelopmonts of tho Egyptian uicod in 
tho threaibld aspect of the lun lead us natuially 
iaquiro as to whether Pausanios’ dosciiptlon of the 
Tomplo of tho Sun in Arcadia, and his refbronoo to Syeno, 
do not equally point to prototypes from tho banks of tho 
NiUP 

Tho curious credulity of Pousanias, which made him 
believe in tropical suns ia latitudos whore such con* 
junotioae wore imposeiblo, induced mo to cxtiiiilno (ho 
]>assagQ quoted below; and on fuitlior iuvostlgution I 
found that the subordiaate details of the tliroo rqjrcsonta- 
tive lenplesof the rising, meridian, cud sotting sun had 
been already worked out in detail by that aocoinplishod 
archBologiit, the Uto Oh. Lenormant. 1 append m much 
of his commentary as wlU suffice to explain the nature of 
his conclusions. 

" LycoBura, indee<l is certainly the most ancient of all 
citiss which are either contained on the oontiuont or in 
islands: and this was the dret the sun beheld. TTenoe,

and tboro is a place in tlie mountain which is oaUed 
Crotea, and whiub is on tho left of tho groTO Parrhaalus, 

whioh is sacrod to Apollo.In Lyoaous, too, tboro 

is a Tomplo of Tan .... tho Luporoalia woro tbo drst 
oclobratod in this ploco. IXors too are tbo bases of certain 

sUtuos, tho statues themsclvos being romoTod. 

But tho mountain Lyoaous, among other partioulars with 
which it abounds, has the following:—Thore is a groTo 
in it of tho Lyoacan Jupiter, into wbiob men are not 

ponnitted to enter.. Thoy farther report tliat 

both mon and boasts whiob happen to ooms into this 

pluoo OMt no shadows from tboir bodies.Indeed, 

in that part of tire year in which tho sun is in Oanosr, 
thoro is no shadow either from trees or animals In 
Syene, a city uoar Ethiopia. But in this grove of the 
mountain Lyoaeus, this oircuTnetance respecting shadows 
takes place perpetually and during every season of the 
year. On the highest summit too of this mountain there 
is a heap of earth which fbmi an altar of Lycaean 
Jupiter .... In that part of the mounhun whioh is 
eitu&tod towards the east tboro is a temple of Apollo, who 
is colled Parrhasiue; they iikewiso denominate him 
Fytbius."^Pausaniae VIU. sucviii. Translation of T. 
Taylor, ii. 308. 

M. Oh. Lenormant, under the bead of "Jupiter Ly- 
c^us," in the "Trtaor do Numismatique ("Galerio 
Mythologique,** p. 24), continues his comments on this 
possj^ in the following terms 
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'* Ou je me trompe fort, ou il eat impassible qa’on 
trouve ^tebli d'une zoenidre plus positave le rapport doa 
phc^aoisdiies qu’oQ obearre i I’apeg^e du soleil, et coux 
qu'oa suppose appurteoir au feu port^ d so plus bauio 
puisssDoe : afiu ds mieuz coo6rmcr enoors VexacUtudo do 
nos nppToobements> Fausaziias (viii.

The arraagsment of the diagrams and rcprseoiitationa 
of tbs lun disoevered at llissarlik, reproduced iu PI IT., 
is necessarily somewhat arbitrary, as the ground levels 
at which the various clay objects, on whoso surfaces they 
are inscribed, do not suffice to detsrnijjic thsir rolutivo 
age.*’ It is sufficient for our present purpose that tboy ull

No. IS is roinarhttblo as representing a Ao^vor pattern, 
intended, porebanoo, to curry out (ho Kgyplion idea of the 
morning sun rising or onumaciiig fiom a I^tu$ lute tho 
full flowor of noon.

In oiling with but acaut introduotion these aoleotcd 
cmbleou of the worship of Che eun from the multiplicity 
of the patterns oontribuCod by Dr. Sobliomanii’s die- 
ooveriea, I feel bound to put on record my own profusion 
of faith in thU direction. Dr. Schliomaim in liie latest 
publioatioQ has reitorated ^ an esrly improesion that the 
so-called whorls of Kissorlik were K2 l VOXO’s ; iu tliat 
general conception, with some modifloatioiis, I nm fully 
prepared to uonour. 

In the first plaoe we have to refer to looalUioe. Tito 
dominant hill of old Troy seems to have proaoncod a 
natural obserratory, the like of which had to be built up 
in the valley of tbs Euphrates, and piled up in lose finiebod 
forms on tho alluvial ^aini of India. The easy transi* 
tioRi in the present inslsnce, from tlie psis-hietoric worship 
of the sun to the higher lerel of tlie “ eaored Porganiue " 
of Homor's Apollo^* soetos to follow in tho ordinary 
coureo. 

We are, however, for the moment chiefly oonocmed 
with the earlier developmcnte of tho home civilUation iu 
what Dr. Schliemann definea asthe stratum, nearly twenty 
feet bolow, or many years in advance of tho " Troy of 
Homer," 

In aiamining tho objccte recovered from the lowest 
level, or *' black clay " stratum, ve And probably the very 
earliest and crudest type of a candlestick, fashioned by

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the roug:li diippiug of the edgss cf the flutsuriocc of a 
potsherd, which appareatly had once formed part of a 
moi ‘0 importont dish or voesel. No attompt eeema to 
havo beoa mudo to smooth or doish off tho outer edge, 
aud the ooutral liolo is in eomo coaoa mei^ely punebod 
through, with tlio innoi' e<lgQS equally loft in tho rough, 
All advance is soon in ono instance (»f a rod clay potsherd, 
found at botwoon forty«Mvoix to Hfty-throo foot bolow tlio 
highest lovo), whiob, though still irregular in its ohippod 
edges, soomstohavo had tho control oriHco more oaro- 
fully bored, and the bolo itsulf is sunoundod on the upper 
surfocQ with an ornnmontal oirolo graved into tbe bohod 
clay. Similar, but unornamontod, rod oUy oakea beoomo 
frequent at tUo bigbor levels, aud an advauoo is mode in 
the motbod of adaptation by boring the bolo near tho 
edge of tho ciroumforenoe; this, again, is improvsd upon 
by a repetition of tho hole in intentional j uxtaposition 
with its follow opening, forming, porohanoe, a double 
oandleatiok. Aud in the stone articles of similar design, 
in tho twenty*six feet level, the two boles are bored to 
balance one anothor outside tbs true oontre, and lees 
close to tbe ciroumforonos than in the clay objects. 

Theee obangss in the position of the perforations soom 
to bo altogothoT inconsistent with tho supposed use of tboeo 
objects as “ spinning whorls/’ Tbo alternative inferonoo 
X should venture to suggest is that they were intended to 
hold the stick or sticks of hr, whtob we learn woe tho 
method of obtaining artidoiol light followed in ceHain 
ports of Asia Minor from all time.

If this expUQation of the uae to which theac unadorned 
olay and etone contrivanoes were put be correct, the higher 
raiaaion of their euQoceaora, decorated ao oonetantly on their 
upper surfaces with symbols of the aun, would aeom to 
point to tho worahip of tho great luminary, associated with 
an incidental illumination at the saorifioe of the " light* 
iog of bmpe " eo religiously obaerred by the Cariana.^^

formal clay oaltee, repre se nting the sun in his various 
conventional forma of wheals, lotus patterns, and more 
deflnite enclosed within a aunpla outer ring

I myself bave had some experie&co in unearthing 
buried sites is tbe Bast, and am able personally to testify 
to similar and oocaeiosally obaotio profusion of crude votive 
clay tablets, sanctified by the progressioaally advanced 
forms of prsyer«isBcribod models of I>affopa$, as turned 
np foom the soil of the later Buddhist location at Shm&th, 
near Be&6ree.^ 

My Impreeaion of the um and purpose of these ofibr* 
Jogs is that each clay symbol roprosented the indi¬ 
vidual prayer of successive pjlgrims-«*haTing served the 
turn of each devotee they became sacred deposits, and 
oould soaroely be used again, oven if the officiating 
priests ware likely to encourage such ooooomy—and bonce 
we find suoh heaps and mounds of comparatively in- 
dcstruotible bakod-olay objeotfr'^e untouched aooumU' 
lotion of ages, whose limits wers simply defined by tho 
ovanescent ihith of the living multitude. 

(General Cunningham, whose range of Indian anti- 
qiisrisn researches is so exteDsiva, in adverting to tho 
“cart-loads” of votive images of Buddha found near

ARES AS A eU^.QOD, AKD SOLAR SYUBOLS OK THE 
COINS OF MACEOON AKE THRACE. 

Th^ opiniost rMontl^ propounded by Afr. Thomu oe to 
tbo origin end meeningof the symbols celled tbo triquotro 
and evaitilca, ere so sirail&r to those already sot forth by 
Dr. L. MdUer that it is hud to rofuso assent to tho 
verdict at vbioh the two authoritiee have independootly 
arrived. There are, indeed) points in the papers both of 
Dr. Miillor and Mr. Thomas with which we are by no 
moans bound to agree because we accept their theory in 
its general fcm. 

But my'present purpose is not to oriticiss, hut to pro* 
duce a somewhat independent chain of evidence as to 
solar symbola The previous writers have by no means 
exhausted the £eld| although their excursions in it have 
been vide and various, My plan is quite dissimilar to 
theirs. I intend to confine myiell strictly to numismatics, 
and even to the numismatics of a p&rticuUr district. The 
indioationa of solar worship on coins of Macedon and 
Thrace have, I believe, escaped both M. Mhller and Mr* 
Thomas; it would, therefore, appear that they are not 
obvious, and that 1 shall be doing good service in setting 
them forth. 

I must begin with a few words as to the character of

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tb9 original aun>god of the TLraeiane and Macodonians, 
who was koown to the Qroeke oa Area. The later Oreeke, 
uod even to acme entent Homer, thought of Area ea a 
barharian, a fierce lover of etrifo and battle^ insatiable 
with carnage and a rejoicer in aiegee and sacks. They 
regarded him as the representative of the fieroe Thracians 
of later rimes, and even of their Scythian ccighbonre. 
But there was an earlier time, as Frofeasor Curriuehas 
well pointed out, when Thrace and tbo Thracians hod a 
mildor and lees eavego reputation. And Weloker^ has 
proved that the national deity of Thraoo, Area, wee in tho 
origin Isee a god of war than the god of the eun. IIo 
woe the head of the Thnoion Pantheon, and the ooneort 
of the goddess Bendis or of the other great foreign deity 
of the Hellenic Olympoa, the Sidonian Aphrodite. 

It is notable how meoy of the male deitiee of the 
eeiai-Hallenio raoee of Europe and Asia Kinor were of 
the solar olase. The Zeus of Cilicia woe solar, oo was the 
Zoui of Laodioea in Phrygia. So was eleo the Zeus 
Stratioe or X^brandeua, the national deity of Caria, who, 
like the Thracian Area, is represented as armed end as 
pre*emineAtl 7 a god of battle. A solar obaraoter also 
belongs to the Zeus of Heliopolis in Syria and to the 
Asiatic deity adopted by the Greeks of Rhodes, and to 
the Lyoian god whom the Greeks called Apollo. 

We find even in Oreece traoee of an early worship of 
Ares as god of son and eky, a rival of Zeus and Apollo. 
Thue at Elis Area was perhaps an older inhabitant than 
Zeus, who even adopted from him the epithet ApaiM. In 
Boeotie the worship of Apollo woe introduoed at no early 
period; his plaoe had been previously occupied by Area,

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two of whoeo sou led to Tro; tbo tqoh of Asplodon 
&nd Orchomocus, and whose daughter Honaonia become 
tbo wife of Cadmus. Eren at Athene we find a bill 
called the Areiopagne; and whatovar axplanotioa of that 
name tnay be gtTfia bj late writore, it remains ulmoei 
oortain that it is a survival from a time when Ai’Oe was 
worshipped as a god of sun and woather on the KiIUcoim 
of Attica The wolf vm in Oireecs tho symbol altomatoly 
of the Lyoisn Apollo and of Aros. 

At Argos Ares, who was called the sod of tho Argivo 
Hera, was supeiseded in prs-historio times by Apollo, 
who appropriated his emblem, the woU In other parts 
of Orsece the same obangs took place, until Ares, the god 
of the country of Orphous, came to be regarded os entirely 
averse to culture and an enemy to the gieator gods of 
the Helloaic Pantheon. 

In Thrace, however, it would appear that Ares re¬ 
tained both his lofty poeition and his charactor of suu- 
god He was regarded as the father of tbo rivers Hebrus 
sad Strymon and tho heroes Sithon and Olynthus. Tho 
Macedonian’ kings, when they wished for political reasons 
to be considered as HeUenes, called their sun*god Apollo 
or Heraklea.^ The head of Heraklee oooura often on tho 
money of Aroholaus, Perdiooas III., and other prinooe. 
On the coina of other kings we frequently find a young 
male head bound with e taenia, which may, perhaps, bo 
that of Apollo, although in cases when, as on the coins of 
Amyntas II. and the city of Boioue (PL IV. No. 10), a 
young male head appears on one face of the coin and a

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lielmot on fcLo otiior, 'we ue tempted to profer tbe atti’i- 
bufcion to Ajes. The money of Philippi, o city founded 
hy Philip 11. in the neighhourhood of the Thracian 
g;oId*ffimea, bean on one aide the head of Herakloe, on tho 
other the Delphic tripod, thui combining the attributoe 
of the two l^reek eun^gode. But in the head on the plonti- 
fill gold eta tore of Philip II., vhich have a chariot on the 
revered, I certainly inoline to eee a repreeentnUon of Area. 
Thie bead hoe aometimoe been taken for that of Apollo, 
eometimee for that of Iloraklee, and in fact it ia in type 
midway between tho two. But ita truo character will 
appear on ocnfrontaag it with the Area of the coina of tho 
Mimertini, the children of Hamere or Area. .The in- 
aoription on their coina ia A PEGS, and the head of tho 
deity (PI XT. Ko. 8) ao nearly reaemblea in all detaile 
the head on the coina of PhiUp (FI. IT. Noe. 1, 2) aa to 
leave amall doubt of tha Mamertine coina being copied 
iVom the Maoodoman. It ebould be obeorvod that while tbo 
gold money of Alesaader circulated largely in Aaia, that 
of Philip waa current in all parta of the Woat during tho 
third eentnry B.o. We may imagine that it wae eutfi> 
ciently familiar to the plundering Mamertine. 

Tho Mamertine bead heara a laurel wreath, and ahowe 
other Bigna of aasimilaUon to Apollo. But the legend provee 
beyond a doubt that it waa intended for Area, and it appeara 
to me that this evidence ia aaffioient to ehew the head on 
Pbilip'a coin to belong also to Area. In addition wo may 
remark that the tbiok neok and abort cluttering hair of 
the deity on both claaaee of ooina set it quite apart from 
heads of Apollo, such as that on the ooina of the Maco< 
donian Ohalcia. Another alight corroboration of thfa 
view in tbeapeoiruos of the Mamertine coinage eclected 
for my plate is to be found in the amsU Macedonian hel- 
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met inserted es a symbol behind the heed of Ares. This 
may Berve to give a clue to the real oharaoter of the deity 
with whom it is associated. A bead of dliferout character, 
which may not improbably be meant for that of Ares, 
ocoura on the siWer ocins of Chalcodon, on the obverse of 
a piece which has on the reverse a radiate wboel, which 
is clearly, as wo shall presently seo, a solar type. This 
head is bare and bearded (PL 17. Xo. IS), as is the head 
of Arcs OR oarly vases. Chalcodon, it is time, is not a 
Thracian city, being situate on the other side of the 
etraiU, in Bithynia. But it was yet subject to Thracian 
inSuenoe, being, indeed, a more dependency of tho 
Thracian Byzantium, from tho ocinag:e of which city 
almost all the Chalcedonian typos are borrowed. 

It is easy to understand why Alexander did not oon* 
tinue the typos of his father's geld coins. Bseply stooped 
as he was in the Iliad, bo could never have oudurod to 
lot Area, tho patron of Troy, appear as his guardian deity. 
In the place of the destroying avenger was substituted 
the truly Qrook Pallas, the typo of ordered war and 
scientific generaUhip. 

Z«ot us now turn to the coins of Maoedon, to sso wbnt 
symbols of Ares and of tho sun ocenr on them, and 
whether these are the some or difiei’ent. 

Xo one can have glanood oven rapidly at the Mace¬ 
donian coins without remarking the frequent reourronoc 
of a peculiar helmot and a peculiar shield, both of which 
are specially choraotorized as Maosdonisn. If we look at 
the matter in the light of probability, we shall see that 
these emblems are very well fittod to a war-god like Ares, 
who is seldom anywhere represented as unarmed. In one 
of the Homeric hymus (Xo. 7) Ares is specially spoken of 
as or golden-hclmoted, and as or 
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Powblj to the sun-god 4 helmet may 
sot seem rery appropriate, although to a primitive race 
the rieisg or setting sun might veil eeom— 

A goUw helmet that sbbee for off like fluso."^ 

But the round shield is still more evidently an appro¬ 
priate emblem of the sun, os Scott * may witness— 

•• With disk like batUe-t^ot red, 

He rashes to bis bnning bed." 

It is thus not wonderful that in roany countries the sun' 
god bos been thought of as armed. The bow was more 
especially appropriated to him in GrsMo; but the Oarian 
hottle*axe and the Thiaoion shield are equally suitable. 

However, it is time to turn (nm mere probabilities to 
fscU, and trace the actual history of the Macodosian 
shield and helmet. The shield occurs first on some small 
pieose of eleotrum, with inouae revorso (Plate IV. No. 5); 
next os a symbol on the coins of Philip and Alexander, 
but is this case on so email u soaie that its details are 
not to be made out It occurs as a type on the coins 
issued by Bupolsmus, General of Ooasander, and after 
that becomes common. The border of the shield consists 
of a series of oteecents, each of which encloses a star or 
a pellet The oreeoent and star on ancient coins stand, as 
Mr. Thomas rigbUy remarks, for son and moon. In the 
midst are a series of symbols or devices. In some cases 
these belong to the king who struck the coin ; thus we 
find on pieces issued by Amtigonus II., Demetrius II., and 
Pyrrhus the monograms cf those kings; and on pieces 
issued by Antiochus I. of Syria hie ams, the elephant. '

In some cases the symbol moy refer to tlie arms of the 
mint-oityi for we find in thts position, on coins bearing 
the name of no kiog, the club, the caduoeus, the torab, 
and other well-known Maoodonian mint-marks. Dut there 
aro other symbols which cannot be eo explaioed. Xbo 
oight-rsycd star marks the coinage of Demetrius II. His 
BUQQessors substitute in the midst of the shield a wheel- 
like device. The form ^ (PI. IV. Ko. C) occurs on the 
money of Philip V. and Porsous, as well as on tetm- 
drochms of Macedonia Prims, and Amphaxitis, and 
(PL IT. Nos. 7, 6) on the late coins of the Bottiaeans of 
Emsthia as well os $ (PL IT. Ne. 9). 

These three devices and the star cannot in these oases 
signify a mint. In the ooUeotion of the British Maseum, 
which is extoasive, the sUU' is the only device appearing 
on the shield of the ooina of Demetrius, except when bis 
monogram takes its place, fio ^ os I am aware, none of 
the shield*coins of Philip and Perseus have any other 
symbol besides the wbeshpatteru in some fbrm and the 
bead of Perseus, whioh is introduced in allusion to the 
kiag^s name, and no symbol except this pattern appears 
on any of the ehisld-coins issued by the Bottiasaos of 
Emathia. It is clear, then, that both star and wheel 
pattern belong to the shield, not to the mint whioh issued 
the coins. And considering that the whole Macedonian 
shield is of astronomioal pattern, and belongs specially to 
a dei^ who is worshipped as the sun, it seems very 
reasonable to suppose that in oil these devices the inten* 
tion is to give a representation of the sun. 

Let us next briefly investigate the history of the hel¬ 
met of Ares on coins of Macodon and Tbrace. THa is 
a rarsr symbol than the shield, but yet not uncommon. 
It occurs not un frequently on tbs coins of ths early

MoMdoDian kings. It cooura also at tlie oitjr of Bvaac* 
tiom, aitiiatad oloae to tbat Salnydauua which was, 
ocoordiog to Sophoolaa,'^ tha apeoiol saat of Arcs. And in 
three inetanoee ia particular it aeeme to recur with dis* 
tinot Bolar rofereaoo: oo the ooiaa of Macedon, which bear 
on the reToree a ehiold (PI. lY* I7o. 12} { on the coUie of 
kfeeembria, which have on the reveres a radiate wheel, of 
which X ehall have preeencty to speak (PI. lY. Ko. 19); 
and on the coins of Orthugoria (PI. IT. l7o. U). It le 
in the last oaee that the solar reference is clearest. The 
helmet at Ortbagoria ia aumouotod by a star raised on a 
cene, which is a recogoised iiaage or symbol of the snn, 
and recurs with that roeauing on the aioney of Urasopolia 
(FI. lY. Vfo. 10). It Bppoare to me that theee facta boar 
out sufficiently the theory to which we wore drat led by 
the antecedent probabilitiee of the case. 

If still further evidsnoe be required it ia forthcoming. 
On turning to the imperial coini of Uaoedon, we 6nd 
(PI. IV. No. 4) a figure clad oe a warrior wearing a 
helmet and holdug a wreath and iword. In the fiold, 
detaohed aa a eymbol, ie a ahield. This figure hue 
usually been dewribed ae a Roman emperor but ere- 
percre do not appear helmeted on Oreok coins, nor doea 
the round shield seem a likely emblem for a Roman 
general. I prefer to aee in this figure a fuUOength re¬ 
presentation of the national deity Ares in bia ordinary 
dreea and holding the wreath with which he is to reward 
a victorious hero. In Roman times Ares identified with 
Mara would naturally win back the honour be had lost in 
the days when Pallas was predominant in Qieeoe. 

Bnt helmet and shield are not the only symbols of the

the aountein ranges of Haemua and Fangaeoza, vbioh 
Oallimacbus mentions aa specially belonging to Area, were 
already celebrated for their roses, which arc now largely 
grown in tho samo region for purposes of trado. Tho 
rose is froqnontly repreeontod on tho coins of the Pan- 
gaean diitriot, and epootolly distinguishos tho money of 
Troolium in Mooodon (FI. IV. No. 14). But thoro is no 
more obrioui symbol of tho sun than tho round rod rose. 
And that the anoxents thought thus is suf^oiontly prorod 
by the instanoo of Rbodoi, in wbioh island ths roso is tho 
regular emblem of Holioa On later coins of Khodes ths 
flower is arranged into tho pattern of a wheel (FI. TV. 
Ko. 20), still with reference to tho rerolTing red disc of 
the sun. Sometimes at Bhodcs tho rose is oven radiate. 

It has boon pointed out, both by Dr. MiiUer and Mr. 
Thomas, that the wheel is froc^ucntly a solar symbol It 
js so both as m itself an image of tho rovolviag aan, 
sod as a aign or epitome of the chariot in wbioh Helios 
was supposed to trarel through tbo iky. I will not 
insist upon this rendering in tbo case of tbo Macodonian 
ooins, because when the wheel occurs upon them it seems 
clearly to he the wheel of ths chariot which is so usual 
on early Macedonian coins, suoli ai those of tbo Bisaltae, 
and which does not appear to be a solar chariot, but to 
be a clomsy and matter-of-fact oonveyanoe specially be¬ 
longing to the country. It is indeed often drawn by 
oxen instead of horses. But ths wheel when it takes 
certain forms does seem more closely connected with 
the sun. Of the wheel which is made up of creecente I 
baTs already spoken. Another form usual on Macedonian 
coins is This ibnn may rery well be solar. It 
appears on coins of Acanthus (PL IV. No. 13) as an

ft numing winged figure who m&j be a form of the god of 
the aun, and who appears on a coin brought to Hr.

There are many other figures and symbols on Maco- 
donian ooins which may well be solar. Among these I 
nay xosnCion the lion, eapeoially when he :s attacking 
the hull, as on the coins of Acanthus; the winged horeo, 
who may be different from the Corinthian Pogosoa; and 
the wolf, who appeal’s not seldom on the money of tho 
Hecedonian kings. A0 these X pass by, partly in order 
to keep my paper within reasonable limits, and partly 
because there is not much to say with regard to these 
AQuoale which has not been said before. I also pass by 
the specially ApoUine types, such as the lyre of Obaloi' 
dice, and the torch which makes its appoaranos as a 
symbol of Apollo on the money of Ampbipolis. 

Thore is, howerer, one set of Macedonian coins which 
claims a special attention, even though it belong to a late 
and allegorising age. 

One of the most remarkablo eota of coma in the whole 
Greek sorise ie that issued by Uranopolis. This oity was 
foondsd by a man notably ecoentrio, Alexarobus, brother 
of Oassaader, Sing of Maoedon, and the coinage itself 
seems to bear the same stamp of eccentricity.* On it we 
find raried repreeentatiens of all the bsavenly bodies. 
The sun appears under ssTcrsl forms (1) as a disc or 
globs surrounded by rays (PI. 17. No. 15) ; (2) aa astar

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of eight rays (PL IV, Nm. IU, 17); (3) aa a stox plooodon 
the top of a cone (PI. IV. No. 15). The rayed disc ie 
the equivalent alike of the shield and of the rayed 'ivheol, 
both of ivhicli WQ dad at an earlier period. And with 
the oene supporting the etur wo nay oomp&ro tbs 
mpJi<U09, on which Apollo iVoquontly sits. Kuhn uttri> 
butoe to tills cinphuloR u solar rufuronuo, and there ie no 
doubt that thu uonical steno ut lloliopolii symboliaod the 
»uo. Tlio moon on tlio coins of Uranoiiolis is uniformly 
represented by ii cn'seout (PI. IV. No. 17). The five 
planets also appear umlor the guieo of oight-rayod stars.'' 
In odditioQ thoiHi is a globe, on vhioh Urania sits, and 
which nay stand for the world itself. 

The goddess worshipped most at Uronopolis was 
Aphrodite Urania, to whom the town gave a psouliar 
ohoroctor. But it is likoly that the armod Sidonian 
deity Astarts, who was hor original, hod long hod a 
footing iu Mocodon us uoiiPiort of the Tlinuiian Aros. 

Turning to the coins of Thrace, ws dnd in many cities 
traces of solur worslup of whiuh wo may rapidly disposo. 
Perhaps the most intorostlng city under this aspect Is 
Msssmbria, a oity whoso name bos heon coosidersd of 
doubtfhl dorivstion. But bfesombria os it stands is simply 
the Greek word for noon or mid*day and 

there eon bo littb doubt that the Greek inhabitanU 
would suppose their oity to be tbo piooe of noon. Among 
the coins of Mesembria tho following ocour

60*4 and 23 grains, wbiob have on tbo obverse tbe bead 
of Apollo. 1 have little doubt that theee also are solar 
embleme; that the Apollo of Uegara was solar, and that 
tho Megarian colonists at Mesembria idontified bim with 
tho Aiae whom they found in Tbraoo in possession of .the 
oountry. 

Turning the pages of the catalogue of Thraoien ooias, 
one finds at various otbor cities traces of sun- and moon- 
worship. Tho crescent and star (sun and moon) are 
usual types at Bysantium, as is the Macedonian helmet 
on imperial coins. Crescents with stare, sometimes three 
orfimr, occur also on imperial coins of Karciacopolis, 
Bautalia, and Pbilippopolis. Whether in this case tho 
stars are ideally stare, or merely signify aspects or periods 
of Che sun, seems doubtful. Finally, at Samotbrsce,^^ a 
globe or shield adorned with a star ooours on late coiua 
behind the head of Pallas.

&moag the Aryan nations, it is not wondsrfal that one 
osnnot look for indicatioAB of it in Gtreek oouu without 
finding them in every directioD. I am greatly tempted 
to go on to the eoins of Lyoia> Rhodes, and Garia, but 
ihr the present stop resolutely short on tho iVontiera of 
Mocodon.

It bua nlwaya 
appenred to me iitorediblo that on ancient and a powerful 
kingdom like Northiunhria abotdd hava only a copper 
coinage, and tbot limitod to atycaa or bolAlhrthinga, whilit 
each of the other kingdom! of tbe ileptercby poaaeeeed 
a eilror ooinage of ite own. The noo'diaoovery of atycaa 
outaide Northumbria almoat conoluaively proves that they 
were current in that kingdom only, and mdii’eotly sup- 
porta the oontention that the Northumbrian! bad a silver 
currency at this period, unles! we are to oonoludo that 
tbare was no commeroud interuourae between them and 
the other parte of England. The more fact of a few only 
of tbeee “ anomalous pieces io silver ” being known, does 
not of necessity prove that they wein not issued us pennies 
or Bceatun. 
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In mj collection of 66 otycae of Eanred, and 113 of 
Ethelred lt.» I haye oftl^aae “anomalona pieces" (15 
of Eonrod and 6 of Etlaelred], vliicb> from tlieir vei^ht 
and metal, I liaTO no hesitation in doaignating ecoottce or 
pennies. I append a list of them, with their reepectivo 
weights, whioh appear to be equal to thoeo of the heayiaet 
and in exoosa of tho groat majority of the pennies of the 
period. It will be obeorvod that tho 21 coins hare been 
etmok by twelve dijforont moneyers, a eomewhat large 
number to have indulged in the "oaprice" of striking 
eCyoai in silverj unless they wore intended to pass current 
at thoir real voluo.

ihTourad with a mint. It does not, however, appear in 
the list which was given of the plaooe where mints were 
established; but coins of that monarch are still extant, 
having on the reverse STEF or 6TF. A penny of 
iGthelred II. roads STiETII, which was probably in* 
tended for this place. Onut has also a coin with STJQ on 
the reverse. In Doomsday Booh this mint ii not noticed, 
nor has it yst boon found upon any coin after the Norman 
Oooqueit.'’ 

Since Buding’s time wo have added to the list of 
Stafford coins a few more, ranging from ^thelston to 
King Stephen; but as everybody is aware the number 
is very small. I have recently acquired one of Edward 
the Confessor, struck by a moneyer whose name, new 
in respect to any money issned from that mint, has 
this additional olnim to notioe, that eseepting another, in 
tbs Museum, it is the only repreeentative of his Stafford 
Mint at present known. It is of type VIII. in Mr. 
Head's list, like (PI. XTII.) 222 in Bawkios’, and reads 
+EVLLIND ON rnTTlPPO. 
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The poesibllity o£ ite having been oeined, not at Staffuil 
but at Stamford (one of the two lettore F being & blunder 
for X}, woe taken into eontidention whan I aubmitted the 
coin to the aorutiny of Mr. Sharp, F.S.A., whoeo vigi* 
lance and seal in babatf of Che Stomfbrd Mint ore woll 
known. Mr. Sharp ogrooe with me in believing thie coin 
tobo Sto^rd-mintod; indeod, there ia nothing about it 
to auggoat another idoa, no blundering in type or legend. 
Nor ia tho nonoyor'e samo altogethor new; though for 
the like of it we hare to look onwarda to the mintage of 
tho neighbouring town, T&znwortb. And here, before 
pjooeeding further to eay what I have to aay about any 
coisa of Stafford, 1 deaire to note the Quietance which 
oooaaionaUy may be obtoined for numiamatlc inquiry from 
the mintage of neighbouring towna, through likeneae of, 
or identity in, the monoyera’ namea. Thie sub^'eot ia not 
novel, but I revert to it for that reoaon. 

In the very intereating account of tho “ City Find in 
1872, given to u$ by Hr. Willett ("N. 0.," rol. xvi,, 
p. 827), bo boa analysed, in Table V., the evidence 
afforded by that hoards with tho view of teating a 
theory’' on thie anbjeot put forward by me nearly 
twenty yoara ago N. C.” 1862, p. 237). Mr. Willett’a 
opinion woa unfavourable to my thooiy, and he aaked for 
evidence. About a epooulative queation of this obaraoter 
DO OQe would pretend to bo poaitivo, for this aiinple 
reoaon, if fbr no other, that he cannot imagine we poa- 
eeas in those whioh have come down to ua apeeimena of all 
the coins produced at the time. I therefore lay no great 
etreoa ou that conjecture of mine, though I felt then, os 
I feel now, that it appears to smooth away some diffi¬ 
culties, which proeent thamselToe if we regard all tbo 
names of moneyera at all the mints se representing each 
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a separate person. This, I pree^e> is the comnitiu riew. 
Is it itself unamilable f 

That the word " 01^” in the roTerse legend of an 
Ang:lo-Sazon penny probably means is/* and sot “ of/' 
is what I then advanoed; and, that the word has that 
meaning often in records contemporary with the coins is 
undisputed. The contention is, may we suppose it carriaa 
that meaning on a coin? I confess I have no docu* 
mentory evidence to prove it. 8noh evidence is little 
likely ever to be produced ; but with certain foots before 
iis, we are at liberty to draw our conclusions; more¬ 
over, a passage in Ending's aooount of the moneyers 
(voh i. p. 49), which escaped my attention formerly, as 
it probably escaped Mr. Willett’s attention when he com¬ 
mented on my paper, will be found, I think, to add sub¬ 
stance to the oonolusion thus challenged. Quoting ftom 
the manuscript of one who is cited ae " a very accurate 
nurnismatio antiqnary," we find this ■. '* There are many 
reasons to believe that tbo Saxon kings were always 
attended by monetarii, who ^^uently coined money for 
the present exigencies in towns where the king rested, 
which will account fbr our finding smney miuted in 
obeoure places, and that perhaps only once.” Buding’s 
own cbeervation on this was. “I know not of what kind 
the many reasons might bo which bo has alluded to above, 
but it will not be easy to assign one more satisfactory 
than that which he has given for tha appearance of towns 
of such little importance under the character of miots.” 
Kow, regarding such cases ae these, if the "monetariua ” 
accompanied the king from place to place, then **in" 
and not “s/" must obviously be the moaning of the 
word 01^/’ the only suitable meaning for the word to 
boar. But I eay more thau this; our allowing “ ON " in 
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tbd legend to liave that meaning, doee dispose of diffi* 
oulties iQ the cose of the moueyers—wbioh diffioulties, 
left as the/ oro, seem harder to get over than mj con- 
jeotare. Assume each name to represent a person in 
oooh town named on its ooinogo, and what a raulcitado 
you haTo I Why, the monoyers of the Confessor amount 
to hundreds, oven after running together differont forme 
of tho samo name. Out of tho 1,721 coins which woro 
examined of tho Chanoton find, by taking each name to 
represent an individual raoneyer in each mint, there were 
more than 260 moneyers represented in tho coins of that 
£nd. Now, any question ae to their number or apparent 
number is offeoted by our oonsidoring what the exact 
position of this olaes was in tho Anglo-Saxon kingdom. 
It seems to haTo beon repeatedly mode mattor for debate 
in after timoe; the most reasonable idea propounded lying 
midway between tho oonfiiotiug atatemonts. If tho 
jDonoyers were not ooblo — men of groat consequonoe, 
neither wero they of bumble degr o e mere artisans. The 
iinos payable by an offonder on oonviotion of wrong¬ 
doing, forbid ua to think the last; ond Brompton's trans¬ 
lation of the laws of .£thelred is quoted in Ending to 
satisfy ns that the vumttarii were omployors of other 
mon’e labour, in days when tho employment of other 
men’s labour was not common, as it beesmo. 1 imagine 
these oonsideratione cannot fail to offset cur views, if tho 
moneyers, being already exceedingly numerous, are mode 
more numerous still by our common mode of reckoning. 
Let us, however, &Iling in with the ordinary opinion, 
and taking Mr. Willett’s exhaustive account of the “ City 
Find,” select a name which may or may not have been a 
commouname among them. Consult Table V. (p. 385). 
In fifteen mints a Godwine'e name appears; and proofs 
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of the handiwork of eight of thoae fifteen Godwinea 
appear aiinaltaneoaalj in tjpe I. Not eo in others. 
Others give no onlj one apiece. 

Now if there reaHj were fifteen Oodwinee, moneyeie; 
one m each town, what were tbej all about, contribnting 
to some tjpea none, to otbera next to none ? How ia it 
they oombine by a ccounon iippnlae to contribute eo much 
to type I. f And, farther, is it a mere coincidenoe that 
six out of eight Godwinee contributing to type L wore 
resident in towns on the eastern side of Hnglsnd ? In 
fsimesa I have examined other names beside that of 
Godwine, and aiTTiilnr ^uestaons rise up in my own mind 
aa I do so : so that in deftolt ol better explanation, I am 
still di^»oeed to bold on to that which ccmmendsd its^ 
to me as probable a good many years ago*-to think stOl 
that there were not fifteen Godwinse, bat perkxpi tWy 
one, with his bsadqoartars in London, striking money for 
the king; fa London, fire ^pea; m Stamford and 
Thatford, ibar; la Hontingdon and Wincbeetar, three \ 
la Ohichsatar, Ualdoa, and Norwich, two; and w seren 
others, only one. 

Withont presuming to assert that all caaee are corered 
by such a conjectaxe, 1 Dow proceed (0 make use of it in 
dealing with this coin of Stafford, &e moneysr of which 
was E TT i LTH r : a name altogether new to na as regards 
Stafibrd, bat not new to os in connection with the neigh- 
bonring mint at Tamworth. two towns stand apart, 
1 beliere, at a distance of twenty or twenty-fire mike. 
Well, the Tamworth find of 1877 (*‘N. C-,” roL xrii. 
p. 340} presented as with ox, if not aeren, welcome 
ocina of William Rofas'a reign, from the mint of Smfibrd, 
and with tbirty-tbree from that of Tamworth itself; of 
which tweirs bsar the name of a moneyer, EOLIN, or 
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COLINI2, Or Cixnfl]. The nano of that zQOneyer also 
ocourred among the pannios of tho WfUiame found at 
Boaworth, thus: COUE ON TTtUpUD.^ And my in- 
feronco ia eonaequontly thia, that in Stafford (ON STAFFO), 
aa oTideoood by tho coin Wore us, aa in Tamworth 
(ON TTm^CE)), oa proved by those dosoribod above, a man 
(it moy bo a family, meiabora of tho same oraft) bearing 
tho name OuHino voa to bu found ooining for tho Orowo, 
from tho middle till to^rda the oud of tho alercnth cen¬ 
tury, tho office ho held being bia in one town aa well oa 
in the other. 

With the proofb fro poaeeaa, scanty aa they are, of the 
working of a mint at Stafford during a number of reigne 
from to 1254, ought not certain ooiaa. which hare 
become oonnootod fritb the more prolific Stamford Mint, 
to be looked at again, and dealt with by eome auoh nils aa 
this f —that whenever BT7T ia rend, oasoeiutod with others 
of the same monoyer, reading SmN,* &o., then to allow 
tho ooae for Stamford to be judged clear; but if otherwiae, 
to leave the ocas open until more ovidenoo be forthcoming. 

I odd to tbia paper a liat of some of the Stafford ooina, 
the claim of which to be ao called appearing nnqueatlon- 
Uet of neceaeity inoompUte, but one which per- 
hapa may stir up eomo other member of the Society, mere 
favourably situated than I am, to try to seoure for it 
greater complstonoat.

The date which we would assign to the burial of this hoard 
is about i.

The later denarii of 
the reigo of Anrelian are dietiugniebable not only hy Laving in 
aU oaeee the marka of value in e>ther Bouna or Oroeh lettera, 
bul alao by a difference in etyie, hoi g executed with much oaro 
and e^U. 

By what ebanee tliie jar of colne wae hariod at Caconethorpe 
it ia iicpoeeible to aecertcun; wo hoow ro little of the oventi 
paeebg in Bntoin during the fifty yeare of Roman rule r^rd* 
eentod by the cobii that hietory wiU gnide ue bat little. Tliie 
hoard may, however, have formed a portion of a military cheat, 
and aa ia the caee of the Blaekmoor iiad, which ia deaeifbod by 
Lord fielborae la the Namiaiuatie Chronielo, N.S. voJ. xvu., 
may have been boriad at the moment of departure of a body 
of iroope from thia locality to anolber.

VII. 

ON THE CUUONOLOGIOATj sequence of the 
COINS OF EPHESUS. 

IntftouuonoN. 

Jv tho £>llowing pagoe I propoea to attempt for the raoet 
faooui and eplenclid of the anoiont oitiee of Aeia, Upheeue, 
that which aome yean ago I did for the groataet Greek 
city of tho weet, Syraouee; Tie., to arrange in ohronolo- 
gioal e^ueime the eerxM of lie ooinago them the earliest 
times down to the epooh of the ooneoUdetion of the Homan 
Empire by AngueCus. 

The intereet which tho Ephoeian ooine hare for ui ie 
bistorioal and mythological. From an ertietlo etandpoiot 
they are, unlike tboee of Syracuse or of Elis, and obiefiy 
on account of the general uniformity of type which pre* 
Tails from Bret to laat, of oomparatiTely alight yalue. 

For the arohmobgiet, on the other hand, they may be 
made of very great uee. Ere long it may he eren possible 
to fix the dates of many of them within narrower limite 
than can now be attempted, and thus to reconstruct as it 
were the magisterial Fasti of Ephesus from the time when 
the name of the Eponymus first makes its appearance on 
j . the coinage down to the Imperial Period. 

' One of the most pregnant inqumee in the whole domain 

of ancient nomismatios ie that which concerns itself with 
the yariouB names of magistrates which are eo frequent on 
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the coiaa both id autonomouj and Imperial timee. It ie 
one, xDcreoyer, vbicb has been mucb neglected; so mucb 
M indeed that tbe oompilers of sale cat&loguee often 
cooeidar it quite needlcw to give the nuces which occur 
on coine to be sold, ccntenting thccuclToe with each Tcgue 
descriptions as “ magistrate's name in field/’ " oU various 
magistrates/’ &o. dc. 

If I am able to bring home to the minds of some of 
these gentlemen the Tory greet historical and aroho»- 
logical interest which attaches itself to a complete seriee 
of the magistrates’ names of an^ one eit^, my labours will 
DOt have been fruitless. 

In the ease of Ephesus it will be my endeavour to show 
who the megistrate was who places hie name upon the 
money of the State, sad what was the length of bis torm 
of office, and thus from the number of extant nomes on 
the money of each particular class to calculate the relative 
duration of the reepective isauea, and so to assign eaoh to 
a particular historical period of greater or leaser length. 

1 must caution my readers, however, against supposing 
that I have been led to attribute any single class of coins 
to any given period simply hscauss the number of magis¬ 
trates’ names hsppeued to tally with the length of that 
period. 1 arranged the small oolleotion in the British 
Ktueum atyU in what seemed to m« chronological 
order, under suooestive historical periode, before proceed¬ 
ing to oompQe the mess of megistretes’ names comprised 
in the volumes of Mionnet end in other catalogues, and I 
may add that it was an agreeable surprise to me to Snd 
that in every single instance the total number of names 
which I was able to collect from all eourcee corresponded 
very closely with tbe number of yeare in the period to 
which I had already on other grounds assigned the coins. 
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My ^est tl&nks are due to M. Six and to Dr. Iirtboof* 
Biumer; to tbo forxnor for valuable Hata of namee wbicb 
might otherwiee buve escaped my notice, and to tbo latter 
for doaoriptions of ull tbe coins of Ephoeos, many of them 
unpubliabod, in bia fine collootion. Prof. Dr. H. Brunn, 
of MnnicU; M. Chabouillot, of Puria; Dr. J. Priodlmndor, 
of Berliu, aud Dr. K. Kounor, of Vienna, Lave also kindly 
alloived mo to bavo easts of coini from tbe ooUoctioixs 
uQclor tbcir charge. 

In tbe presence of auob works as those of Duhl, Pal- 
kener, Ourtius, and Wood, it would be superfluous to 
repeat all the details of a UUtory wbicb extends over 
more than a tboueand years. 

Kovortbclass as one, though by no means tbe main 
object of the series of monographs of which this is tbe 
third,^ is to popularise tbo science of numismatios, I bavo 
thought it well to unite to the strictly numismatio history 
snough of the general political and religious bistory of 
Dpbeeus to interest those who have not made e special 
study of Qrook coins.'

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•• la Ionia/* sa^a Herodottu (u. 106), are two 

repredentations of Sesoetru, eculptured on rooka, one on 
the road from Ephesoe to Phociea, and tlie other on that 
from Sardes to Smyrna ; and in each case a man is 
engrayed four cubits and a span high, holding a spear in 
ihe right hand and a bow in the left, ^e rest of bis cos¬ 
tume being similarly partly Egyptian end partly Etbiopic; 
and from the one shoulder to the other run sacred 
Egyptian cbaracters eograyed, of the following purport 
I ivon tkis land n>itA arm shulders. But who he is and 
whence he came is cot stated there.'’ 

These remarkable figures, which Herodotus believed to 
represent the Egyptian king Sesostiis, are stUl to he seen 
i» situ, and have been lately identified by Hr. Sayce 
and other scholars as memorials, not of Sesostrls, hut of 
the great enemy of Seeosfcris, a king of the Ehsta or 
Eitritee. 

One of them is engraved in Tasier’s “ Aeie Mineure " 
(ii. Pi. 132), and the inscription, which still remains on 
it, is written in Bitfite, cot in Egyptian hieroglypha 

Other Hittito monnmente have also been discovered at 
Ibrees in Lycaocia, and in Oalatia, near the river Halys, 
as well as at Jerablus, the ancient Carchemish on the 
Euphratee, a capital of the Hittite Empire. It may, 
therefore, be considered as all but proved that at scmo 
remote period, before 1200 B.c., the Eittites were supreme 
from the Euphrates on the ons side throughout Asia 
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Minor, u £ar as tlie ihox6& of tiie ^g«aa od the other. 
The story of the war between Bexneeee 11., the Seeostiie of 
the Qne)a (eirc. 1400 B.a), and the Hittitee has bees, 
immortalised by the ooatemporaty Cgyptian poet Pentaur; 
and among the allies of theJIittitee mentioned in tbie 
Egyptian text the names (as read by Egyptologists) of 
the people of Xlion, Fodasos, Dordanus, Myaia, asd Lyoia 
are ooospiouous. The Hittite Empire was the earliest of 
the three great OrienUl powers (llittites, Lydians, end 
Persians) which succeeded eaoh other in the interior of 
Asia Minor, and 6'om oontaot and intereoarse with thorn 
the mixed populations of the great river valleys and of 
the coast reooivod the germs of their early art, religion, 
and letters. 

The Hittite capital in hither Asia Minor was doubtless 
Sardes, then, as later, rich in gold ■» and to the governor 
cr eatrap of Sardes the inhabitants of the valleye of the 
Oalcus, the Hermus, the Oaj^ster, and the Mccender wore 
then, as later, tributary. 

Tbe distinotion between the great central table-land of 
Asia Minor and the low-lying valleys of tbe four great 
rivers which empty themeelvos into the ^geon Sea must 
be borne in mind if we would clearly comprehend the 
condicting tendencies of Oriental and Western thought 
and civilisation in this bordor-land between the East and 
the West. ** A line drawn fVom Oonstantinople straight 
through Asia Minot to the Lydan Sea,” says Ourtius 
(Hi«, (Jr., Eng. Ti. vol. i. p. 5), roughly indicates the 
degree of longitude at which the masaes of tableland sud¬ 
denly break off, where the country is everywhere broken 
up into natural diviaions, and in wide fertile river-courses 
opens towards the sea, whioh ions * to meet them in 
numerous bays. Here is, as it were, the beginning of a 
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uow vorld—of another country wbioh resembloe a border 
of A material woven cn to a garmeDt.'’ TliU 

border-land, wluchi though attached to Aela> belongs by 
nature to Buropean Greece, wu from very early times the 
home of a mixed population, of which one elejoent was 
the remnant of the Old lonio itock, the main body of 
which had poaacd avrose the aea in still earlier agea into 
Enropean Greece. Side by eide with thoee people of 
locio race were Cariane and Lelegee, and here and there 
on projecting headland or in sheltered bay was an out- 
lybg station of Fheenloiau traders, iVom whom the 
nations recttved, together with a different system of 
weights from that which was used in the interior by tlio 
Hittitee and thair Lydian and Phrygian euccessorsi 
diflhront religious ideas and a different and more simple 
mode of writing, whioh appears to have been almost 
universally adopted except in Lyoia, Oarie, and other 
districts, where many of the oldor characters remained in 
nee probably beoauso the Fhcenician alphabet fumisbod 
no equivalents. 

One of tbeis Fbeanioian stations was (as Ourtius bo* 
lieves) m the bay at tha mouth of the river Coaster, and 
here in the rich allavial plain they may have introduced 
the cultue of their proteoting goddess of the eea and of 
trade, Astarte. But this point is doubtful. Thue much, 
however, is certain, that under a variety of names a 
Nature goddess was worshipped throughout the whole of 
hither Asia, and it is not at all improbable that this 
widely extended cult may have been due rather to Hittite 
than to Fhcenician influence. 

In the case of the AiUmis of Epbeeue, the Artemie of 
Ferga, the Artemis Leucophryne of Uagneeia, the Hera 
of Bamos, and other primitive Asiatic deities, the types as 
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know them from the coine ere eo lem&rheble tbet no 
oce ceil &il to note their thoroa^hly Oriental oharecter. 

The Epheej&n goddeae is repreaeated es e female figure, 
the body e mere trunk, inch the ieet pieced cloee together. 
The reeemblance to ao Egyptian mummy is almost as 
atrikiiig as that of (he sculptured Hittite king to Seeoetris. 
On tile chest of the goddeee are numerous breasts, to shon 
that ehe wu regarded as the mother of all living creaturea, 
the embodiment of the life-giving principle ■, below are 
voricus symbols, such as bees, fiowere, feoit, and 
'heads of bulls and lions. From each of her ontstretched 
arms hange a long fillet with taes^ at the extremities. 
On either aide stands a stag, raising its head to the hands 
of the goddess for food. With tbeae and many other 
symbols, among which the creecent moon may be men¬ 
tioned, the priests who condooted her saored rites sought 
to express the idea that their goddeee was identical with 
Kature herself preriding over all that grows and lives upon 
the earth, in the air, and In tiie waters. 

By what people, or precia^y at wbat time» the first 
sanctuary of this goddeae was erected on tbe Oayster wo 
are unahle to affirtn. A hollow tree, fer aught we know, 
may have contained the first rude wooden imskge of the 
goddess which men said had feUen from the ekiea. At a 
later stage, but etQl in very reoMte ages, an organised 
hierarchy of priests and prieateeees was oetahHshed in 
this ^t. In their service were bands of women as 
well as of men, who dwelt around tbe sanctuary. The 
invibtabili^ of the sacred territory fer so m e distance 
around would naturally attract settlers, and thus a nucleus 
of trade was gradually formed under the protection of a 
sacerdotal estoblishmant which, as time went on, attainsd 
a wider and wider repntotion and predominance. 
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The constitution of this hierarchy was in all prohability 
the same in this oarly period as in later times. At the 
head of the ooUege of priests was the high priest, 

(the King Bee), called also by the Persian title Mogabysus 
(“ Cbd'given The priestessoe boro the name of Melissasi 
or Bees. This insect was, as we shall seo, one of the 
most diaticoti?e symbols of the Epbosian geddsse, and 
may have represented tho idoos of virginity, of organi¬ 
sation, and of the pure nourishment of honoy. 

This vast socerdoUl beehive, and the vilUgo which 
grew up under its proteotion, naintaiood the most 
ftiendly relations with the surrovnding peoples, until in 
the eleventh century b.o. an event occurred wbiob powoi'* 
fully induenced the whole future course of history in 
iheM regions. This was the great reflux of the Oreeks 
from Europe hook into Asia, commonly celled the Ionic 
Migration. 

The new colonists arrived in numerous bands, and pro¬ 
ceeded to settle on all the most favoured ipots on the 
western coast of Asia Minor, everywhero driving out the 
Asiatic inhabitants and uniting tbemsolves with tho old 
Ionian stock, which had never thoroughly amalgamated 
with the non-Greek population. 

These new lonien immigrants had attained in European 
Greece to a degree of civilisation far excoedisg that of the 
old stock which had remained behind. With their 
arrival begins a new period in the history of Asia Minor, 
the period of tho rule of the noble Paulies, such as the 
XeletdaB at Miletus and the Codxids at Ephesus, the latter 
led by Androclus, one of the younger sons of Oodrus, the 
lostEing of Athens, oire. B.c. 1044. They did sot, how¬ 
ever, eflect a settlement at the mouth of the Oayeter 
without a strenuous opposition on the part of the Cariass 
andLsleges; and their contests with the armed virgins 
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T7ho fought m dcfeuco of the temple of the goddeaa aro 
among tho most fumoue of Iho early Greek legends, 
always auppoahig that tho oombate of the Gh'eeke and the 
Amazons hod any bietorioal bosia wbaterer. 

In oitlor t<> midcrstaod tho rolutivd poeitiona of tho now 
Xunum KcrftWa uiul tho dwoUors around the temple, it will 
bo nccoSMuy to give in thia place a alight elcetoh of the 
topography of ICphoeue a^ it hoa boon lately olueid&tcd by 
tho iuvoeiigatlune of lilr. Wood doling a prolonged stay 
of olovon years on this spot. 

From its sourcoe among tho Tine-dad elopes of Mouot 
Tniolus, tho river Caystor winds throogh brood and fertile 
plains for a distance of nearly a hundred miles, until it 
enters a narrow maritime plain shut off from the great 
central volley above by tho projecting spurs of Faotyas 
and Gollesius. 

In this plain, and a little to the south of the Caystcr, 
rises an isolated fortified hill called hfount Soimissue, 
botweon the littlo streams once called Oonchiius and 
Selinua, tributoiies of tho Cayster. 

In a grove between these little rivers, and protected by 
a fort cn the hill Solmiasus* stood the ancient sanctuary 
of the Ephesian goddoss, and here, at tho modern Turkish 
village of Ayasolouk, Mr. Wood discorerod the renuuns 
of three successive temples of Artemis. Ilere cn the 
level ground were clustered in the pre-Ionio age tho 
dwellings of the population which owed allegiance 
and paid their rents to the hierarchy of their tutelary 
goddess. Leaving the temple behind us, and proceeding 
westwards for the distance of about a mile, we approach 
the ruins of the Greek of Ephesus itself. Climbing a 
hill of moderate elevation, which rises in the middle of tho 
plain, and which Mr. Wood has identified as Mount Cores- 
SUB, and looking towards the setting sun, vc see at our feet 
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the ruioe of the Oi'eat Theatre, the eceue of the riot do- 
ecribod in Acta xlx. Beyond this wee the oblong city 
port, connected by a long narrow canal with tho Cayster, 
which it joins about two mQca below the oity. At the 
junction of the canal and tho river was a second and 
larger port, called Panoimua, conneoted with the eeo, still 
more than two milce further on, by tbo stream of tho 
Cayster itself. Thas the diy of Ephesus was at least 
fourmUes from the sea, and tho Artemision more than 
five miles inland. 

Skirting the south side of the city, and at right angles 
to Mount Coreasus, was the lofty and serrated ridge of 
Mount Prion (the Sew, cf. tho Spanish aiofra), along the 
crest of which the ruins of the city wall may still be seen. 
“The summit of Mount Prion ” (says Mr. Wood, p. 8) 
"coiDiDaDds a very beautiful and eEtenaire view. The 
rirer Cayster, winding like a white ribbon through the 
pl^, forms in its course numerous email peninsulee. The 
Selinnsian lakes, the villoge and* castle on tho hiU (Mount 
Solniesus) at Ajosalcak, the bay of Scala Nova (the 
ancient Neapolis), the mountainous island cf Samos, and 
the still mol's mountainous coast beyond, tho snow-capped 
Tmolns to the north, and the ruined city mappod out at 
the feet of the spectator: theee, with countless other 
objects of interest, seen through the lustrous atmosphere 
of Asia Minor, make np a panorama of esquisite beauty. 
Although my sojourn there was extended over ^e greater 
part of eleven years, 1 never became weary of the scenery 
by which I was surrounded, fm the mountains on which 
my eyes daUy rested changed from hour to hour as the 
sun travelled on iu its course, and ^ desolation of the 
place was fully compen&atod by its constant and nevor- 
cessing loveliness.'’

When Androolus ond Lit Atbouiant landed on the 
£()b<3eia7i earritor^ it wot on Mounts Prion and Corettus 
that tboy founded thoir new oit^, wLfeh thus facod tLo 
soa and turned its book, u it woro, upon the older eettld> 
nioDt, alk>ut a niiU farther ialandj whore stood the templo 
of the strange AsUtfo dirini^ with its collogo of emascu¬ 
late priests and warlike women, an objoot of mingled 
aTorsion and awe to tbe manl^ jot credulous lonians. 

In tbe course of the next tbroo centuries tbe growing 
ropute of tbe sanctuary of the goddess^ while it procured 
for tbe priesthood a iteedily propondoiuting inoroaec of 
^re(dtb and ioduenoe, would seem to havo reconciled the 
Greeks in a groat measuro to the worship of the out¬ 
landish dimity. 

They i^ecogcised in some of her attHbutee much that 
was cbarooteiietio of their own Artemis. By this name, 
tboroforo, tboy called her, and as tbe Artemis of Ephesus 
she became known along all the coasts whore the Orooks 
hod effected settlement. The monarchy founded by 
Aiidroclus changed in’ course of time to an aristocracyf 
aud this ia ite turn yielded to a tyranny. 

Mesa while psacofhl relations continued on tbe whole to 
be maintained between the lonians ol tbe coast and tho 
dynasty callod the UeraoUdo), who ruled in Lydia after 
the empire of the Hittites bad fallen into decay. It is 
probable that the Eeraolidse were at drat more vassals of 
the Hittite monarchy, and that os the latter yicldod little 
by little to the growing power of Assyria, eo the kings ol 
Lydia obtained a larger and still larger shore of indepen- 
doDCS. After reigning about five hundred years, this 
dynasty became extinct on tho murder of King Oandaidce 
by his wife, in concert with Gygee, one of his bodyguard, 
eirc. B.c, 700,

Oygca, by dodcont a Oarian, bocAmo tLo founder of tlio 
dynatty of tko MormnudtD, undor wUoao ruld Lydia 
oiitoi’ed upon a now and iiidojiocdont course of national 
life, Tlio tiM whioU bad bound ber to tbo Enat wore 
Anally MVored» and bonoofortb tbe dirootlon of her polioy 
it towards tUo Woit Tbs endoayour of tbo now rulers 
of tbs ccuntiy was to obtain possession of towns on tbo 
coast, and thus to croate a naral power. Tbo city of 
Abydos, on the Hellespont, was founded under tbo 
auspices of Oygos, and bis next step was to ssours, if 
possible, the dominion of tbe ontire Ionian ooost, In 
this projeot be mot with considerable snocess, but did not 
lire to see tbo roalisatioxt of bis dreams. His successor, 
Ardys, 9.0. 000-^37, prosecuted tbs war against tbe 
loniane with unintornipted ardour, and would, porbaps, 
bare succeeded in uniting tbe whole ooast>lmo undor tho 
dominion of Sardes, bad not tbe invasion of the Oimraorian 
hordes called off his forces to protect bis own territory 
fVom tho inoursiona of tbe borboriana, 

The Oimmerians encamped in tbe valley of the Oaystor, 
and aet Are to tbe temple of the Ephesian Artemis. Tho 
goddess, however, herself intervened, and averted tbe 
plunder of her treasures, 

Sadyattee, tbe son of Ardye (a.a 687—626), after tbo 
Cimmerian hordes bad been at length Bnally expelled 
from Asia Hinor, found himself at. liberty again to tun 
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Ills &tt< 2 Btioa to the West. ITo Inul «{o^d to Miletus, and 
year after year wasted her feitile lauds, but be iio?er 
succeeded is oupturing tbe city. Qis eon, Alyattee (b.c. 
020^603), appears, at any rate ici tbo case of Ephesus, to 
bare sought to gain Lis ends by moro gentle means, for 
he gave his daughter in morriago to a wealthy citizen of 
Ephesus named Melos, who probably held tho supremo 
power in bis native oity. TLo olfspring of this union was 
Piudarus, who was tyrant of Ephesus when his undo 
Ctq3sus succeeded to the throne of Lydia n.o. COS. 

Orcoeus, relying, perhaps, upon the family tics whioli 
united biia to the young ruler of Ephesui, no lees than 
upoa his own (now proverbial) wealth and good fortune, 
eeot an embsMy to hie nophow to demand his submission; 
but Pindarus roAised to yield, and Orcoeiis sisgo to 
Ephoens. 

One of tho towers of the city wall at last gave way, and 
Ckdsus was about to enter the town ai n conqueror, 
when it was discovered that Pindarus had had reooureo 
to a strange expedient. Ho bod attached tbo walls of 
tbe town by a long rope, (one mile in length,) to tbo 
sonctoary of tho all'poworful goddess in tho grovo at tbe 
book of, the oity. 

CrcDsns, who as a Lydian reverenced tbe great Asiatio 
goddess ovon more than did tho Ionian oilisens of Ephesus, 
was thus disarmed. Ephesus bad ipso facto placed ber* 
self under the protection of tbe deity, and by this artifice 
(if artifice it were) obtained favourable terms from tbe 
king. Pindarus, however, was expelled. Under the rule 
of Crcesiis the influence of the goddess and of her priest¬ 
hood ws« largely extended. The first great temple then in 
course of coostraction began to assume that gorgeous 
character which gained fbr its successor tho title of one of 
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tlie voQdsrs of tho world. Croaaus dodtcatod most 

of tho colunuio and some golden bolis. Kevcrthdose, the 
Aihenlon element in the population of Ephesus, settled 
on Mount Frion, looked with ejee auTthing but friendly 
upon the growing power end wealth of the Asiatic suburb 
under the shadow of the temple. The rieing tide of 
Orientalism tbrsuteood to submerge the isolated Hellenic 
colony. Then it was that they turned for aid to their 
mother city (cire. d.c. 655), and Athena aant them Aria- 
tarchusi who stayed with them ilre years, and inspired 
new life and vigour into the constitution of the State. 

The oft-told tale of the fall of Orcceua and of the in¬ 
corporation of the Lydian monarchy and of the Greek cities 
of into the great Persian Empire I need not hero 
recapitulate. Sufhee it to eay that throughout the whole 
of this momentous period the prestige of the famous 
tomple never dwindled, and that to the protection of the 
goddess the Ephesians were indebted for the esceptional 
mildntf s with which they were treated by the conquerors. 
At a time when all Ionia was ravaged and laid waste by 
tho Persians, the temple of Artemis at Ephesue was of all 
the Ionian temples the only one which was spared, and to 
Ephesus Xerxes sent his children under the care of Quoon 
Artemisia of Oaria, afrer his great defeat at Salamis 
E.o. 480. 

Ephesus was, indeed, eren a gainer by the calamities 
which befell her sister cities, for she now beesme after 
the frU of Miletus one great mart of Asia through 
which the &brics and preduots of the East found tbeir 
way to Europe. And thus it was not long before the city, 
as well as the temple, began to perceive the advontagos 
which accTuod from the maintenance of a strict neutrality. 

The temple continued, however, to be the centre of 
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attraction, tha importanca of tbe fortified Qroak city 
on Mount Prion oontinued to dwindle oa tbo population 
and co&iia6i*ca of tha town on the pltun around the templo 
inoraasad. 

Having now brought tho hiatory of Epbeaua from its 
earliest days down to the Persian ware, it is time to 
consider wbnt ora the coins which belong to tbo period 
wbioh closes with the gtoat defeats of Xorxoa nt SaUmia 
and PletiDCQ in Europe, and at Uyoido, a fow miles south 
of Ephesus> in Asia. Those ore not os numerous as we 
might have oxpooted from tho iuiporUmoe of Bpheaus in 
early times. Of the oleotrum sorios, which may be 
assigned to the time before Oimsos, ore the following 
apooimons

How soon Ephesus began to strehe electrum must 
remain a matter for conjecture. It may bv presumed, 
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buwdTor, that whoa the city fell into the han^e of Ci'<OftU6 
the Lydian gold money introduced by him eiiperscdod 
tbo aiioient elootruro, and that aubaequontly eilvar money 
only wae coined at Eplioeus while under the Lydian nud 
Porsinu rulo.

71m nest pericKi of the histcvy of Epheeus begins with 
the repulee of the Pereieca after the Battle of Mycale, and 
laets till the collapse of the sapreioaCf of Athens after 
the great disaster to the Athenian arms in Sicily. 

The Persian wars had been very detrimental to the 
commercial prosperity of Ephesus, and the total separation 
of the coaet-lands from the interior of Asia whioh might 
be expected to follow the victoriei of the Greeks would, 
it might hare besn feared, prove still more fatal to the 
trade of a city whioh depended so much upon her intimate 
cenneetion, both commercial and religious, with Sardes, 
^e residence of the Persian gOTsmor, and through Sardee 
with the far East. 

Although, therefore, the other cities of louia, whose 
prosperity depended mono npon their carrying trade by 
sea, and upon their commerce with all parts of the 
hiediterranean, gladly accepted the assistance of the con¬ 
federate fioet, and although they paid their tribute to 
Athens without murmuring in consideration of the protec¬ 
tion afforded by the Athenian crolsers to their ports and 
trading vessels against pirates, yet there can be no doubt 
that Epbesue paid bar yearly tax of from 6 to 7^ talents 
(about £1440—XI800) a year very much againet the will 
of a largo and Influential section of the population, among 
whom were all those who were attached to the temple and 
its servicee—the Asiatic party, os wo may call it The 
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long space of time which elapsed between the foundatioo 
(ciro. 600 & 0 .} and the conjectural time of the comple¬ 
tion (circ. 400 B.c.) of the Artemieion may be perhaps 
due to the snbjeotion of the Asiatic to the Atheman 
party during the earlier half of the fifth century. 

If the coinage of a city is to he tahcn aa in any way 
proportionate to its coromerciBl prospeiity, we shall ho 
inolined to assign to Ephesus by no means the first place 
among the trading cities of the coast of Asia Minot 
during this period. On tho other hand it is probable 
that the chief of her trade continued to be carried cn with 
the Ulterior of Asia Minor in uncoined metal, and that the 
circulation of the municipal currency did not extend 
beyond the territory of the city and the markets of tho 
neighbouring Ionian towns. 

The coins of Period II. may be dirided into two chuses, 
(«) those of the first half, b.o. ciro. 480^^0, end (/8) 
those of the second portion, B.o. circ. 450—415

The «3QOt year vhan Spheetie broke awayirom tlie 
Adhemaa alliance ws cannot aaccrtain. It is probable 
ibat Tissapbei^noG, the now satrap of lonin, had anccs&edod» 
OTon before the Athenian defeat in Sicily^ in reuniting 
Ppb«nj 0 with Persifl, not by open force, but by means of 
the powerful Aaiatio party within the territory of Bpheeua 
iteelf. 

In B.O. 410 Thraeylua, the Athenian admiral, mode an 
attempt to recoter the city, which had by this time become 
the headf^uarters of the Pereion power on the Ionian 
coast s but as soon as Tiasaphemes got wind of the inten¬ 
tions of Thrasyloe, be sent a detachment of cavalry to 
Ephesus, and by fanning the flames of religious entbueiaam 
and calling upon all the people to rally to the assistance 
of their goddeas, he signally defeated Thrasylue, and thus 
Ephesus remained in the hands of the Porsians. 

Shortly after this, cire. b.c. 407, the Sparlan Lys- 
onder took up bis quarters at Ephesus, as being the 
ncareat point to Sardes, where the young prince Cyrus 
was shortly expected to arrive. When Eysander came 
to Ephesus,'’ says Plutarch (Lysan. IH.), “ he found that 
city well'inclined to the Lacedamonians, bat in a bad 
condition as to its internal policy, and in danger of falling 
into the barbarous manners of tho Persians, because it 
was near Lydia and the king's lieatenants often risited 
it Lysander therefore, having flzed his quarters there, 
ordered aU hie atore-ships to he brought into tbolr bar- 
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bour, &nd bailt & dock for bU galUya. B; these means 
he filled their ports irith merchandise, their m&rket with 
business, and their houses and shops with money, so that 
from time and from his serrices Ephesus began to conceive 
hopes of ihat greatness and splendour in which she now 
flourishes.” 

In H.C. 406 Lysander was recalled to Sparta, and woe 
superseded by the noble-minded Oallioratidos, who, unfor' 
tunately for Greece, perished in the some year at tbo 
Battle of Argiiiuem. On his death the lonians held & 
meeting at Ephesus, at which it was decided to send an 
embassy to Sparta to ask that Lysonder might be again 
sent out. 

The Spartans consented, and accordingly in D.c. 405 
Lysander was again welcomed by the Ephesians, and in 
the year following was honoured by them, after his 
victory over the Athenians at Aegospotami, with a statue 
in the Temple i^f Artemis. 

Under Agesilaus, B.c. 806—394, the Greek party once 
more gained the upper hand at Ephesus, where the Spar¬ 
tan king, as Ejaander bad done before him, took up his 
quarters, and during his stay the coaat-towns were exempt 
from all tribute to Persia. 

The following are the coins which in my opinion belong 
to the period of about twenty*one years which elapsed 
batween the time when Ephesus revolted from Athens, 
and the year b.c. 394, when, after the recall of Ageellaus 
to Europe, Conon expelled the SparCana, and when for the 
first time Ephesus obtained full and complete autonomy^

^though thd PsrfiUn tat-gatherer f^as no longer seen 
damg the time of Ag:osilaas within fifty mQes of the 
cooet, jet the tjrannj aud the etactions of tho Spartan 
oligarchiee which had boon set up bj Lysander soon dis> 
gusted the Aslatio oities with the t>ac6d»moiiiaii rule. 

When, therefore, the Athenian Conon, in conjunction 
with the satrap Pharnabozus, gained his signal rictory 
over the Ziocedsino&iaix fieet off Onidue in b.o. 394, he 
was everywhere welcomed as a deliverer as he sailed from 
town to town expelling the Spartan hannosta and pro¬ 
claiming liberty and anConomy. The Rhodians had been 
the first, in b.o. 395, to expel the Lacedgmoman admiral 
from their port, and from Rhodes it was that Coaon and 
Pharnabasus sailed on the day of the Battle of Cnidus. 

Among the other towne which after this battle shook off 
the Spartan yoke, Ephesus and Samos are mentioned iu 
history : we have accordingly no difficulty in assigning to 
thie period the federal coinage issued by the cities of 
Rhodee, Cnidus, Samoa, and Rphesos, each with its own 
type on the reverse of the coin, while on the obverse ie 
the infant Herakles strangling two serpents, and the 
inscription SYN, which may stand for ZYMMAXIKON. 
The ideudfioation of thia monetary confederacy, known 
be it remarked only from the coins, has been so ably 
worked out by M. Waddington (Melanges Num. pt. il, 
pp. 7—19) that we need not dwell upon it here. There 
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is, however, one oircatCLSlEHce whick calls for special 
notice, and this is the standard of the new federal coinage. 
The weight of theee piecee is about 177 grs., which is 
certainly too light for an Aeginetio statar, and ver^ heavy 
for one of the Peraio weight. 

The onij other alternative is that it is a denomination 
of the new Bhodian standaxA of whioh the tetradraohm 
weighed about 23d gra., the didrachm 118, and the 
diatom 59 gra TLo alliance coins of Bhodes, Cnidus, 
Samos, and Epheeus would seem to be tridrachms of this 
standard now introduced from Bhcdes into Ephesus, wboro 
it saperseded the oonsiderably lighter Onsc^Aeiatio 
standard hitherto in use there.

The ciutom of signing the coins wee probably intro¬ 
duced while Lyaaader was in power at Ephesus, and 
shortly before the introduction of the Bhodiao standard: 
thoee coins of Period 111. which are without the name of 
a magistrate are therefore earlier than the signed money. 
About the some time an improvement was effected in the 
execution of the dies, the Jian becomes thicker, and the 
circular form is more exactly maintained, On the alliaoco 
money with ZYN a type for the diet time appears on the 
reverse. > These are all indications that the Epheeian mint 
was reorganised (perhaps about b.c. 406, when the Rhodian 
standard may have been ffret introduced), and placed under 
the superintendence of a responsible magistrate, who pro¬ 
bably held office for the space of one year only, aa wUl 1 
think become sufficiently evident in the sequel. 

In D.c. 390 the I«a c eda3inooian8 again seised Epheeus, 
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and in thsir hands it nominally remained until d.c. 887, 
\rbun Antalcidoa concluded with the Peraiaua that dis* 
grocefiU peace bj which Sparta, to eerre her own narrow 
intereeta, handed over the i^h'eek oitiea of Asia, one and 
all, to the yohe of the foreignori There con be no 
doubt,” aays Cuxtiue (Eiet. Or., vol. iv. p. 274), “ that 
theee nnfortunate cities wore mode, to fbel the yoke newly 
imposed upon thorn the more heavily bocauae of the 
length of tima during which they had been withdrawn 
from it. Oitodela were now built m the towns and gar* 
rieons placed in them, while those cities which hod ven¬ 
tured upon attempts at revolt were destroyed, ond tones 
were exacted to aa largo on amount os possible.” By this 
miserable peace the name of Sparta stands for ever die* 
honoured in history. Even the philo^lAconian Plutarch 
(Agee, xxxvii.) is obliged to confess that the fbreigu 
policy of the LsicedAmonians woe such (and not on this 
occasion only) that ” by placing a regard to the advantage 
of their country in the £rst rank of honour and virtue, 
they left themselves no criterion of justice but the ag* 
gnmdisement of Sparta.” 

In addition to the allianoa coinage, os above described, 
Ephesns would appear to have commenced in the year 
B.c. 394 or thereabouts the iesne of that long aeries of 
telradraohms of the Rhodian standard which lasted for 
no lees than a whole century. 

The earliest coins of thie class ore sosily to be distin* 
gmshed from the later by the shape of the bees' wings, 
which are of a curved form precisely as on the ”alliance” 
money of 394^-391. On all the later specimens the 
wings ore straight. The letters upon these early sped* 
mens ora larger than those upon the rest of the 
series, and the eigma is of the open form ($}.

Of all the Greek citin of Asia vbich the Spartans at 
the Peace of Antalcidas gaye up to Persia, Ephesus was 
perhaps the only one which had not yery much cause to 
regret its change of masters. The kings of Persia had 
always iaroured Ephesus, and we hare no reason to 
suppose that eyec now, when all Ionia was completely in 
their power, they did not allow oertain cities to retain 
their own lawe and even tyrants, proyided that the 
regular tribute was annually paid into tbe Persian 
treasury. The eyidencs of the ooins is suiEioieD.t to prove 
that Ephesus at any rate remained in a dourishisg con* 
ditaon, commefcially, if not in other respects. One of 
the t}*Tants of Ephesus during this period, whose name 
has come down to ns, was Prophytus. We also hear of a 
Heropythus who liberated Epboeos from her tyrants, and 
to whom the Ephesians in gratituds erected a monumait. 
When Philip of Hacedon also sent Attains and Farmenio 
into Asia to endeavour to procure freedom for the Asiatic 
cities, tbe Epheaians set up a statue in his honour. They 
even rose in revolt against the Persians, probably about 
B.c. 338, and obtained tbeir ir^om, but they were not 
allowed to enjoy it for long. Tbe Persian Autophradates 
advanced against it with an army, and succeeded by a 
stratagem in making liimself master of the city (Pclymn. 
vii. 27. 2). After this there was again a Persian garrison 
at Epheeus, and tbe government was banded over to an 
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Oli^cby coQfiUtinf of tho zneinbers of a sisglo family, at 
the head of which \?&b Syrphox and hie eon Pclagon. 

This waa the state of aitairs when Ale:tander ^ncd 
his first victory over the Porsi&as at the Granloua iu 
B.c. 334. On tbo 40^0 of tho battle tho Greek party fn 
Ephesus began once more to be stirred by hopes of an 
approaching Liberator, and the Oligarchs to tromhlo iu 
their soats. 

When, thoreforc, tho vanquished Persian array ap> 
pearod before the vroUs, the gabs were joyfoUy thrown 
open to them by Syrpbax and his party, who thns rein¬ 
forced proceeded to wreak their vengeance upon thoir 
oppenente. They broke epen and desecrated the grave of 
Heropythna the Liberator, and they overthrew the statuo 
of Philip which hod been set up in the temple. 

Meanwhile Alesander and his victorious troops wore 
drawing nearer and nearer. Kemnon, the general of tlte 
defeated Persians, withdrew his forces at the approach of 
the conqueror, and the people were left face to face with 
tiieir oppressors. Then they rose $n masse. Syrphas 
and his son took refuge in the temple, but were tom from 
the altars and stoned. Tbe other leaders of ^e Oligar¬ 
chical party sought safety in fiight 

The next day Alexander himself arrived and put an 
end to the slaughter. He established in the place of the 
Oligarchy a Democracy, and assigDsd to the Temple of 
Artemis the taxes which had hitherto been exaoted by 
the Persians He also extended the right of asylum to 
the distance of one stadium from the stops of the temple ; 
in order, perhaps, to obviate future disputoe between the 
priests and the civic authoritise. Thus Alexander, by a 
prndent intervention, put an end to all contentions within 
the oommuTiitj. 

During Alexander's stay at Epheaus his portrait by the 
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great maeter Apelles was ezocuted, a pamtmg whioh was 
long one of tbe chief ornaments of the Artemislon. Here 
also he busted himself with plans for the benefit of the 
various lonio ooest-towns, some of which were carried 
out, and in gratitodo for these the lonieus ever considered 
King Alexander as their great Xiberator, and long after¬ 
words struclc ooine in his namo and celebrated games 
called in bis honour. 

This also was the time when the new and splendid 
Temple of Artemis was approaching its completiou under 
the superintendence of DinoemteS; the most famous archi¬ 
tect of his time. It was erected on the foundalione of tho 
old temple, which hod been burnt to the groond on the day 
of the birth of the great Alexander. 

Tho new Democracy seems to hare degenerated into a 
tyiiinny even during the lifetime of Alexander, for we 
learn that shortly before Alexander's death, s.c. 834, 
Pbiloxenus, the Prefect of lonis, placed a garrison In 
Ephesus, and required the three brothers, Anaxagoras, 
Codms, and Diodorus, the sons of a certain Kcheanax, to 
be given up to him because they bad slain the tyrant 
Hegesias. This the Ephesians refused to do, whei^eupon 
ho seised the brothers and confined thorn in the citadel of 
Sardes. Anaxagoras and Codrus escaped, but Diodorus 
was captured and taken to Babylon. Perdiooas, however, 
after Alexander’s death, sent him back fo Ephesus to bo 
tried according to the lawa of his country, but bis brothers, 
who had meanwhile returned home, set him {1*06. (Polycoa. 
vi. 49.) 

About this time, also Olitus, in spite of the autonomy of 
the town, placed a garrison in Epheeus, but in b.c. 819 
the democradcal party delivered the city into the hands 
of Antigonus. 

For seventeen years, s.c. 819—803, Ephesus enjoyed a 
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term of freedom under Antigonns and hU eon Bemotriua 
PoUorcetee. Batvhonin n.c. 802 Lyumachua inroded 
tkd Aaietio domiaione of Antigonus, and sent hie general 
Prepel&us along tlie Ionian coeet, Cplioeus was surprised 
and captured by bim, the ships in the harbour were burnt 
to prevent their falling into the onemy's hands, and tbo 
democratic constitutloa was in all probability abolished. 

Oq the news of Xjyeimaohns'fl invasion of Asia, AnttgO' 
nus, then at bis new capital, Antigoneia, on the Orontos, 
eent immediately to summon his son Demetrius to sail for 
Asia Minor with all the forces he could collect When 
the latter reached Ephesus, he compelled the garrison of 
Prepelaus to surrender, and at once restored the demo- 
oratio constitution before proceeding ag;aiast the other 
cities which had submitted to Lysimoohus. 

Tbe year after this, b c. 801, occurred the great defeat 
of Antigonns at Ipsus. '^le battle over, Demetrius ded 
to Ephesus with what remained of the vanquished army. 
Here, although be was greatly in want of funds, he re¬ 
frained, contrary to all expectation, from laying hands on 
the treasures in the temple, and leaving the city in charge 
of Diodorus, one of the three brothers who, in Alexander’s 
time, had slain the tyrant Hegeeias, he set sail for Cario. 
During his absence Diodorus began to treat with Lyeima> 
chus for the surrender of the city; but Demetrius returned 
in time to save it for a few years longer from his rival 
Lysimachus, who did not succeed in making himself 
finally master of it until the year r.c. 295. 

The preceding slight sketch of the history of Ephesus, 
from the Peace of Antalcidos to the end of the fourth 
century, is extracted chiefiy from Droysen’s “ Geschichte 
des Ilellenismus.” 

It remains now to be considered what are the coins 
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wUicli arc to tie attributed to this period. Wo Lnve scot 
tkst about 13 .c. 394 the issue of totradracbms on tho Rbo* 
dian standard commenced at Sphesiis, tbc tjpsa being on 
the ebrerso a beo with eterMd wings os on tbe older 
Kpherian coins, and on tbo rererse the forepart of a stag 
and a palm* tree. 

Within ton jears after tho first issue of tbeao totra* 
drochxnsi and probably about tbe timo of the Peace of 
Antaloidos, n.u. 387, a slight change of style was efibeted, 
by which tho wings of the bee wore straightened and 
made qiere symmetrical, the name of tbe magistrate on 
tbe reverse being also written in smaller and neater 
cborectars of more recent form. 

The number of magistrates’ names on the tetradrachms 
of this series which 1 hove been able to collect from 
all sources is about eighty. Presuming tho office to 
have been an annual one, it seems almost certain that 
this series must have terminated after the defeat of Anti- 
genus and Demetrius at Ipsus in SOL.

Tho romarkablo rdduotion in tbo woight of the sUvor 
money of Eplioaus wbiob is proved by tbo ozialoitoo of 
tboeo four coin* probably Cook place in tbo year n.c. 301, 
afCor Cbo bactlo of Ipaui. The four magistrateo bdro enu- 
moraCed may be tberefbro asaigood to tbe period of aix 
yeere betwoon n.c. 301 and 205, in wbiob year Lyaimooba* 
finally obtained pououion of Epbeaua. 

The reason for the abandoorueut of tbe Bhodian standard 
at this time may beve bson an ondoavour on tbe part of 
Ephesus to accommodato ber coinage to tbe Attio standard 
lately introduced into Western Asia Minor by Lysimaobua. 

Tbo now Epboaian coins of eigbty*oight gmioa would 
tberoforo circulate us Attic octobole, or thirds oi tho 
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totredrachms of Ljaimoohua, u i&sued a£t«r tho batUo of 
Ipau9 at tba ncigliboiiring towns of Eiythroo, Smyina, 
UagDG8ia» &o.; while at the samo time thoy would bo 
oquivolont to one and a half drachma of the Rhodian 
standard.^

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Of tbd above names no lose than four ocour alao on tho 
ellTer monoj of Period Y., eo that wo have only throe 
more nanios to add to tho two liats of magietrotoe givon 
above (a and fi), tsolung in all about eighty-aovon nameo for 
a period of ninety-two yoore. It must bo confowed that 
it is a very romarkablo fhot that so largo a proportion as 
(allowing for doatbs during offioo) about 90 por coni of 
tho namoe of tho IDphosiun Epenymi should have boon 
proservod to tho prosont timo, and wore this an isolatod 
COSO wo shoold bo tamptod to srgao th&t it is improbablo in 
the oxtremo that the list can he anything like complete, 
and that oonsequontly the fflagistraoy must have boon 
reuewod more than once a year. When, however, it is 
borne in mind that in no single inatanee, in oil the periods 
into which I have divided the autonomoi» oeinago of

ently mainteinod can bo explained in one way only. 

The magistrate whose name servos for a date is tho 
annual Eponymus of Ephesus. One oontingenoy only 
con upset this oonolusion, vis., the discovery of say a 
dosen new names on tho coinage of Period Y., end of a 
proportionate number of new names in the other periods. 
And if os many os this remain still unknown, then indeed 
it may be inferred that we new know less than half (ho 
original number of names, wbioh in that cose may well 
have been 184 in the 92 years b.c. 387—295.

In tbd j’Ofir n. 0 . 305 Lyaimochni aucoocdod in mnkinfi; 
himsdlf raruter &f Ephemia» whioh bad until then nmainod 
io tbe banda of Damotriua. We are told tb&t the low* 
lying porta of the town hod auffered greatly from flowla, 
and (bnt Lyaisuiobua m eonsequonoo caiiaed n portion of 
it to be rabaiU on higher ground. He olao obanged the 
name of the city to that of hie wife Areinod. Tbe exact 
date of thie obange of name ie uncertain; oa, bowovor, 
BODie of the cciiu of Lyeirnoobtie bear the name of Bpboeus, 
it ia probable that tbe name was not obang: d oa osrly 
os B.a 295. In the intar^ol between n.a 395 and tbe year 
when tbe name of tbe town woe obanged, the Epbeeian 
domocraoy woe superseded by a new form of goTernmont 
of a more oligarchical character, in ooneoquence of tho 
nurked hostility of the democracy to tbe rule of Lyei* 
moebus. The new government consieted of a Senate 
obosen from among tbe richest oitiaene, celled WX«rrc^. 
Tbe municipolitaea of Colophon and Lebedus were aleo 
united with that of Epbeaue, under tbe same or a eimilar 
oonetitution. 

When Demetriue, after the loss of hie hfaoedonian king¬ 
dom, passed over again into Aeia, we hear of Bpbeeua as 
again belonging to him; for when he proceeded to Phrygia 
he left Aenetua as prefect of tbe city. This Aenetus was 
at first supported by hfondron, tbe chief of tho pirates; 
but this man being shortly afterwards bribed by Lycua, 
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oud of L^aimocbus'a ^^sorole, tlio oity onco rooro fell mto 
the hands of Lysimatchus [Frontinus, Strata^, iii. d» 7].

The change of type on the eilver money during this 
period is remarkable if considered in connection with 
the political eventa of the time, when the tie of depeu- 
deney by which the city had been attached to the temple 
of tho Asiatic goddess was severed by the sword of the 
Macedonian Lysimochus.^* 

Kow, fbr the first time, the bee which had for so many 
ages maintained ite place on the obverse of the coinage of 
Ephesus os iko signet of the high priest (or l^«f>g Bee, 
lv(r^) gives way to a purely HeUenio type, the head of 
the Greek hnntrees goddess, whose bow and quiver occupy 
tho whole field of the leveree; the bee being relegated 
to the copper coins, and on the silver to an inferior 
position, as a mere symbol or mint-mark. 

With regard to the magistrate’s name Ecbeanax, which 
has generally been accepted aa referring to the Echeonax 
mentioned by Polymnus (vi. 49) as the father of the three 
brothers who slew the tyrant Hegeeios in the reign of

Iq o.c. 257 Lytimaohus, ho hod rogtunod pooMO- 
non of J^phosuB, boatowed it to|^Lhor with tho roet of 
loniB upoc bis eon Agathocloe. He also ohonged tbo 
namo of the oity to that of his wiib Areinoo, but probably 
before b.o. 257. 

The ^Ternmeiit of Agathoolos ym veiy popular, and 
be sppeere to bare doeorved the affeotion of the Ephceiene. 
When, choroforo, some years oftorvards, in fi.o. 254, 
Lysimscbus onueed him (o be murdered, and when bis 
widow bad dod to the court of Seleucue for proteotioo, a 
strong party in Epheiue at onco espoused the cause of the 
King of Syria. 

This party, after the victory of Seleuoos and the death 
of Lyeinaohue in 281, rose in arms against the opposite 
fhotion which adhered to Arsinofi, opened the gates to 
Seleucus, threw down ^e walls which Lysimaobus had 
buiU» and would bare elaln the queen bad ebe not suo- 
oaaded in oeoapiog alone and in dieguieo to tho harbour, 
where she embarked and proceeded out to sea before her 
absence became known.

During the next twenty years wo know very little of 
the history of Epheeue. After tho dooth of 8oloucufi» in 
B.n 280, it aeoTos to have enjoyed a brief term of aato- 
nemy, during which, perhaps, occurred the inroad of tlio 
QanU, from which it is said to have suifeTed together 
with the greater part of Western Asia Minor. Af^r this 
the city appears to have been subject to Antiochae I. down 
to the end of his reign in x.c. 261. 

The coins which I would attribute to tho roign of 
Antiochua I. are the following. In weight tlio silver

Period IX. d.c. 268 — 203. 


On tlifi dMCh of Antioohiu Epheeus fell into tlie b&ndn 
of Ptolemy Pbilftdalphuj, who eppoiiitod hie bajtord eon 
Ptolemy, the bnlf-brotber of Euergetee, to be gorernor of 
the city n.c. 208. 

Thie Ptolemy wae foolieb enough to imagine that he 
wae euffioieutly etrong as tyrant of the ebief oity of Ionia 
to himself independent of his fhtber, for which 

purpose he allied himself with Timarobus, tyrant of 
Miletus, and these two appear to hare declared Ephesus 
and Miletus independent both of Egypt and Syria. How 
loog they were able to maintain this position we cannot 
sayi but ahortly afterwards the Thracian tneroenariea in 
Ephesus, bribed (as Droysen eupposes) by ths King of 
Egypt, rsToItod against the young governor, who with 
bis mistress Eireno fled for lefugo to the Temple of 
Artemis, where they ware both slaughtered, the altar of 
the goddess being sprinkled with the blood of Eirene. 

After this opisode Ephesus returned to her allegiance 
to the Egyptian monarob, who, some years afterwards, 
B.c. 348, presented it to hie daughter Beronice os bar 
dowry on the occasion of her marriage with AntioohuslI. 
(Thooe) of Syria. 

The story of the revenge of Laodioe, the former wife of 
Antiochus, and how she poisoned her husband, not in but 
near Ephesus, I need not here repeat in full, but it deserves 
mention, as it throws some light upon an obeoure period 

VOl. XX. s.s. 1 
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of Ephosi&Q hietoiy. It SQoms that ona Sophion, the 
Pr^ectof Epheaud M E^tvov, Athen^iUi slii. p. 693) 
waa one of the prlzioapal supporters of the party of the 
king’s Egyptian bride Berenice, and that Loodice, after 
the murder of her husband, endeavoured to compoas bis 
death also, and vould have accomplished her purpose had 
he not made hia escape from the palace of Laodice to 
Epheans. From ^ \r6 gather that at this tiniSi, b.& 247, 
Ephesus must have been stUI attached to Egypt. We 
may suppose, therefore, that on the death of Andochus II. 
the city, which had fallen to him as Berenice’s dowry, 
was again separated from SjTia and reunited to Egypt. 

From this time until the end of the century Ephesus 
remained in the possession of the kings of Egypt, 
Pcolemiea and probably enjoyed a considerable 

amount of independence. 

Ptolemy HI. (Eoergetes) seems to have bestowed it 
upon his wife Berenice, as Lyslmachus had previously 
upon Arainoe, and Ptolemy II. upon his daughter Bere* 
nice. To the reign of Euergetes may, therefbre, be 
assigned the following gold coin of Berenice II. stniok at 
Epbsaus

Supf oeiag, then, that thie coioeg^ oommoDoed 
in B.a 26S, and alloviag e mergin of about e do 2 e& 
nemei, we arrive ot the olote of the century for the termv 
nation of this leriee. ^at the above coinage ii that of 
Spheeua under the Ptolemiee ia evident not only from the 
number of nazoeii wLioh correapoada auffioiently with the 
Dumber of yeara during which Epheana formed part of 
the dominiona of the kisge of Sgypt, but alao from the 
change of atandard which took place at Epheaua ap* 
parantly when the city fell into their handa 

The reoaoD of this change of weight in the Ephesian 
coinage ie not far to aeek. The now coina are, in fact, on 
the Rhodian atandard of tbie period, and ita adoption by 
Kpheaui ia a proof that the marketa of Egypt and of the 
Fboenioian towaa anbjeot to Egypt, which the Rhodiasa 
had held olmoat excluaively in their own handa, were now 
thrown open to Epheaua alao. 

Thoa Epheaua, which had for about fifty yeara iaaued 
little than a local currency, woa re-eetabUahed aa 
the aecood great commercial city of Greece, Rhodee being 
atill the drat. Epheaua became, indeed, ao important a 
city during tbie period of her connection with Egypt 
that ahe woe able to maintain heraelf in juasi indepen¬ 
dence for a cooaiderable time agomet the advanciag power 
of Antioohua the Great, who aucooedcd to the throno of 
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Syria in s.o. 223, in the seme year that the weak and 
▼ioiooa Ptolemy Pbilopator mounted that of Egypt. 

From this time forth the proaparity of Egypt began to 
deolme in proportion as that of Syria increMod, and when, 
in B.c. 205, Ptolemy Pbilopator died, and left his in- 
heritanoe to a child of five yearv of age, ve may irell 
imagine that the Epheeiane may hare taken into eerloua 
oonaideration the advisability or even the poaaibility of 
ipufitaining much longer the isolated position in which 
they now found themMlvea (their town being the last 
post oooupied by an Egyptian garrison in -Aaia Minor) 
in the face of the growing power on the one aide of 
Anboohua, and on the other of Philip V. of Macedon.

Thd dilemma in wbiob tho Sphamns vara placed waa 
aolved for tlieta by the appearance of Antioobue at their 
gates, who obtained powosaiou of the oitj by the following

" Antiochua warring agaioetthe Ephouans, ordered the 
Ehodiane, who fbrmed part of hia anaj^ to attach the 
harbour at night<time with great nolee^ and when all 
the people were haeting thither in diaorderj loaTing the 
other poets of defenoo unguarded, Antioohue attacked the 
city in the rear and took it" (Frontmue, Strat. iii, 10). 

Tbie was probably eoon after hie great Tictory orer the 
Egyptian general Soopaa, near Panoae, in n.a 198, by 
which he got poeeeeeion of Ocale’Syria and Pheenioia; 
Aradue, the prinoipal eea-port on theee ooaeti, being 
apparently the only town which etOI remained in a etate 
of independenoe, recognising no maeter but the deified 
Alexander, in whoeo name it continued to fuue its money, 
oonneting of dated tetradrachma and draohnu of the 
type of Aloxander'e coinage (Muller, Olase Y.). 

In the period shortly before the capture of Epheeua by 
Antioohue, when it had become erident that the Egyptian 
Empire was about to fall in pieces, Ephesus, like Aradue, 
appears to hsTo asserted her indspeudenoe by the iaeue of 
Attic ietradrechms and drachms (class/3) bearing tho 
types of Alexander the Clreat (Holler, Olaaa Y., bTos. 
X013—1017), the founder of her libertlee. 

These Ephesian Alexandrine tetradrachme of Muller, 
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Chat 7., may vary probably bare commenced about 
B.A d02, the date of the begiimmg of a aimilar aariea at 
Aiadua bearing datea in Greek ohaTacten, the prerioiu 
col&a of that oi^ haying been dated in Phoenician 
oharaotere. 

Thie apparent ooincidenoe seema to indicate that 
£pheeua and Aiadue, the two great oommeroial centree of 
the Phoenician and the Asiatic coaate reapeotiTely, may 
baye found it to their mutual advantage about (hie time 
to oonolode a monetary treaty, by which each city might 
secure a free mrculation for her coins on the markets of 
the other; the tetradraohma of Alexander’s type* struck 
at Aradus being only distinguishable from those issued at 
Ephesus by the monogram A ^ the palm*tree in the 
place of £4» and the baa on those of Epheeue. 

For the space of about eoven years, s.c. 196 P«*169 
Ephesus formed part of the dcminioni of Antioohus the 
Great, during which ^e it was the chief seat of the war 
which be was then waging against the Homans. But 
after the great defeat of Antioohus at the Battle of 
Magnesia, in a a 190, Ephesus, on the conclusion of the 
pesos 8 . 0 . 189, was presentad by the viotorione Bomane 
with the rest of Ionia to (heir ally Eumenoi, Eing of 
Pergamus. 

To this period of about eeren years (b.o. 196^189} 
probably belong (y) the Alexandrine tetradrachmi of 
Muller, Claes 71., Noe. 1018^1024, with the bee mint- 
mark and the following monograms 

O, 

and in one instance a comucopiQ. 

The transition in style from Class 7, to Class 71. of 
Muller occurs on the deted money of Aradus about Che 
year 198, whence it may be argned that a similar change 
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ill the style of the Ephesiao AleuDdrine tetraJr&ohms 
took plaoe at the eama time. 

The following long series of Epheelan draohns of Attic 
weight, but with Ephesian and not Aleznnder’s types, 
must also have commenced about the tune when Bphesua 
was united to the dominione of Antiochua, or rather a few 
yeers earlier; and the adoption somewhat later by Aradus 
of identical types on her drachms (datod B.c. 170^147) 
is a striking pro&f that the oommeroial intereets of these 
(wo cities continued to be the eame. 

The Ephesian ooinage of thceo drachms covers the 
whole period between D.o. 202 and 183.

In addition to the preceding silver and copper money, 
here attributed to the period between a.c. 202 and 188, 
wc must not omit to mention the royal money of the 
kings of Pergtmus, in whose dominions Ephesus was 
inolnded. after the peace of s.a 189. 

The following totradraohms appear to have been struck 
at Ephesua between s.a 189 and 189, in the reign of 
Bumenes II.

AI on^ , ore Hen^ 
tical with two of those which ooour on the Alexandrine 
tetradrocbizie of CUse YI. atruok at Epheaue { 9 . ti^>ra, 
p. 140). This shows that the some officials signed both 
hinds of raoney« and that, ooneequsntlj’, if the Alexan> 
drine and the Philetoerian tetradraobnu are not contem* 
poroiy, they must be nearly eo> The coinage with the 
types of Alexander was probably replaced in the year 
D.o. 169, when Ephesus was presented by the Homans to 
Eutnonei, by the tetrodroohms bearing the portrait of 
Pbiletaeruj, the founder of the dynasty of the AttsUds. 


Under one of the kinge of this dynae^ the ihmous 
oistophori made their firet appearance es the principal 
oiroulstiog medium of Western Asia Minor. 

It is probable that the fall of Rhodes, s.a 167, and the 
sudden coUspss during the next few years, oiro. 167— 
160, of the Rhodian commerce (v. Hersberg, Qeeohiohto 
Qrieohealands, i. 206), msy have euggested to Bumenee II. 
the endeavoor to supply the place of the Rhodian oun cnoy 
in Asia Minor by the issue of a new ooinage on the Rbodian 
etandard at all the chief citiee in his dominions; a sort of 
PaU'Asiatic ooinsge, which, like the contemporary money 
of theAchoan League In Peloponnesue, should be umfonn 
in type, the local mint^merks and magistrates' symbols 
boing in every cose mere subordinate adjuncts. In this 
undertaking the King of Pergamus was, we may believe, 
supported by the Romans, who were at this precise time 
engaged in a atrenuous endeavour to suppreae in every 
direction the Rhodian trade by the erection of Delos into a 
free port under Athenian administration, as well as by the 
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reop^niag (b.o, 1^) of the Macodoaim silver mmee 
and the enoouragement of the iesue la vaaC quantities 
of the regiooal tetradraobnu of Maoedonfa Prlnia, Se* 
cunda, &Q. 

Whether the Roman oapitalieta of Asia took an^ diroot 
port in this dnaaoial eohemo fox the oreatioa of & uiuforia 
Aeiatio cnrrenoy cannot, however, be proved. 

It aeeme, nevertbeleea, to bo almost oertaia, judging 
from the number of varietiee known, that the ooinage of 
the detopbori commenced about B.o. 169, perhape on the 
occasion of the aooeseion of Attalue II. 

The whole question of this coinage has been so 
thoroughly inveetigatsd by Finder Ueber die OiaCopho* 
ron,’' 1866) that 1 need not dwell upon it here, further than 
to give a list of all the specimens with which I am ao- 
quaintodi struck at Ephesus. Among them will be found 
eoverol varietiee not known Co Finder.

Epbesue was now eba obief city of the Homan prorinco 
of Asia, and the usual rsaldeoce of the Boman 
Now Aff the first time did Asia Uste the full blessioge of 
the muoh*laaded Hotaaa rule. " Not onlj,*' says Homm* 
seo (Hist. Boro. bk. iv. chap, i.) ** was free scope allowed 
with ciuolnal indulgence to the unscrupulous greed of the 
Koman merchant in the provincial admiaietration, hut 
even the commercial riTale who were disagreeable to him 
were cleared away by the armies of the State, and the 
most glorious oities of neighbouring lands were sacrificed, 
not to the barbarous lust of power, but to the far more 
hcmble barbarism of speculation.” 

The Homan rule of the provincee consisted, in two 
words, of eystematisod plunder in the cities and of man>

Can we wonder, then, that when the formidable Kithra* 
datee appeared, n.o. dd, tn Weetem Aeia Minor, and that 
when he appealed to the national eympathiei of the 
people, the whole country roee ae one man againat Borne, 
prookuning Mitbradatee ae the delivering god." The 
hour of vengeance wae come at laat, and from Bphaaua 
Mithrodatei eent forth erdere to all the oitiee dependent 
on him to pnt to death on one and the eane day every 
BomaQ within their diatricte. It U eaid that eighty 
thoueoad, Aooording to Appian, or, according to Blntarob, 
one hundred and fifty thouaand Romane were tbna 
maeaacred in Aeia Minor. The people of Epbeeue did not 
even epare those who fled to the altar of their geddees for 
protection. 

From e.o. 87—S4 Epheeui, although nominally for pert 
of the time belonging to Mithradatea, waa tU facte a free 
city, and to thie ioterrAl muet be attributed the gold 
money bearing on the reverse the figture of tbe Epheeiao 
Artemis, by the leaue of which Kpheaus proolaimed to the 
world her complete independenoe and antonony, the 
ooinageof gold being then considered ererywhero aa a 
symbol and prerogative of supreme power. 

We are aurprieed, nevertheless, to remark tbat^tbe 
isnie of the oiatopbori, dated eccordiog to the era of the 
Roman province of Asia, is not intcmipted by the revolt 
from Borne, but continues in one almost unbroken series 
down to tbe year B.C. fi7, after which a change takes 
place, the name of the Boraan Proconsul appearing after 
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EPES8US.

Of the abore-described gold coma, the last differs from 
those which precede both in weight end in the fhot thst 
it does not besr the came of the Ephisian p6opU. 

Hence Mommsen (Mon. Bom., ed. BUcAe, toI. iL 
p. 444 ) Biippoees that it may hare been iasaed by SulU 
when he came to Bpbeeue in b.o. 84> and ezplaine its 
sniuual weight ae being of the Boman pound, and 
axsotly the half of the ordinary aurei bearing the name 
of Sulla (Mommsen, 1 1 . p. 440, eqq.), which may or may 
not have been issued at Hpheeus, but which eeem to 
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lidTd been certainly intended to circulate m tbe Eastern 
ProTuices. 

During Sulla’s stay in Ephesus it is said tliat he 
punished no one with death, but was satisfied with im- 
posing a heavy fine upon the dty. After his dspartore 
Lucullus remained behind as Proquestor to azact the 
fines imposed by Sulla. In B.o. 74 he was elected Consnl, 
and subsequently he was appointed to the command in 
Asia against Mithradataa. The governnent of Luonllus, 
aooording to Plntsroh, was extremely popular, for he 
appears to haTe relieved the people from many of the 
burdens imdor which tbsy had so long been groaoing~- 
ihe Eomon tax-farmer and usurer. Lnoullus was in his 
turn supamded by Pompelus in b.o. 66, who, in virtue of 
the Gabinian and Uaiulian laws, obtained unlimited power 
in Alia, together with the rights of a Proconsul.

Bfi(WGda 8 . 0 .67 And 68 no coins of Ephesus are known, 
and when they teoommenoe in the ktter year a change is 
noticeable in the reTsrse. A symbol is generally sab> 
stitnted for (he bow-ewe between the eerpents, and hence* 
forth the oistophori bear the name of the Preconsul of 
Asia in the Busman obaraoter^ and that of a eivio toagis- 
(rste in Greek letters. 

This modidoation in the coinage took place, there 
can he no donht, on the occasion of the reorganisation 
of the Asiatic provincee begun by Luonllus and ocni* 
pleted by Pompeina after the death of Uithradates in 

9.0. 68. 

In this reorganisation the polioy of the Romane was to 
conciliate the urban communitiea as being no loss the 
centres of Western civilisstion and oommerce than bul¬ 
warks against the flood of Oriental barbarism. 

An indication, perhaps, of this polioy of wise oonsidera* 
tion for anoient oivio rights, combined, however, be it 
observed, with a more dietinot aaser^n of Roman supre¬ 
macy, may be seen on the Proconsular oistophori of 
Epheeoe, B.c. 6^—48, on which, for the first time since 
the constitution of the Province of Asia, in 9.C. 133, the 
name of the responsible magistrate in Greek characters 
reappears. '

It is worthy of r^ark that the eymhoL between the 
serpents cannot belong, as Finder supposes, to the Pro- 
coneiil. This is proved by the coin of s.a 68, which has 
a tripod surmounted by the Ephesian Artemis, while that 
of the following year, b.c. 67, although bearing the name 
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of tbo saras l^roconsiil, \itt» a tripod earmouQtod by 
Apollo. Neither can it refer to the civic n]agistra^e 
whose name stands in the cxer^e of the coins of n.c. 57, 
for in this one year the name of this official is changed as 
many as four times. 

The symbol in qiiostion msy porfeotly wel1» however, 
stand in the place of the name of another but an annuai 
magietrate. 

Prom the oocurrenoe of as many as four names on tho 
coine of the year B.o. 5S~57 which differ from oil othoi* 
n&mos on the sutonomous coins of Bphesus, inaemnch os 
they arc provided with a patronymic, it may be inferred 
that during tlie Proconsulship of T. Ampius thedu^ of 
euperixiteading the ooinago was temporarily transferred 
to a magistrate of inferior r&nlc, whose term of office was 
probably quarterly. 

With the Proconsulship of 0. Fabina the aaoient order 
of things appears to have been restored, the Epony¬ 
mous annual magistrate onco more signing the coinage 
without a patronymic.

Tbe oiatopboii of Antoaiae, though probably itruok at 
Epbeaue, beat no mint-marke, and in any caee belong 
rather to the seriea of tbo Imperial ooina than Co that of 
tba autonomous. 

Tbera remain, therefore, to be deeoribod only tbe copper 
coim which belong to tbe period of the latest ciatopbori, 
or of tbe intarvenifig time between tbs first civil war end 
tbe aoceasion of Augustus.

If annual it fbllowi tLat our liate are nearly complete, 
and tluC not moro than about fbrty oamee remain tn be 
clUoorered. 

If. ou tlie otker liand, Cliie magiatraoy waa renewed once 
erery eix months or oftener, we must continue to expect 
that a great many more names will be diacoTOred than wo 
now know of. Xu any case, as the number of namea in 
each period is proportionate to itsleiig:tb, the obronologioal 
soquoDoe of the coinage would remain unadeotod, and thia 
after all ia tbs main point at issue. 

It eemne to me that the queation of the duration of the 
term of office of the mogistrats who signs these coins can 
only be settled by comparing with the cgine of Ephesus 
the dated coinage of some other city of equal commercial 
importanoe during an extended term of years, in order to 
asoertain what proportion of the entire coinage is likely 
to hare been preserred to our times. If we take tho 
dated cistopboH of Ephesus itself between n.o. 183 and 37, 
we dud that out of 63 dates only 82 haws come down to 
us on the ootns, and during the 10 years n.a 66—48, 6 
dales only ha^e reached us. But it must be borne in mind 
that the oistophori were issued at many mints in Asia 
Minor, and possibly in a kind of rotation. 

On the other hand, in the case of Aradua, a city of 
whioh the coinage is better adapted than that of any 
other for a ooreporison with the money of Ephesus, I 
that between n.c. 170 and 142, a period of 28 years, as 
many as 22 dated coins aro known to mo, 20 in the 
Biitieh Museum alone; and again in the next period,

If, tbeo, we compare with the table of Ephesian coins 
the following table of the coinage of Aradus, I think that 
on Che whole it must be confessed that the balance of 
eridenoe is strongly in farour of the theoiy that our 
Ephesian lists are also nearly complete and that the term 
of office of the magietrate whose name appears on the 
autonomous coinage of Ephesus was on anstwtl one.

It has chore- 
fore really nothing wbaterer to do with Epbesua 
On the other hand, F. Lonormant (La Monnaie dans 
1* Antiquity, iii. p. 129) feinclisod to infer from Che ooout> 
ronoe of Che name KOVZIN lOZ on late autoaomoue copper 
coins, and Che reoorronoo of the same name on early 
Imperial coins followed by tbo title APXIEPEYZ, that it 
was the high-prtesCof ArtomU, Che Megabyzus, whose name 
appears on all the previous autonomous coins of ^o city. 
But hero again I would remark that in tho first place 
there Is no evidence that tho Oueinloa of the time of 
Augustus and Claudius is tho same person as the Ousinioe 
of the autonomous coin, and in tho socond place, granting 
this to be the case, Chat it seems in the highest degree 
vot. XX- K.S- z 
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impro^Mible that the were cliasged &iiQuciUy, bb 

from tbo number of ostftnt namea on tbo coine they muat 
have been if U. l^omant^a bjpothMis is to be ao* 
copted.® 

My own opioion is that the raagistrats who plaoos bis 
name on tbo curroaoy in autonomous times ia the first 
Frytanis, tbo le^Iar Eponymne for state dooumants at 
Epboaus.** Aristotle fPolit ▼!. B) informs us that tbo 
duties of those magistrates (mXoOffi B’ ol j^ovrat rowovt 
ci Si oi Si ej9vrA»4it} consisted '* in tbs gonsral oars 

of all euob pubUo saorifioee as tbo law doss not oommit te 
tbs prissts, but which concern the honour of that god 
who IS the protootor of the city, The neoeeaary cares, 
therefore, about these things aro, as I may say summarily, 
oonoorning religion, war, taxes, expsndituros, markets, 
the oity, the harbours, and the highways, and furthsr 
still, coQOomisg things pertaining to oourta of justice, the 
enrolment of contracts, exooutious, imprisonmsnta, is. 
quests, oalling the magistrates to account for tbeir con¬ 
duct, and lastly coaoorning those who are to give their 
advice in public ai^ira.” 

Prytenois such os tliese deeoribed by Aristotle must 
not bo oonfounded with tbs Frytaneis of the Atbenian 
constitution, who wore indeed not magistrates at all pr^ 
perly so called. 

The duties of tbo first Frytania at Ephesus may have

Wood’s ‘'Ephesus’* (InsoripCione from the oity and suburbs, 
No. 1) there occur the names of four Prytaneie vho ore 
mentioned os the Eponymi of four successive years.

(li.) MANTIKPATHX. 

(iii.) APOAAAX, 

(iv.) AANAOX.

Finally, there is one more coincidence in namej which, 
not leee striking than the preceding, Is of much value as 
a pieoe of additional and cumulative evidence. Joeephue 
(Ant. Jud. xiv. 10, 28), or the Hellenistic Jew who has 
made additions to Book ziv. in bis came, in that portion 
of hie narrative in which he pauiee to enumerate the 
decrees of various Aeiatic oitiea in fhvour of Hyroanue II. 
(n^c. 47—40) who had potitloned through bis amhaesadon 
that the Jews reeldicg in the several citiee might be 
exempted fVou military service, dtei s decree of the 
Epheeiane, dated b.c. 43, when U. Junius Brutus was 
Proconsul,^ which begins with tho words '£•! npvra»'^ 
MiTvo^^v.

B.c. 48, we find a copper coin with the magiitratc^s name

TEE IRON MONEY OP THE JAPANE8E- 

As reqaetted by our Pr<ade&t ivt the \sst mooUng, 1 now 
uttentioD to the iron money of tbo Japeaoee, epeoi* 
mone of vbtcb will be giTon Co the 6ooioty« oe illufintive 
of tbie notioe. 

We all koov CbaC iron, in bate, wm need by tbe 
Looedaemoniani and Byaantinee ae money, probably on 
aooount of ite abundance in Laoonm and on Che ehoree of 
the Buxine. The inconvenience of iron ae a monetary 
medium in Sparta U obviouj, when the value of £20 
etorling would require for ita eonveyanoe a oart with 
(wo oxen to draw it. 

ArUtotlo meotione iron ae a material for money, and 
eddi that the people of Claaomonae-H^ city in Ionia—bad 
iron money, and according to Suidaa iron money wee need 
in the earlieeC age of Borne. 

Du&*eenoy laye iron wa$ eo need in Britain, and U 
would appear from Oaeear*a Commentariee that tbe 
aboriginal currency wee oircumscribed to rude rode of 
’iron and braaa Caeeor’e worde are, *' Utantur aut eere 
aut taleie ferreu ad certum poudue examinatk’* (De 
Bello Qallico, book 7 ., chap, xii.) 

It may be worth mentioning that aome 1600 years 
after tbe invafioa of Juliue Caeear, iron wae etUl used ae 
ourrenoy in our land, according to Adam Smith. In bie 
“Wealth of TTationa,'’ the fourth chapter, “Of tbe Origin 
and Uee of Money," he tells ua, “ There is a village In 
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Scotland where it id not uncommon, I am told^ for a work* 
man to oariy naila, as money, to the baker’s shop and to 
the alehouse.'' 

Owing to the rapid oxidisataon of iron, or mayhap to 
its ready oouvertibiliCy into swords and ploughshares, 
there is, I beUoro, no eurriTol or specimea sKtant of the 
Iron Money of the Ancients. 

It seems to me not unlikely that iron, when used as 
currency by the Greeks and Homans, was not ooined, but 
simply rings, rods, or bars of a speolfied weight liif^ those 
cironlated'MM Mungo Park tells us—by the Mondingoes, 
each bar passing as the squWalent of two sbilLings. 
If so, to the Japanese would be aooorded the credit of 
haring firat, mayhap ezduaiTely, utiliasd iron as a 
current coin, speoimens of which 1 now sabmit and 
present to the Society. 

These iron ooixu were isiuod (os I was told when in 
Japan last year) by a Shogun of the Tokugawa family, 
vulgarly called a Tycoon, and often inoorreotly ranked in 
Europe aa the Secular Emperor of Japan. 

The reverse of these coins, like those of the Ohineea^ 
from which they are oopied—is blank. The obvoree 
beari the impressed Ohlnese obaraoters, "Ohing Tung 
Tung Fau,” which means the current money of Tung the 
Prosperous. 

A Japanese bronse coin bears a similar inscription. 
Its fbrm and ohoractere were adopted by the Japanese. 
It is said to have bod its origin in China at the beginning 
of the Chan dynoety, about 1120 years before the Christian 
era. 

It should be mentioned that the Chinese language ie 
the learned (or classical) language of Japan, Corea, 
Mongolia, Thibet, and adjacent counlries—hence used 
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for aupersniption of oouis io Cbo East u Latin it iu 
tho West, 

"Tung tWCT" (copper money) willi "Tung Pau" 
(current money), impresaed witb tlie name of the emperor 
reigning irhon it ie iseoed, ie etiU ofEtokUly the only 
current coin of the Ohioeee—the Lead Tax end other 
Imperial or Provinoial texee being exigible in that coin. 

Thie money is eaid to ooneiet of 8 perte of copper and 
4 parts of lead; althongb sino and sometimes iron ie 
substituted fbr lead. Each of these Chinese unite of value 
should be the dS4tb part of a Kin " (Catty)—est, one 
and one«tbird of an Eaglieb pound veigbt. 

The present low value of these iron corns will be 
recognised when I add that the twenty pieces now 
exhibited ara equal in value to that of the one broase 
ooin annexed to tbom —its newly minted equivalent, 
It is said to be the snullest modem coin issued. The 
value of both is one ‘'An,''—a mil, or thouaasdtb part 
of the " Ten,” or silver dollar of Japan. 

Small es is now value of these iron coins Qaab 
about one hundredth part of a &rtbing—still, at times, a 
gherkin, a few pea-nnts, and other artiolos were, I was 
told, obtainable in exobange for one piece of tbie iron 
money. From my own observation 1 should infer that 
these coine are now ueed, almost exclusively, for the 
giving of alms and making offerings to the gods, 

In the vicini^ of Osaka I found ia the gardens of 
some Buddhist temples a particular tree, generally an 
exotic, thickly covered at its foot with oxidised messes 
of these iron coine, the offeringe of pious pilgrims and 
occasional visitors.

OaSol with tile diatriota aroufld it ii tie land of wrpiisee 
for the mxmisraatiit. The Greek kingdome founded in 
tbet region by the foUowere of Alexander the Great bare 
peaaed away, loading eoaroely any record of tbemeelToe in 
the pagoe of ancient hietoriane. But for the numerous 
beautiful ooioe which the Greek rulers issued, and which 
continually arrive in an inexhaustible streaiD, wa should 
have but little ids* of the extent, tbs wealth, and the 
prosperity of the dominloas which they swayed during 
the third and second centuries before our era. 

Ooine alone enable us to see how thoroughly Greek the 
Cahul tbUsj was during tbs period of Uelleuism, end to 
judge how deep must have heon on the growth of Indian 
oirilisation the iafluenco of the dose neighbourhood of 
flourishing Greek realms. From coins alone we can 
trace the conquests of ApoUodotus and Menander far into 
Hiadostan. In ooine we can observe the first deviations 
of the civilisation of the Greeks of Cabnlfrocn those of the 
West, and watch the g:radual invasion of the Indian roll giona 
and Indian customs, until, under the domination of the in- 
Todiag Scythians, Greeks and ladiaae heooToe one people, 
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aod maintain a civiliaation whiob borrowi soma alements 
from saoii of the coalssoing natiosalitias. 

From the first the coinage of the Baotrian and Indian 
Greeks has a oharaoter of its own. The portraits of kings 
which it ezhihits are marked hy an excaasiTe naturalism. 
The deities who hare their place in it are few in number, 
and seam to hare been chosen because they hare counter¬ 
parts in the Indian Paotheon. In the ineoriptione there 
is something quite looal ; for mstasoe, the partidplo 
takes from time to time the place of the noun 
fictriX4^<j and titles unknown in the rest of the Greek 
world are applied to the kings, such as the equira- 

lent of the Indian dhramika. 

Among the peculiaritiee of Indian numiimatios ia the 
introduction of medala atruek in commemoration of de¬ 
parted worthiee. It ii often stated that the medal was 
unknown to the Greeks.^ And eren the Indo-Greek 
medals were of the exact weight of the usual ooins, and 
probably paased current, though issued in but small num- 
bere. Those coin-medals were itruok first in the beginning 
of the second century B.c. by three oontomporary kings, 
£ucratides, Antimaohus, and Agathocloe. The following 
speoimons were already published by General Ounaing> 
bam, "Nam. Ohron./’ vol. ix., Plate VI,, and roL riii., 
FI, IZ. (of, Von ($ailet> Nachfolger Alexanders, p, Ifi).

Tbeae piscoa are of tbs utmost inporUnoo for tba 
restoration of BeotHan faisbry. TTnfortunataly tboir 
OTjdenoe ia oapoble of being variously read. Thus In the 
abience of biitorical record It bae been disputed vbotber 
the coin of Euor&tidea was iaaued in honour of bia father 
and mother, or in honour of the marriage of bis eon 
HeliocloA vrbo euooeeded him, with Laodioe, whom 
Ton Sellet oonjeotorea to bare been a princese of Syrian 
descent, and perhaps a grand* daughter of Antiochus the 
Great. 

So also there has been a conaiderable controterey ae to 
the oharaoter of ^e piecea Issued by Antimaobna and 
Agathooles. General Cunningbem^ and Mr. Thomas’ 
suppoeed that these two princes were euln^eet, when the

the obyerse of them. The^ held the term fiwiXfiovrM to 
impl^ & lower degroe of power than would the term 
a poiitiOD, is fact, little superior to that of a satrap. 
Thus they suppoeed Aatiroachus to hate been tributary 
at one time to Diodotua, and to bate acknowledged him 
as supreme lord. Agathocles they suppoeed to have 
accepted the supremacy succeantely of Euthydemus, Dio- 
dotiiSj and an Antiochus of Syria, whom they naturally 
oonjeotuied Co hate been Antiochus III., who conducted 
in the early part of his reign an expedition against tho 
Kings of Bactria.^ 

this view was attacked raoontly by Br. ton Sallet, who 
started an entirely different theory. He held that the 
piacee of Agatheolee were issued, not at various periods of 
hie reign, but all at ons time, and that ^sy conveyed no 
acknowledgment of supremacy, but partook of the nature 
of raediU, showing that he claimed u his predecessora in 
the kingdom Euthydemus, who supplanted the children 
of Biodotue, Biodotue, who bad revolted against Antio¬ 
chus II. of Syria, and Antiochus himself. All thsee 
kings Agathooles, aflsr the manner of Syrian and Egyp¬ 
tian princes of the time^ raised to the ranks of doi^es» or, 
at least, of heroes, and claimed their protection. 

I have the good fortune to be able, by means of an un¬ 
published coin whioh has lately arrived &om the East and 
been purchased by the Trustees of the British Museum, 
to throw an entirely new light on the controversy. And 
this new light ebows that the trained numismaiio sagacity 
of Yon Sallst saw the truth of the mattor. Our new coin 
ia as follows (PI. X. 1);—

Kow it is quite oerteiu that as there wei'u no Hellenio 
King* of Baotria and India until about B.c. 2C0, Agathcolee 
cannot bcYe been a coutemporory of Alesander the Gboat, 
or recognised him as supreme lord. In thia caee, then, 
the intention in iuuing the coin can only have been to 
commemorate a great man recognised or oloimed os a 
predecessor. And it is extremely probable that what is 
true in this case it true also in the rest As Agathocles 
commemorates ALoxender, so, it would seem, he oom« 
memorates Diodotai and Euthydemue. And so be com- 
meisoratei Antiochne Kioator. Who Antioobus Nioater 
may bo is, indeed, somewhat doubtful. Kons cf the 
three first Antioohi of Syria bore that title. The first 
vas Bumamed Soter, the second Tbeoi, and the third 
Megae. But as the first Seleuous was sursamed Ifioator, 
and bis son, the first Antiochus, was oo^regent with him, 
it seems extremely probable that the title may have some- 
titnee been transferred to the latter, and that be may be 
intended in the coinage of Agatboolee. It was against 
Antioohus II. that Baotria and India rerolted; it is, 
therefore, unlikely that be ehould have been in those 
regions held up to honour. Antioobus 1., on ,tbe other 
hand, was obeyed throughout the Eastern regions which 
Alexander had conquered from the time when Seleuoue 
made him hie pertner in the empire until his death. 
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It would appear, tliea, that of the three Bactnan kiage 
who «rere ruling about tho year 300 i.o., eaoh ieeued a 
oommomoratiTe series of coins. Antimaobus claimed as 
his hero Diodotus. Agathoclee traced his political ancestry 
through Euthydemus, Diodotus, and Antioohus I. of 
Syria, to Alexander the Great. Bucratidee, hoing of a 
different disposition, may bare thought bis own imme> 
diate parents euffioiently distinguished to olaiin comtnemo- 
ration on medals, and did not seek to affiliate hifflsell to 
tho great rulers of past generations. 

I have assumed the date of these rulers to be aa late os 
fi.a 200. and I certainly think that the fhUrio of their 
coine forbids the bypotbesii of an earlier data. To Von 
Sallet belongs the merit of brst indicating this; but uow 
that attention baa onoe been called to it, I incline to 
think that OTory inetruoted oamismatlst will code the 
point. A comparieoxi with contemporary ooins of Syria 
and Asia Minor will make (bis clear.° It is of great 
utsreet to find at this date a piece issued whioh repro¬ 
duces exactly the types of Alexander’s own ooina It hod 
already been conjectured by numismatists, Messrs. Six 
and Head for example, that certain olasseeof the coins 
minted in the name of Alexander, were really struck os 
late as 300 a.c. The coins in question are those esUed 
Class VI. by Dr. L. Muller in bis exoellent work on the 
coins of Alexander the Great, and are distinguiebed by 
the largeness of their diameter, the flatneu of their relief, 
and the inferior quality of their art They wore issued, 
as is supposed, by various cities of the west coast of Asia 
Minor, about the time of the break-up of the rule of

abundance in all parts of his extensire dominions. Now, 
on oomf»aring these coins with the piece issued by Aga* 
thooles we may find the closest likeness in style and 
fabric, a likeness of that sort which almost inrariahly 
indicatsi oontemporancity. Hare again, then, wo find 
a confirmation of the theories to which nunismatUts 
had bees led by sound induction. We have now aotnel 
proof that the typee of Alexander were not extinct in 
Asia in tha beginning of the second century a.o., and the 
ohain of the evidence for the date of Close 71. of Alex¬ 
ander’s coine is much strengthened. 

The inscription AAE2ANAP0Y TOY ♦lAinnOY 
is worthy of attention. 1 know not whether this formula 
may occur elsewhere, but 1 cannot find it in the Corpus 
I. C. Alexander is usually either BASIAEYZ A AES* 
ANAPOZ or AAESANAPOX merely. He ii oalled 
^lAinnOY on a base at Athens, the authority fbr the 
existence of which ia the Sohedae Fourmon^,* and on 
a bust in the louvre, where the characters are of very 
late dats.^ But it ia to ha observed that Alexaodor of 
Epirue, uncle of the great hfacedonian, used on his own 
coins the perfectly parallel phrase AAESANAPOY TOY 
NEOriTOAEMOY. It was specially in contrsdistinc- 
tion from the son of Keoptclemus and from his own son 
that Alexander was called the son of Philip. It must 
be confessed that the simple patronymic as applied to

that by the fomtiU Euoratidee merely aaserte hie origin, 
But we cannot euppoeo that Agathoolee bad the andaoity 
to claim actual doeceot Alfi 2 ander> or put hie name 
in the genitive to signify euoh origin. In this case we 
must take the phrase rod ^iXlmrw by iteelf. and 

supply some word to make the meaning complete. What 
that word ehould he remaine doubtful. Perhaps Itfiiv, 
" dedicated to,” an adjective usually accompanied in 
inscriptiope by the genitive case, will bast supply the 
aeaoisg. Or we might supply to indicate that 

the coin of this isaue belonged in a special manner to 
Alexander. 

The insoription on our coin seems further to oonfiriu an 
opinion now very general among numiematiste that the 
head in Hon'e skin is intended on the coins of Alexander’s 
auooessore for Alexander bimeelf in the charaoter of 
Horaklai. If we coneider that the coins of this serice 
which hear the names of Euthydemus, Diodotus, and 
Antiochus, also pi’seent us with portraits of those princes, 
it will appear likely ths^ this which bears the nsme of 
Alexander will also present hia portrait. And, io fact, it 
is undeniable that soon after Alexaeder’s death, the coin 
which hears his name, and is struck with the type of the 
head of< Heraldes, does begin to show an attempt to 
assimilate it to the well-known likeness of the great 
Macedonian. Poor as ie the style of our coin, we may 
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SM id it an endoavour to portray tho deep-sot eye, the 
ontbaeiaetic exproasion, of Alexander.

So ihr M I know the only memorul of tbe joint roigns 
of Seleucua and Antioobus u yet publiebed is tbe tetra- 
draobcn already deeoribed by me in tbe pages of the 
Ohroniole.^ In that ooin tbe legend wae inoomplete, only 
tbe letters BAZ1AE being visible, eo that it remained 
doubtful wbetber the word intended bad been 0a9{Xfo% 
or fiofftXiw. This doubt ia now set at rest. Tbe Tariety 
in tbe order of tbe legend in tbe two coins now pub l is h ed 
Is remarkablo. It is to be observed that tbe epithet 
0aff*Xivi belongs only to Seleuous, while tbe name of 
Antioobns etande by itself. Taken together, tbe two 
forme of legend seem to mo to imply that when tbe coins 
were issued Seleuous was recognised as sole king, but

It seems 
probable that they are the beginniog of the name of »omo 
eatrap or semi-independent rulo* of a district in Bactria 
or the Paropamison The homed horse's heed, as 1 hare 
before remarked,* seema to be a type beloDging specially 
to thoee regions. Bat I cannot find in (ha historians 
mention of any eaOap whose name begins with Abid. 
Possibly some ^nlte difierent interpretatioQ may be the 
trae one.

1 imagme tbe letten Air on tbe larger 
coin to begin the name of a aatrap, not of a oit^, for 
oitiea did not in those regions place tbeir names on tbeir 
ooin. The aymbol on the draobm, vbioh resembles a 
caduoeus without a handle, but which may more probably 
ataud for the eign of the sodiacal Taarue, oooure else¬ 
where on Indian coins. It ie found on the gold signet- 
ring of the Pereepolitan Eiog Pahasp, or Pbahaspas, 
which has leaently reached England. Tbia drachm may 
bare been issued by that hiog, or it may belong to some 
other potentate cf North India or the neighbouring 
region. In style and weight it reminds us of the money 
cf Sophytes (“Num. Obron./* 1866, p. 220).

Thid eyetom wee, aatunlly^ eftorwerde applied to the 
etudy of xciedimTdl eome, end tbae occeeioned a oeriee of 
blunders and misonderstandiagd, which hare cootoeed 
many laatned nomimiiatidta and deprived them of their 
peace of mind. When, for instancy the^ saw tiro bueto 
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oa a coin whioK ovidentlj belonged to one and tbe lame 
period, when but a single ruler te mentioned in bietory, 
they came to the oonolusion that there in reality must 
have been two: history bad forgotten the co>regent, but 
tbe coin recorded the ihot I Whereas 0e truth ie that, 
instead of either of the busta being a correct reseublauce 
of the penoQ whose name wae stamped on the c 0 U 2 i the 
apparently double portraits were a mere type—Byaaotine 
perhaps<—imitated again and again fbr oenturiea. But 
this was incomprehensible to men aocuetomed to Boman 
coins, where every latter, every representation oould be 
relied upon. 

In the ease mentioned history ought to he modified 
according to Che cola. Sometimes the ooins were modified 
so as to correspond with history, and we see, fbr instance, 
ioTh. B. Bircberod (1701), a desoription of a coin of 
Sweyn, the Danish invader of England (1013), on which 
the king is represented with bis split-beard.^ As Sweyn 
oxaotly copied Ethelred’s beardless typee-^an imitation of 
late Roman types—It is easily seen that Biroherod’i ooin 
wns only invented to gratify tbe desire common among 
Roman numisaatisU of seeing history illustrated in 
ooins. 

Our modern studente of medissval numismatics have 
long since abjured all theae errors. They know that 
Illustrations of historical events are very seldom to he 
found on such coins. Thoy know that coins should noi 
be looked upon as znodals, but as ourrsney; and tbst the 
true foundation of all correct olassifioation is to observe

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thd dibrtd made to make the ooini acceptable in com* 
merce. 

Money u the repreeentatiye of tyaree, and as the world 
ie ^aJl of fraud, the public will prefer goode which h&ye 
long emoe been in good repute, and they will seek for 
some marks indicating the beet kinds. It is the same 
with coins; and in those old times certain well-known 
marks were usually sought for before taking a coin. This 
prodnoed what is called in medisyal numismaticsi "tbe 
imitation or filiation of tbe type/' a condition of things 
which must be remembered when olossifying unknown 
coins. 

As to the English coinage, these remarks, though 
generally ocrrect, require some slight modification. The 
English ooine haye always been highly esteemed and 
eyerywbere well reoedyed/ The reason was and ia the 
inrsriable ateodard. Such depreciations as those known 
in France and other countriee, end effected by the kings, 
were ncyer known m England. I think it was because 
the people would not endure it The saying of St 
Dunstan, that fslso coins spoil the whole world, has neyer 
died out. There has always been in England, more than 
in any other country, something demooratioal about the 
coinage. The Meroyingian system of putting the 
moneyer'e name upon the c<das ceased in France at the 
time of Charlemagne; for England I need only name

Thu puttixig on the coin n came, predominant like the 
kiog'a, vaa no aooidontal custom, not & tbicg does cow 
and some years after thrown aside. It was far more than 
a oustora, it was an eseontial point in all coinage, as the 
moneyer’e name was a warrant to tho king from whom the 
moneyer bad bis right of coinage, acd to the public too, 
who seeing a well-known came on tbs ooic had the same 
feeling of security as that prodneed in our days by good 
namos on a bill of oxeboege. This deoentralieation of 
the coinage, these demooratio institutions under the 
surrey of the people, were the great pillars of the English 
coinage. When I, tbereforsi meet with a coin streok 
before the Edwards, and 1 do not dnd the moneyor’a 
name upon it, 1 am always snspioioua There is also, and 
has always been in the English coins, a solidity acd neat* 
ness in exscution not seen in the Continental ooinage easily 
peroeired by collectors of miscollaneous mediieral ooine. 
This superiority of the English corns lod to much forgery, 
less practioable in England than on the OonCicent, where 
counterfeits of English coins were made, not to export to 
England, but to make them pass easily on the Continent 
itself as true English coine. Sometimes these coins camo 
over to England mixed with other Continental coins, and 
eo in the hoard of Ouerdale not a few Continental counter¬ 
feits with Alfred’s name are to be foimd. 

It is interesting to see that it was Aliped’s monogram 
type that was chiefiy imitated, by which the difficulty 
with money Sr’s names waa avoided.*

On these ocoasione I have ealdom met with coins struck 
in the town itself, hut often with some from other places 
and from other countries, as coins are more likely to be 
found in places to which the exportation in former times 
was directed than at the spots where they were strook. 
For instanoe, we have not yet found in Donnork any 
piece of Sweyn (10^X7). h(. Chalcn of Bruascle onro 
wrote to me* that the old Belgian coins which are 
fluently found about the Baltic Sea, were never found 
in Belgium. I will not epeok about early Danish finds 
of the eleventh century, in which tlie Danieb coins arc 
always outnumbered by German and English specimens. 
1 see in the few deeoriptions I have of English finds, that 
they very often oonsiet of purely English ooina Still, 
the oiroumstanoes of their oonoealment in general should 
be considered, and as we attribute the quantities of 
.^tbelred's coins found in Denmark to the Dancgeld, so it 
should be considered whether finds like that of Caerdalo 
might not have bean buried under circumet&noes and at a

Wben in the 
cODtemporury ohroaiulee I read of the plonderiogs of 
coovecU, abbeys, and towns whose then coine are found 
in the hoard, when 1 remember the ybij aotlve trade 
carried on by tho Yikinga with both England and France, 
and how they often sold in one country the booty they heid 
carried off from the other, 1 ehould not be aatoniahed to 
£&d in England on the ooaat a treaeuro consisting only of 
French coins of that period. Still, the foot that the 
Ouerdale hoard was &und in Lancashire, has even hero in 
Lenmark contributed to establish the opinion that tho 
enigmatiool coins (Ounnetti, dto.) are Northumbrian, and 
that notwithstanding what we learn from the written 
description ^ of car own ffndt, whioh at Tarioos times as 
treasure troTs bare been deliTered up to tho royal oolloo* 
tion of ooine. 

The Ouordale coins conoealod about a.d. 910 consist of 
French and English coins mixed up with some false coins, 
lome Oriental, and a good number of " uncertain coins. ” 

Theee uncerUun coins hare for type four diffeiont 
forms of oTossee, and the monogram of Oharlee le Obaure, 
first known after the Edict of Pistes, 664. On the coins 
are different inaoriptione to be seen. Z)N5 BS ltEX> 
DNS 1)5 0 RES. Theee words are well known from 
the old Psalm, OLORIA IK ESOELSIS.’*

This 
name ia fbund in different oountries, but it is found on 
these ooins in a form which to me clearly proves them to 
be connected with the Danes, and this is to me the main 
point of the question—the form of 6IEUEBT, which is 
quite Danish, and comoe down to our days. This Sievert 
is in many places stylod king: still, on some of the ooina 
(Hawkins' desoript., FI 7111. 2^0. 09, 100, 101, 105) a 
0 is seen before the namo for Comas (Of. Num. Ohron., 
vol y ., PI. 17. 50). 

This ocourrenoeof the titles COMES and EGX togotbor 
ia no oontradiotioa, but a very interesting phonomeiiou to 
enable us to imdoretand the man. Saint Clef's Saga tells 
us that tho yoimg prince Olof came down to the shoro 
whore the dragon-ahips were lying waiting for him; 
when on board he took the helm, and immediately tbo 
crew hailed him king. On his return from the expe¬ 
dition he became merely a prince again. Abbo^ Slefred's 
contompoinry says—

see—Evreux. To suppoeo names haring but little like¬ 
ness with Eboraoum always to be York In England is not 
admissible, and abore all when tho moneyer’a name never 
is found on the coin. The few Si Fetere, St Martin, 
and other ponnios iesaed from oburobee hare long boon 
deoided mostly to belong to York. I think that a carefiil 
examination should be made of theso coins to eee if they 
were all struck in England/' The ecolesiastioftl St. 
Edmund’s ooina bear all moneyers' names, mostly French,

As to the insoription CyRKETTI, OVNNETI, 
CTKKTI, fto., I think it the name of a mint, and as the 
word CIVITAS is not sided, it was not the see of a 
bishop. I think it is written in the way it was pronounced, 
and I see in it the name for OOND£. 

In Latin it would be Cundsti, Cundocti. This form 
might go over to Cundeti*Cunnsti.'’ Still it is very likely 
that Oondd may have been pronounced Cimeti or Ounnti, 
as it is found on the coins. It would be quite in the 
genius of the old Danish language. Oondl is a common 
name for several Prenob towns. The Danes occupied 
Oondd sar I’Esoaut in dSd.^ It may, however, be 
another Condi, dtnated some few miles south of Evreux 
and we should then have Queotovio, Emux, and Oondi 
cot far fVom each other.

All these things well considered I thmir the ooini were 
struck by Siefred, as the Banish i&Tadera often were in 
poeseesion of the towns I haTs named, and got largo sums 
of money for retiring. 1 should belieTSi after having 
seriously studied the annals, that De Longpdrier^^ is 
right in fixing the date a little after 86fi, when Biefred 
for a long time had possession of the country round the 
mouth of the Beine. 

When speaking of the origin of these ooici, French or 
English, I havo, of course, aetvr been in doubt. It is a 
fact that, as shown above, it was not easy to strike coins 
io England without the moneyer'e name, and if hut one 
of Sieired’s coins had borne snob a name, I would have 
deliberated on their possibly English origia. There is, 
however, not a single one. In France the oppcrtunities 
for such a mintage were far more favourable. The Mero¬ 
vingian system, when coins were struck everywhore, had 
ceased with the strong centralisation under Charlemagne. 
Still, under hie weak euooeeBors, the clergy firet,*^ and

keeping a plaoe for a long time, have forced the eoolo* 
siasCioal mints to make ueo of their right of coinage to 
the advantage of thomselvos. Eenoe the ooolesiastical 
peculiarities oolouriag these coins. I think the coins of 
Halfdan, struck by Baingald, and that with the Ifondon 
monogram, are very iuCeretting, and two English coins 
agreeing oxowdingly well with the annals. I never 
doubted that the coins of Aniaf and Erie are splendid 
ipeoimons of Northumbrian coins, all with the moneyer’e 
name, the type being in some oaeea a long'ropeatcd imita* 
tion of tbe type of Valontintan coming down through 
Ciolwulf, the King of Meroia (Num. Ohron., vol. v.,

Afterwards, when Oaut invaded England, I do not think 
even he made any change, bat waa glad to learo the coins 
ae they were, their great valuo ariaing from their being 
10 well known over all the world. William tbo Con* 
quoror*^ was equally cautions to preeervo the ooinage 
undisturhod. We always find that invaders do not touch 
the coinage,and even the Ohristian Kcrmans in SioUy put 
Anhio sentenoee cf Xelam on their ooins, well knowbg

lation. Tlie Engdiah ooinaga waa ao rich and valuablo, 
and so often imitated by Oontinental nations to give their 
coins Talue, that it is quite contrary to all probability to 
belieTe that French systems and Frenoh ouitoms could be 
{Qtroduoed by people like the Vikings, not yet acquainted 
with coinage, and who, when they afterwards begun to 
etrike coine in their home, imitated the English ^pes and 
English system. 

Kow I will end these renarka. These Ouerdale enig¬ 
matical coins hare for years worried the learned world as 
much as in those old times their issuers worried the 
clergy. The old ravages ended quietly by establishing a 
kingdom of Northumbria and a duchy of Normandy. The 
eonteit about the coins has ended altogether in the city 
of York in Northumbria, not yielding a single coin to tbo 
oountriee on the opposite side of tbe ohannel. This is 
not as it should be. I cannot quietly accept the series of 
coins reputed to have been struck by Monish kings in 
Northumberland, hut will leave the question open to 
ihrther inquiries os to which of them ore to be given to 
England and which to France. The oiroumstanee is so 
peculiar that oedns perhaps never found in Prance should 
be brought to England and oonoealed there, that I hope 
fbr help fVom French numismatieti in tbe investigation of 
these ooioe, which the late Mr. Thomsen of Copenhagen, 
in the Oatabgue Devegge, written by himself (IdSl), 
thought best put under the clase—.*'Coins struck by 
northern princee in England and France.*’

THE STAilFOKD MINT.—8UPl>LEHEMT. 

Bnnn tke pubUoation, in 1869.' of ny Hiatory and Lial of 
Oouu of tbo AnglO‘Stton Mint of Stanford, ao many 
additional ooina of that mint liara Ucoma knoi^ to me 
aa to warrant, 1 think, the produotion of thie Supplemont. 

In the interval wUob haa eUpeod, two important 6n<U 
of Anglo-Saxon ooina have oooarrad. 

In the early part of 187i^ or in the previous year, there 
waa turned up at, or in the neighbourhood of, Barrovby, 
near Grantham, the abin-bone of an ox. broken (not 
aavn) at eaob end, and etoppod with oUy : it waa dUod 
with Anglo-Saxon pennioa. From fear of the Uw aa to 
" traaaura-trove the time and exact place of the finding, 
the name of the findor, and the number of ooina found, 
were jealously concealed; and Z have not yet auooeeded in 
obtaining information aa to any of these partioidara, or in 
asoerteining the number, reigns, or range in time, of the 
ooine diaoovered. 

Fortunetely, a gentleman (who, as I believe, had no 
knowledge himaelf of these withheld data), having seen 
my former paper, secured for me (without my previous 
knowledge) the ehin-bone itself and fourteen coins of the 
Stamford Hint contained in the find. These consist of

the ezoeUent and freeh condition of the latter^ 1 lun 
ioclioed to thiok that the hiding took place in that reign, 
or aoon afterwarda. 

In 1672 ocontrad the finding of the now fhmooa City of 
London hoard of more than 7,000 coin a, moatly of the 
reign of Edward the Confeaeor. 2,829 coins of thia find 
have been deacribed by Mr. Ernoet II. WiUott, F.S.A., in 
the Nuffliamatio Chroniolo, N.S., voL xvi. Of tbeee 
2,798 were of the reign of Edward the Ooofeaaor, and 
only 61 of other reignj. They inoladed, of ooina of the 
Stamford Mint, I of .<Gchelred II., and no leas than 61 of 
Edward the Oo&fewor. 

BeaidM thoee of the coine of the Stamford Mint yielded 
by thaao findj, 1 have gathered particulan of 60 others; 
BO that the addiiional ooini of thie mint known to me up 
to this time are of the seTeral reigna aa ibUowi

The number of additional coina ia thus 126. which, added 
to the fbrmer number (699), would give a total of 725 
ooioa of the Stamford Mint known up to the prosont time. 
But a further addition must be made. In the deaoription of 
the Baaworth Find by Hawkina are catalogued, of the Stam¬ 
ford Mint, of the "Pane ” type of William I. or II,, 2S 
ooina of BfiVNSTihr, 6 of GODBLBF, and 18 of 
beeidea 8 of SByOfiD ON BTED; 59 in all Of these, I 
have only oucceeded in traoing—7 of BETNSTAN, 3 of 
OODBLBP, 4 of pVlPpOfiD, and 3 of SBPORD. Sup. 
pceiiig (aa ia oalikely) that all thaaa 17 ooina are from the 
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Beawortb Find, tliere would still be left 42 ooms to be 
acooujited for, and tbeee must be added. There &re, how- 
efer, to be deducted 2 oouu (doubtful, for reasone bereiii- 
after oMigned),^ loaviog a grand total of 765 known coine 
of tbe Scamfbrd Mint. Tbu^— 

590 (former List) + 126 (present LUt) + 42 (Beawortb 
Pind) —2 (rejected or doubtM) = 765 (total). 

The additional corns bear 62 names, or Ttrlations in 
the spelling of names, of moneyers; of wbioh, 7 (perhaps 
11 ) are new names ae associated with this mint:—- 
EDLnABRD (Qy. Stafford?), BUME. BLPpiI. ERTEE, 
D0DB2E0P (perhaps “DODBLEOP” of former List P), 
EOEnNB (perhaps “ COD^^INB ” P), HSBDETN, LE- 
OPEDE. LEOPSN, yJLL'ay i?t](^t>Uhly “piLDBip” of 
former List], PTXFBIE. Theee, added to the names in the 
fbrmer List, raise the total number of ntonoyere of this 
reiot whose nanee are known to more than 160. 

Six others exhibit new Tariations in spelling:—.SE7REE, 
PBUCEIU:, IIOFBIE, OS^TtBEfi, SpBETEBTCKD, SpEBT- 
BETthD. Thus, the names of the Stamford moneyers ex* 
hibit some 280 modes or variations of spelling. 

There are three names of moneyers previously known as 
of this mint, which are sow associated with reigns their 
oonneotion with which bes not previously been noted 
EDpIKE on coins of Edward the Oonfesscr, CODpD^ 
(or COEFD^EP) on a coin of Harthaonut, and ETTEEIN 
on a coin of Cnut. 

I have added to my own oolleotlon 47 Stamford coins, 
of wbioh 4 were included in my former List The poe- 
seaaon of the latter has enabled me to record their 
weigbte, wbioh had not previously been noted.

A coin of William Kufua (in my present List), the

Inferring inoidantally to tbo vtefiia qtmtio aa to tbe 
fisaot intorpretation of the letters " ON ”, I vould recall 
the faot that oarly Anglo-Saxon coins oommosly bear the 
woid UONSTTT the plaoo where the money was made 
(tbe *' mint or perbape used in abbreviation of MONE. 
ITCRIVa”, the maker of the money (the ‘"moneyer"). 
The word "HONBTn” gradually but irregularly wasted 
to "MON", "MOO", "M"0” "MO", sad 

sometimes even to "M" and "O'*. On ooios of .£theU 
rod II., and more often on coins of Onut, both "MO " and 
"OK"appear, not nnfrsqueatly on money of the same 
typea and monoyen.^ I would ask whether " OK " may 
not be rosily a fmgmeotary relio, os it were (as "MO " 
certainly is), of the original " UON£m ", and have been 
usod as equivalent either to " mint" or to "moneyer ", 
Such a eolirtion of the problem (if feasible] would, I think, 
moot all difRoulties; as the word might refer either to one 
moneyer or to the mint—e.y., " LBOF&IX OK 6TAK7 " and 
" LhOParC MO STKN " (Onnt, Nos. 78, 79 of former Liet), 
under euoh a euppoeition, might severally but alike mean 
either "LeoMo, Montyor, Stamford ", or "LeofHc, Stam¬ 
ford Jfmi".

We DOW coBiO to the question whether tho coin in 
Boding was struck by King Cnut the Great, aa asaunicd 
by the Engliah numiamatista, or dates only from tho time 
of Cnut the Saint, aa ’Thcmeen thought. Ae to this, 1 
altogether coincide with Thomaen. 

Aa a proof that tho coin waa struck in Norwich, and is 
therefhre English, you refer in your note toiDr.l;. MliUor, 
the Director of tho Boyal Danish Cabinot, to tho curious 
piece prodneed in London for Edward tho Confessor 
(‘•Num. Ohron-,'’ N.S., toI. xvi., PI. XII. No. 7), the 
reverse of which is of the eome type aa the obverse of tho 
coin in Buding. But this remarkable penny, wboeo 
obverse I unhappily have not seen, can. in no cose prove 
that Buding’s example is of Cnut the C^reat. At the 
moat it can only show that its reverse type woa hret used 
in England, and then served ae a pattern &r coins of 
Cnut the Saint, made at Lund in Scania. It ia likely 
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enough eren tha( ehc latter kisg^s moueyer, Otlibiorn iii 
Lund, rcftlly come ii'cm Korwicb and brought this dio 
with him the reverse die of Hr. Brice's ooia). 

In support of ThoDwon’s opinion, aseoiitod to by myself, 
that the coin is of tbo reign of Cnut the 8aint, I beg lo 
lay the following facte bofero you. In our Iloyal Cubiiiot 
of Coins are sixty-six diftbront pioooi, iVom tlio worknlu^lM 
of twenty* five difforent moncyors, whiob in ly]»e, stxo, 
and oberocter, oro strikingly similar to tho epcciinon in 
Buding. But that all those coins really are from Saint 
Cnut’s days, and really are struck in Lund in Scania, U 
shown by a multitude of Banieh coin £nds; and is still 
further evident by comparison us to style and oharaotor 
with the coins of Cnut the Saint's predoceeeor, Bing 
Harold Hein, and with those of his successor, Olaf 
Hunger. In fact, tho style of the mintage of this king, 
which the Budifig piece greatly resombloe, undoubtodly 
(in my opinion) plseee sU tboso coins muob lowor down 
than the ooinago of Cnut tbo Grout, with which tlio 
Scandinavian numismatists nro abundantly fumiliuT, oovh 
of the royal collections in Stockholm and in Copenhagen 
possessing more than two thousand six hundred Jiflbront 
English coins struck for that king. 

But it may be objected, bow can a pioco with the tltlo 
BEX AK and the mint KCBPI belong to Cnut tho Saint, a 
ruler who by no poasibility could call himself King of 
England or have money struck for him in Norwich ? To 
this pertioent (question I can give no satisfactory auswor. 
One might guess that when OtJUn or Ot/ibiorn had been 
appointed Cnut the Saint’s moneyet in Lund, he produced 
this coin ai a flattering compbment to his master and a 
recommendation of his own tsdents. Or one might 
suggest that when Oout tho Saint and tbo Norwegian 
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kin£^, Olaf Eyrre, coUeoted in lOiio & poweHiiI Aeot i& tb« 
Lioi^crd, in order to saII to Eaglaad find attempt its 
conquest, tbe mint^mastor, Otbbiom, struck tbU penny as 
a pleasni|p omen for bis royal employsr. But neither of 
thoee conjecturos Is likely or satlsfuctoiy. I am moro 
inclmed to look upon the coin us roeulting fhim tho 
excessive caroloasiicaa of tho motioyori to coll it by no 
harder name. This surprlsoe us the Ices, us, among tho 
northern coins struck in the eloventb century, wo Lavo 
me&y similar examples, instances of confusion or neglooC 
io the legends which are almost incredible. 

I will mention one or two specimens. For iasuinco, 
the piece engraved in B. E. Hildebrand's work,* under 
iEtboli'od 11., typo F, the legends of which read

Everything shows that it 
oanact, and nearly all northern critics agree at present in 
assigning it to the mint of Lund in Scania, and to the reign 
of Eing Uarthaenut, whose coins it strikingly TesombLos 
in sise, type, character, and legend of the reverse. See 
ITawkina, pL xvii, Fig. 218 (J?cp. Legend, OM»BNCB 
OK LTB), which is not English, but certainly coined at 
Lund in Scania.

Kow it is clear that this ooiaj which is montionod in 
“Hildebrand/' page 148, cannot bo oasignod tc CnuC the 
dreat, as might be supposed from its cbvorso.

{vvk tbs &BZ SF, for 8W, on the coin). It was doubtless 
struok under the Swedish king, Anand Jacob (1022* 
1050], by bis wolUknowa moneyoi in Siyiuna, near 
Upsala, Txoauoa 

1 oould add many other such pieces, but have only 
time to speak of CCS, as it is a glaring instance of how 
careless the mint-aaitsrs of that age might bo, and bow 
often they abused tbe ignoranoe of the people in the art 
of reading I«atin letters. I refer to a coin dceoribed by 
myself in the “ Antiguarisk TidskriA ” (published by tho 
Boyol Society of Horthem Antiquaries], 1S46, page 51; 
and which was struck under the Danish king Magnus tho 
Good (1042—1047):—

Of course Magnus could not strike money in Lincoln.

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that was minVmaster at Linoohi under Hortlia-

When hero, quite disregarding 
the changes wlifoh had taken place, en one of the coins 
which ho strikes for hia now master, Magnus, he uses one 
of his eld dies which ho bod brought over wit)i him ihom 
England.

In forwarding the shove interesting loiter of M. ITerbst 
for publication in the “ Chroniob,” I venture to add a 
fow remarks on cos or two points which seem to mo 
(with all duo doforonce to M. Ilorbst’s groator oxporionoo 
in the ooinogo of this period) still in favour of my original 
ottribution of Mr. Brice’s oein to Onut the Great. 

In the first place, ths coin is undoubtedly a genuine 
one of the period. It is also sxossdingly well struck, and 
in perfect preservation, so that there oonnot be the least 
doubt about the reading of any portion of ths legends. 
Although tho piece itself is (os fhr as is known at prosont) 
unique, sod ths typo is also unusual and peculiar, the 
style and design are not altogether unknown on Anglo- 
Saxon peonies. Those coins of Edward the Oonfessor 
found in ths City Hoard * (with type as PI. XU., No. 7, 
vel. XVI. of “Nuto. Ohron.”)* oertaialy prove that this 
type may be English, and also that it is at least as old as 
ths reign of ths Oonfessor; and, moreover, I do not see 
how they can pnelwis the idea that the type may be even 
older, os old as Cnut the Great for instance. Wo cannot 
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sAj fi>r certain that; thia type fiiat made ita appeafance cn 
Edward tlie Confeseor’e coioe. 

The xnosejer’s name— Oihhi (proha‘bl 7 an abbreviatioa 
of Olhbiom)^iM Dot by any meana an imposaibla name to 
occur on a Norwich penny; for we learn from other coine 
that there was a moneyer at Lmooln duriog the reigns of 
Oziot and Edward the Confessor named Othifcom or 
OtAhem, who may eyen have been the Tery same mao. 

There wonid be considerable three in the anaJo^ee 
which M. Herbet addoces from blundered English or 
Baoisb coins of this period, if it oonld be satiefactonly 
shown &at Ur. Brice’s penny is a blundered ecin at all. 
Bnt that this is the case I think his arguments quite fhzl 
to proye, for it is difficult to cooceire that bvik sides of 
the coin coold be so (apparently^ deliberately and con> 
sistently blundered as be imagines. It has not the rude 
and batharous appearance that many blundered pieces 
hare, such as letters imhnished or repeated, superfluous 
and nnioeaning strokes in the legends, do. On the con> 
trary, each letter is most clearly and neatly formed, and 
the whole appearance of the coin is that of an exception' 
ally well-made and oarefuIly-engraTed example. 

If the two legends on this penny did not so exactly 
coincide to make good sense and meaning, we might 
more reasonably doubt their correctness If, fbr instance, 
the obyerse read DAK " (instead of AK), the royerso 
remaining as it is (OK KOBFJ), I ehonid certainly think 
it might be a blundered Banish coin, as M. Herbst 
suggests. Or, again, if while the obrerse leg:end remained 
aa it is (££S AK), the reyerse bore the name of some 
Banish mint, 1 should also then incline to M. Cerbst^s 
opinion that the coin was a blundered penny of tho Banish 
king Cnut the Saint. 
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For it should be Qodced that of tbo throe examples of 
bluodei^ed (and supposed Eoglieh) coins which H. Herbst 
quotes, the two Latter baps words in the legends which 
prove a Swedish or Banish ongin (vis, SW. on one, and 
B£&0NV9 OD the other), and his ilrst example bears tbo 
oquiTOOol iziiiit>7i{uuo LVD, which might be cither Xoand in 
Scania, or London in Knglsnd. Bat the namo NOEPI 
(for KOEWr) on Hr. Brlco's coin cannot possibljmoan 
any other place thon yoririch, and the obverse logexul 
reads os elcnr os can bo BEX AN, and not BEX BAN. 

Xt soems to mo a most unlikely idea that the moneyor 
could havo blundcrod on itoth sifht of the same coin, and 
produced as the rosult such a connisient Khok : King of 
England/’ with place of coinage, “Norwich.” M. Herbst 
has not adduced above any example of a penny blundered 
on hoiA eidee. 

For these reasons, then, although M. Ilorbst’s argu¬ 
ments are very iugenioua and suggoativo, I feel that I 
most still adhere to my original opinion that, in spite of 
its rare and unusual type and its (os far as I know] 
unique existence, Hr. Brice's interesting little coin is an 
English one, and struck in the reign of Cnut the Qreat.

A eOEEME OF THE M0HAMVA*DA1T OVKASTIEfl 
DORINO THE KHALIFATB. 

Tn teUe of UohAmmft^on d 7 iu«ti «8 wbicli I bavo bare 
drawn up requirM littlo explanation. Ite objeota and 
uiee are obrioiu. It baa come to be pnbliahed booauae 
I liave teated it during some aU jears of ooin-work, and 
have found it a decided help; and wbat ie of use to one 
itudent in MS. raa^ be of use to manj in tjpo. I Icsow 
from pereonal oxperienoe bow diffloult it le to koop tbo 
relatire poaitiona of the vnrioue Mobammadan dynaatioa 
olearly defined in one’s mind; and in tlio attribution of 
ooins with obeouie princee’ namoa it ia often oesential to 
bear in mind tbo whole range of eontemporary loreroigna 
at a given date. The difficulty ia conaidombly roducod 
i?ben the namea of tbeso BOTordgna may bo oollootod by 
merely caating the eye aoroaa achronological-goograpbioal 
table euob aa I have oonetrnoted. The numismatist will 
find all tbe coin-striking dynaatioe within tbo limite of 
time assigned; and the Oriental student in general may 
find ibis map of the Mohammadan Empiro instruotiTe 
in its approximate delineation of the rolativo teiri* 
torial extent of the varloua dynoatice, its assignment of 
each dynasty to its proper geograpbical position in tbe 
Muslim world, and its attempt to iudicate tbo interweaving 
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of tlid BOToral bouaea, tKoix eupplanting of oso another 
in the various kingdoms and provinces of the East. It is 
interesting to trace the gradual absorption of the vast 
empire of the EhEdIfehs from the opposite quarters of Africa 
and the Oxue provinces. We see how the fOialrfohe of 
Oordova were the first to diride the authority of the hood 
of the religion, and then how the Idrlsls, Aghlabls, Bonl 
Ikhshidls, Futlmls, and many othors, destroyed 
the supremacy of the 'AbbusI Khallfeha of Baghdad in 
their Western provinoea, and how, moonwhilo, the Persian 
dyoasties of Tiihirts, ^ofiTirU, Sam Unis, Ziynris, and 
Buwojhls gradually advanced fVom beyond the Oxus, or 
Mawaronnahr, nearer and nearer to the City of Peace, 
until, when the BuweyhTs entered Baghdad in dd4» the 
Ehalifoh ruled little more than his own palace, and often 
oould not even rule there. Then a f^esh ohange comes 
over the scene. The Turkish tribes begin te overrun the 
Mohommadan Empire. The OhasnawTs oetablish them¬ 
selves in Afghanistan, and the Ssljuks begin thoir course 
of conquest, which oarried them from Herat te tho 
Mediterranean, and from Bukh&ra te the borders of 
Egypt. When the Seljulf rule came to be divided among 
many branohoa of the family, and division brought its 
invariable consequence of weakness, we find several 
dynasties of AtKbegs, or generals of Seljuklan armies, 
springing up in the more western ptovinoea of Syria and 
Biyarbekr and Irak, whilst the Shah of Kbwariam 
founded further East a vast empire, which inoreaied with 
extraordinary rapidity, and eventually inoloded the 
greater part of the countries conquered by the Sslju^ as 
wsll as that portion of Afghanistan which the Ghassawls, 
and after them the Ohdris, had subdued to their rule. 
And then comes the greatest change of olL The Mongols 
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come down ftm. tleir doeorts and oariy fire and aword 
over the whole eastern Mohazomadan Empire j the 
Turkish sUTee, or Memiuksi of Saladin found their 
famoua dynasty in Egypt; the Berber houses of Merm 
and 2 iylkii and iHafs are established along the north coast 
of Africa; and the Christiana are rapidly recovering 
Andalusia from the Moore, who had given it oil the 
boanty and the renown which Spain could ever boast. 
And here the epoch is chosen for beginning the second 
part of the table, which will begin at the Mongol invasion 
and bring the history down to the present day, and which 
I hope presently to offer to readers of the Chronicle.’* 
The table is divided perpondioularly into eight columns, 
repreesnting Spain, Kcrthsrn Africa {is. Maroooo, Algiers, 
Tonis, and Tripoli), Egypt, Syria, Mesopotamia (inolud* 
ing part of Asia Minor), Persia, Transoziana (or Mawaran* 
nshr), said Afghanistan (inoluding a portion of the Pun¬ 
jab). The various dynasties have been placed as nearly ae 
poedble, not only under tbeir proper geogmpbiool hood, 
but in the proper portion of the spaoo ellotted to that 
head. For ezample, the Ssffurts ruled in Bostern Foisia 
(Sijistan and Sormiin and Xhoras&n); hence they aro 
placed in that part of the column assigned to Psrsia which 
is nearest to Transoxiana and farthest from Mesopotamia. 
60 , too, the Buweyhis, after beginning their oonqueste 
in the provinces of Psrsia more remote from Baghdad, 
finally advance step by step upon the capital and occupy 
it I the gradual conquest is indioatsd by four steps to 
the left. Generally speaking, dynastiee ruling at dif¬ 
ferent tiznoe the same province are placed ezaotly in the 
same perpendicular line: but the difficulties of arrange¬ 
ment and the necessity of economising space have brought 
about a certaiu number of exceptions. For example, the 
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Kliwariztn ShShs iMgtQ precisely under tlie place wliere 
the GhazDawis likewise began: but the latter began in 
Afghanistan and the former in Khiva. Theix position is 
simply due to the difficulty of finding any separate place 
for Khwuiam which would not cut some other dynasty 
into two portioxiB and otherwise interfere with the cleameea 
of the plan. The sane remark applies to the Seljuks of 
Bum, for whom no satiafsotory place oonld he found, wd 
who are therefore very uncomfortably squeesed in beneath 
the Bnwejhis. Such occasional misplacements are un* 
avoidable in a table of ^is kind, encept at a great sacri¬ 
fice of space and perspicuity. 

Horizontally the table is divided, thongh the lines are 
not ruled ^irough, into six-and'S-half centuries, an inch 
representing one hnndred years. The date of the begin¬ 
ning is taken at A.H. 41, the year of the beginning of the 
Amawi Khallfohs, because the Mohammadan Bmpiie was 
never really settled until this house came into power, and 
it would have been very difficult to indicate in any satis* 
factory manner the course of Muelim conquest end infidel 
rebellion. The table ends at the year 700 of the 
instead of 656, which is the actual date of the abolition 
of the Eastern Khalifate, because it is desirable to carry 
the various small dynasties of the seventh oentury to their 
ends, and draw the line of Mongol conquest right across 
^e eastern half of the table. 

The names and dates of the kings of each dynasty are 
given in the table, with the exception of those of the First 
and Second Spanish interregna, the Urtu^is, Bekteginis, 
and SalduljCia, where there was’not space for their inser¬ 
tion.

Lanxa.—Z n a paper which appeared la the “ Chroaide for 
2676| p. 206 ,1 claiioed u » portrait of Lamia, the celebrated 
coorteiaa, a he^ of a remarkable character wMeh appears or 
rare eoias of the city of Lamia. Dr. rriedlander of Berlin hae 
paUiebed ia the “ Zeitsebrift fiir NnisisiDatik " (7u. 862) an 
attack on this vieWi reasserting bis old opinion that tUo botwd 
belongs to Apollo. 

Li rapport of this view he aseerts tbai the fillet with wbieb 
the hdi of the head is cosfined, emd which in my paper I called 
a diadema, te really a taenia, ^e diffbrenee In representations 
of a diademaand a Uenia ia, u Dr. Friodlnnder ri^tiy remarks, 
that tbe diodema has ende wbieb hang down behindi and tho 
taenia has none. But though there is bot small dliCarenco 
between the two in for&i there ia the atmoat diFeresce In asago. 
The taenia belongs to the gods, and to succeesfol athletes; uio 
diadems belongs to kings and qoeens, and dose not appear 
ontil the time m Alexander the Great. Kow the hanging ends 
which profe that in the preeent case a diadema and not a taenia 
is intended areTiaiblB in tbe case of tbe coin figured in my plato 
in the '* Chronicle.” But on another spedman, which is in tbe 
British Mosenm, end has, so far as 1 am aware, nerer been 
engraved, they are so clear and obvious that no one could pos¬ 
hly mis^e them. It is then quite certmn that the head on 
the *T'-*mian eom wears the diadema, and foom tiiis fact two con¬ 
sequences follow with certainty; first, that tbe personage repr^ 
sented is regal; secondly, that that personage lived at a later 
time than that of Alexander the Great. Tho earring gaaran* 
tees the female sex of the wearer. 

PoUcix statM in an bteresting passage (iv. 168) that it was 
the mark of a Hetmra to have her bear banging about her ears 
in locks. fio9Tp!/)(ovt ^4)1 to &ra. These words precisely 
describe tbe arrangement of the balr on onr coin. Potting all 
the bdleationa together we find that tbe personage represented 
there was a royal personage, bot not an acknowledged qneen; 
that ehc lived soon after Ae age of Alexander; i^t she wee 
venerated in Thessaly (when Demetrius waa very powerfol); 
finally, that she was oonnecUd in a specisJ manner with tie 
dty of Lamia. 

Taken together, these cireametances entirely justify my 
attribution; indeed, the chmn of evidenoe ie of an exceptionally 
satiafoctory oharaettt, and those who would oontroveri it sac* 
cessfuUy must tue far stronger arguments than those of Dr.

ON SOME RECENT DISCOVERIES OF IIjLVKUN 
COINS. 

In tbd coQise of coziNiderablo roBoarcbce at eomo of tho 
pruici|nl sites of accient niyria it lias been my ibrturo 
to come aoroes on altog^tLsr ner? aerioe of coins of Xllyiiaii 
cities and prinoos that in some osaee ihro^ a welcome 
light on the pre-Roman history of those regions. In the 
present paper 1 shall especially oonSne myself to the 
important lUjTisn cities of Skodra (Scutari d'Albania). 
Lissos (Aleseio), and Rhison or Risiniuin (Ilisano), and 
to tbe oatiTS princes who mode uso of two at least of 
these cities os their minting place& 

I have recently obtained from an Albanian clansnmn a 
small bat highly interesting find of coins, mostly autouo- 
mons pieces of the Greek RopnbUc of Skodra under 
Macedonian sopremacy, and containing a raris^ of typos 
hitherto wholly unknown to numismatists. The coins, 
thirty-eight in number, were found in a email pot in tho 
viUage of Sold, belonging to the Albanian Highland clan 
of Elomenti. It is a significant iket that among the 
modem ropresentatlves of the Blyrian race who occupy 
^e Alpine district in wbioh this find was discoTered, the 
use of money is at the present day almost unknown ; In all 
commercial tronsaorions among the highlanders barter 
snpplying its place. Li the Middle Ages,^ however, and 
previous to the Tnrkish Congosst, there was a lively com-

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meroial intercourse between tba lowlands of the lake of 
Scutari and the Adriatic coast cities on tbe one aide, and 
the Dardaman plains of the interior on tbc other, through 
these Tery KIsmenti monntaina; and the present discovory 
at ^ila remote Alpine spot of coins of Skodra, lassos, 
ApoUonio, and Dyrrhaoblon goes ht to indicate that tbo 
same trade connection existed in the days of the Illyrian 
kings. The rite of the ancient city of Doklea, later known 
os Dioklea, the birthplace and name^giTOr (if wo arc to 
belieTe Constantine Pcrphyrogonitus) of the Emperor 
Diocletian, occupies the point where this ibrmer trodo 
route left the lowlands of the lake for the difficult gorge 
of the Zem, and the very mountain-saddlo of tho North 
Albanian Alps where Seloi lies. Doklea itself indeed 
does not appear in history or montunents tiU the days 
when it was a Boman Bepublio, but the neme of the hill 
fortresa of Medun that rises in the immediate neighbour¬ 
hood hears a suggtttive resemblance to that of the Modeon 
mentioned by Livy in this same district ^ as a principal 
stronghold of Kiug Clentius or Qonthios, and indeed as 
the last refuge of the Illyrian royal family.

Tlie most striHng featoros of tbs &nd are undoubtedly 
tlie autonomous corn of Liaeos, of wliioli city no coins b&vo 
Uitlierto been discoTcrsd, and tho Skodxun pieces of 
Macedoman typo with or without the nnino of King 
Genthio^ which will be equally uew to the nnjniamatist. 

The Greek colony of Liesos bad been planted in the 
fourth century n.c. by Dionysios the Klder, in pursuanooy 
(IS DiodOros* tells us, of has policy of securing Syraoiuon 
tTode-routofi along the Adriatic coasts. At a later period it 
had passed into the hands of the lUyruui princes.^ In 
211 s.a, Philip T., of Maccdon, however, captured its 
rock-citadel of Akrolissos, the so-called Cyclopean’^ walls 
of which still remain, the marrsl of oU beholders, and the 
lower town of Lissoe itself was thus compelled to ai^r- 
render.^ The town woe euhaequontly rooovered by the

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TTlyrrana. It vfts Jierd thdt the ctmbasaadors of Perseiu 
found Sing Gontbios, witb irhom they hod been wnt 
to negotiato an allianea; and it was within the walls 
of Lissos that tho same Illyrian prince, in 168 B.C., 
collected hie forces to oppose the Bom&n inToder. It is 
howeror highly probable that wh other under hCocodoman 
or Ulyriaii eaprerDOcy, the oitizene themselres retained a 
large amount of municipal indepondence, and the ooin now 
diwoTerod, the inscription on which is happily so clear os 
to place its atbibuticn beyond the logion of controverey, 
is Itself an interesting witness to this autonomy. History 
has repeated itself in a curious way on this poast, and the 
relation of the free Greek cities of tho eastern shore 
of the Adriatic to the Ulyrian princes of the barbarian 
mainland found its parallel throughout the Middle Ages 
in that held by their linoal though Itoxnamzed successors 
the municipal Hepublics such as existed at Cattaro, Budua, 
Buloigno, and Alesslo itself towards the Serbian kings 
and emperors of tbe interior. It ia perhaps worth ro- 
marking that the goat which appears on the ohrerse of 
this ooIn reappears on tho coinage of the sister colony 
planted about the some time by Dionjsios in the isle of 
Issa, and that the winged thunderbolt of the rerorse was 
a {hvourite symbol of Syracusan kiugs.^ 

The position of Skodra, tho old Blyiian hill-fortreas, as 
its name implisa, rising at the point where the great lake, 
at present named after it, more anciently the Loons 
Labeatie, poors its superfluous waters through the Bqjana

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obanael (tlxe BorbooE of Livy) to tbo neighbouring 
Adiiatio, and conunanding os it doee the lowhmds of the 
whole lacuBtnne basin, is most important both from a 
military and oommorcial point of riow. Of tho founding 
of a HoUenio colony at this spot we have no historio 
eTidence, but theraro occarrenoo of autonomous coins with 
the names of Greek magistrates affords suficient proof 
that Greek colonial institutions had in somo way etrack 
root hero. Of these autonomous coins of Skodra, always 
of great rarity, tho present dnd presents ns with a new 
and altogether different type. Tho autonomous coins 
hitherto disoOF^red threw no light on the external political 
eonneotions of the city; the present coins introduce us for 
the first time to Skodra as a Macedonian rather than 
Illyrian town. Indeed, before the legend SKOdPlNHN 
is deciphered, they might ho hastily passed as ordinary 
small brass pieces of DdmOtrios 11. or Philip T. 

At an earlier period Maoedonion princes had been 
ibrcod to pay trihnto to their Illyrian noighhoura. About 
370 B.C., Amyntas and bis son Alexander were bothtribu* 
tary to an Illyrian prince. In 360, Perdiccss had fallen 
in battle against the lUyrians, and at Philip’s accession a 
port of Macedonia was in Illyrian hands. Under Philip, 
however, the tide turned, Illyrian Sing, Bardyllts, 
was defeated, and Philip won the wholo country up to the 
Lychnid lake, the present Oohrida^ which long remained 
the bonder between Macedon and the Blyrion lands. By 
Alexander's time Macedonian eupremaoy seems to have 
temporarily extended over the southern part of tho 
Illyrian area; but the revolt of Zleitos, the son of £ing 
Bardyllis, and Qlaukias, £ing of tho TaoJantians, oon- 
ceros rather the Epirote Illyrian district than that of 
which Skodra was the centre. In the beginning of the 
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tliird century tbe Dordanian Illyrians came to the front, 
and aioui 380 n.c. we And their Prince Honurdoa slrlk' 
log coins at Pyrrhaohion. Under the Vardisan or 
Ardiawi djnaaty, which next aaeomce the hegemonu 
among the Illyrian tribee, there is so little i^uostion of 
Macedonian ascendancy, that the whole Illyrian and 
Epirote coast from lasa and Pharos to Coroyro, with the 
exception of the groat coounorcial city of Dyrrhaohion, 
appears in King Agron'a hands. It was, indeed, the 
pressure of Illyrian domination on the Orcck coast 
settlements that gave Rome a loDg-8o;ight opportunity 
to chastise the Illyrians fbr their piratio onslaughts 
on her Bnndxuian merchantmen. The Clrcok cities of 
the coast became wciccme UU^dt'ponU for tho Roman 
invaders of lUyricmn, and the drst expedition of Consuls 
Cm Fulrius and A. Postumios against tbo Illyrian Queon, 
Tenta, owed much of its saccoas to the art with which 
the Repnhlicsn commanders posed as the ebaropions of 
Hollenio liberties against the barbarian opprossor.^ 

The peace of 338, by which (bacen Tcuta was 
deprived of the part of her dominions that lay south of 
Lissoe, reacted in several ways on the relations between 
the lUyriaos and their Macedonian neighbours. Henco^ 
forth the Illyrian Kingdom does not seem oapablo of 
etanding alone. The astute Creek, P^Strios of Pharos, 
who 08 guardian of Queen Teuta’s young son and sue-

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oettor, Pioase, aseumad tlie position of Lord Protootor of 
the Ein^om, eocceeded indeed m recoyericg the greater 
pert of the lUyTun poaseseions, including Corcjra itself, 
but he aeecas to have been himself so conaoloua of the 
inherent woahaeas of this reconstituted dominion, that he 
sought to ooQsolidate his enccesa by placing the kingdom 
under the protection of Antigonoe Pdsdn.^ The £nal 
struggle between Eomo and hUcedon was preparing, and 
ibe Illyrian princes began to find themsalree in that 
unplaosant position described as between hammer and 
anvil. In the inyasion of the Macedonian district of 


Pelagonia by King SkerdHaidas wo may perhaps be 
allowed to trace the influence of Bomon intrigue. 
Philip T., of Macedon, enraged at this violation of his 
territory, in his turn invaded the Illyrian dominions. 
He was already threatening ApoUonio, when he was 
deterred by the appearance of a Homan fleet, and with 
this inoident began the first Macedonian war (215 fi.o.). 

In this war Philip succeeded in seirin g by a 
the almost iraprogsable citadel of Lissos, and that great 
emporium of the Drln mouth itself; and we read that the 


impression produced by this event was such that most of 
the other Qlyrian citise submitted to him.^ It is, there* 
lore, weU*nigh certain that Skodra, which is distant &om 
Lissos only flvo hours, come at this time (211 s.c.) under 
Philip’s dominion. It is true that by the Peace of 
Pheenikd, in 205 s.c., Philip was compelled to disgorge a 
part of his Dlyrian conquests, including Dimallon, Bur- 
g:alJen, and the country of the Parthini, but the restitu-

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tion of Lwos, his most tmport&nC acquisition, is not 
meatiioQsd, Olid ih6 hci that in the second Macedonian 
war ihe Uljrisn Sang Plenrotos only aided the Bonians 
by load has led ZIppel to diaw the legitunate concliwoa 
that a part of the lUjnaa coast remised at this time in 
Philip’s bands. By the peace of Tempi, howoTer, in 
197 B.O., which ensued on the hatde of Eynokcpbali, 
Phihp was forced to give up oil his lUyrlan possessions, 
and it is doubtless to this date that the recorery of Lissos, 
Skodia, and other lost cities by tbe Illyrian king is to bo 
referred. It is certain that when Perseus sent hie first 
embassy to secure the alliance of Oenthios, who bad 8uc> 
oeeded Plearatos, the Macedonian envoy found this 
Ulyiian prince in peaceable possession of both Skodra and 
Lissos.^ From these facts we are led to infer that the 
Macedonian dominion at Skodra, of which we have now 
numismatio evidence, is to be fixed between the years 211 
and 127 n.o. 

The character of tbe coins themselves will bo found to 
tally very exactly with theee coneJnsiona The familiar 
type of small brass Macedonian plecee, displaying on one 
side the Macedonian shield, occupying the whole field, and 
on the other the peaked Macedonian helmet, is first met 
with in Hia rsign of Pyrrhos between 287*284 b.o. 
Under D4m6trioa II. and Antigonos Udsdn (239>220 s.c.) 
this type becomes general j but It is not till we roach the 
reign of Philip V., 220-172 n.o., that we meet with the 
type that bears the closest resemblanoe to iliese Skodran 
coins. In Philip's reign there first appears in the centre 
of the shield the characteriatlQ omament that I have

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described as a star of dve Tolute rays.^’ Another ohango 
is also obserrable izi the helmet oa tho reTexse, ^bich oq 
Philip's coins retains no longer its peaked Macedonian 
shape, and assuznoe instead an almost Corinthian eharaO' 
tor. As both thoTolato star and ^^uasi-Corinthian hoLznot 
occur on these autonomous coins of Skodrn, wo are 
justifiod numismatio evidence olouo in referring thoir 
issue to the reign of Philip V, 

It might no doubt be urged that eo far os purely 
numismatic evidence goes there is nothing to exoludo the 
possibility of these Skodron pieces haviag been struck 
oiW ICd S.O., when on tho extinction of tho Macedonian 
kingdom by Poman arms, the Maeedouian towns and 
distriots went on striking autonomous ooins on which the 
national shield is an almost universal feature, and the 
helmet at least oceasionally occurs. On this point, how¬ 
ever, the voice of history is docisivs. After the Roman 
Conquest of 1C8, which asting^ished tho lUyrinn kingdom 
of £ing Genthios at the same time as it extinguished the 
Hacedonion kingdom of King Perseus, Skodra became an 
official centre of the tributary Illyrian territories, and 
certainly could not have issued an autonomous coinage 
proclaiming it a Macedonian oi^. 

These autonomous Skodran coins, then, with the Mace*

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donian abiald and belmet, may be safely roferred to tho 
reign of Philip Y., and furtber, to that period of his reign 
which eatends botwcon his conquest of Lissos and tho 
neighhoonog liiyriaa cities in 311 v.o.. aud bie expulsion 
from sll hia Dlyrian possessions by tho Pooco of Tompt^ in 
197 B.c. 

This eocclusioii at once onnblos us to fix a dato for tho 
interwting coina of tbs Illyrian Kuig Ooiitliios, now also 
for the first time brought to light,** wbicJi oxoopt for tho 
legend (BAZ)IAE(m) reNOlOYi'csembloin everyway 
the autonomous fikodron coins already deecribod. Both in 
their device and module these come ore so identical with 
the for mer that we are justified ininforring that they 
were struck by the Illyrian Idug immediately on his 
recovery of the dty, which be seems at once to havo made 
bis capital, in b.c., and we ore further Justifiod in 
inferring that at this date Ghinthios, whose name doos not 
appear in history till the reign of Perseus, had already 
succeeded his father Pleuratos. 

It was not unnatural that Gonthios, bie power once 
&mly established in Skodra, should seek to ofibpCO tbo 
memory of Macodosian supremacy by a coinage which 
substituted the e£gy of himself and tbs goUoy of Illyrian 
naval enterprise for the shield helmet of the rival 
kingdom. The larger type of Genthios' issue,** which 
from its being the only variety hitherto known probably 
extended over a greater camber of yeare than the Mace^ 
donian type of his coinage, may ihereibre be regarded 
with great plausibility as his second issue. 

A fine example of this coin of Genthios, which 1 have

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engraved (PI. I. Fig. 7) side \fy side witU another &om the 
Selci find, e&ute in the Antihen Cabinet in Yienna. The 
king apparently wears the XavcU of M&codoman kings ; 
but the cap, if cap it be, is certainly of peculiar form, and 
in tbo Vienna example there appears to be a projecting 
spiral oraament beneath the brim, both before and bohind, 
which Buggests the possibility of the IDlyrian king having 
adopted some each fashion of plaiting the hair into a bom 
as ia at present practised by tribes on the west coast of 
Ainca. Both in the Selci and Vienna examples of this 
coin a tort^ue appears round the Song’s neck, curving up 
under hia ohin into two terminal ornaments. 

la the Antiken Zabinet at Vienna ^exe is another coin 
of smaller module and without inscription, placed in the 
collection among speoimena labelled "ignota Adriatici 
mans,” but which may, 1 think, with considerable 
probability, be ascribed to Zing Qentbios. On the 
obverse is a head coifed in a cap of the same flat 
petasos-like kind as that of King Genthios, but fitted 
with two appendages apparently meant for wings. 
The reverse contains a galley. This coin is engraved 
(PI. L Fig. 8). 

In module this coin resembles the highly interee^g 
but unfoitunately badly preserved coin, No. 5 of the 
Selci find (FJ. X. Fig. fl), reading on the reverse 
BAZ(IA€n£) (apparently) TEN .and which iroia the 
occurrence of the winged thunderbolt, as on the autonomous 
coin of Lissos already described, I imagine to have beea 
struck by King Genthios at that city, Zdssoe, as well as 
Skodia, was a royal residence. 

Apparently about the beginning of his reign. King 
Perseus cf Macedou, true to his policy of enlisting against 
Borne all the more barbarous* bordei’ers of his kingdom. 
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bad dispatched smboasadurs with this object to King 
Genthios. Tbo account of this miaeion, as given by 
Polybios,^ is interestmg. Tlic two Mauodoniau onvoya, 
cue of them on Illynoo o2ilo, Plouratos by nonto, crossed, 
ws sio told, with great difficulty, tho pusses o£ the 
Dogh—it was then known os Mount Skordos—'Oiid pass* 
ing tbroQgh tho JUyrisn Dosort, a tract not long since 
laid waste by tho Macedonians in order tu rundur diiBoult 
tho iQcuisions of tho Dordonians into Illyria,'^ onivod at 
Skodro, where they presently recoiTOd on iuTltntion to au 
audience with King Qenthios, who was then at Lissot^. 
Oenthios proibssed his wHlingnoas to nccopt the profibred 
oUionco, but demanded a subsidy. Perseus promised 
three hundred tolente of silver, but grossly cheated his 
oUy. Bo hod the money duly coanted out to the Illyrian 
envoys at Pella, and allowed &eca “ to stamp it with tho 
etamp of the Illyrians.’'’^ A spceiul envoy f!rom the Mace¬ 
donian king then conveyed ten talents at ouco to King 
Gcntbice, who, on receipt of this earnest of his subsidy,

" waste," then, must have beeu made by the Uaeodoniacs to 
protect Dlyria, when tmder thsii sopremocyt from IDordomon 
invasion.

On the other hand, the fact that tho talents 
were talents of aQver, and that so silver coins of Qenthioa ore 
known, raises on obvious objection to such so interpretalion of 
Livy’s words. It is possible that the cobs wore Macedonian, 
but bad an Illyrian countermark stamped on them. In that 
csss it would be btereatbg to discover such. 
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vas prep&ildd on to incur ths impUciiblo boatility of Bomo 
by inToding part of lUyrioum under Roman proteotfoo, 
and seising and throwing into prison the Roman atO' 
bassadoTS sent to complain of this hostile conduct. Tho 
perddioos Macedonian, howerer, hoaiing that the IHyrian 
king was hopelessly committed to a wur with Rome, gavo 
orders to orreec the Illyrian enroys who wore convoying 
the rest of the sum, and whoso journey had already boon 
purposely delayed, at the Macedonian frontier,^® 

Rome had already bod too good reason to complain of 
the piratic acts ooruTnitted by tho Illyrian galleys. In 
180 B.c. the Frsetor L. Duronius had arrived at Roms from 
Rrundusinm with the report that King Genthios was the 
prime mover in piratic onterprisc,® and the Issans, thoir 
Grech colonial allies, hod already sent an embassy to com* 
plain of ravages of their territory on the port of the King. 
The day of reckoning bad now come. In 168 L. Anicius 
was sent to chastise Genthios* presomption. It was in 
vain that the King assembled 15,000 worriers in his city 
of Lissos to oppose the invader. His personal vices, 
drunkenness and oruel^, as well as the tyrannic aote of 
his govemmeat, bad alienated the affeotione of his eub- 
jeota. The maritime cities, Olkinion (Dulcigno) and 
Rhison (Risono), as well as several of the subject 
niyrioiL tribos of the interior, at once declared against 
him. Genthios in despair fell baok on Skodra, the 
capital and chief stronghold of his kingdom,^ to await 
within its strong defeuoes the retuxa of his brother

liry (zliv. e. 81 ) gays Ankios advanced to Skodra "id 
qood belli caput fuerat, non eo solam (jaod Gontius earn ceperat 
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CfiraTAQtiue, who had baen diapatohad with a port of tho 
royal forces to maJce head against domostio rebels. 
Anicim, wishiDg to profit by the irapreasion already 
Toade, attezDpted an assault The impataoos IHyrians, 
instead of awaiting the attack behind their ranipartSj 
opened the gates and rushed forth on the odTancteg 
foes. They were repolsed with great slaughter, and this 
nnsuccesslul sally so disheartened Sing (^enthios that 
he sent two chiefs to beg for throe days in which to 
oonsider bis terras. To the last he had hoped for tbo 
return of his brother Caravantius and the forces with 
him, and the Eing in his anxiety embarked on a 
natiTe canoe, and rowing up the river to the great 
Labeate lake bard by, looked forth cn the waters 
for a sign of his returning galleys from the land 
beyond. But no bark appeared on the horisoc. Eing 
QenthioB returned to Skodra, and on the third day sur¬ 
rendered at discretion to tho Bomaxi general.^^ Aniciua 
followed up this success by capturing Medeon in the land 
beyond the lake, the last stronghold of the kingdom, 
where he took the King’s brother Caravantius and the 
remaining members of the Boyal fhmily.^ In thirty 
days the whole campaign was over, and the tidings cf 
AniciW triumph reached Borne before it was known that 
he bad set forth. Clenthlos and the captive princes were 
transported to Italy and exile, and in 167 n.a adorned 
the trinmph of Xi. Anicius "over Genthios and tho

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niTrians.’' The shine, however, iraa taken oat of this 
Llymii triamph hj the greater triumph of PauUus 
Emilios that had preceded it, and, as Livy remarke,^ 
“ non G^ttas Ferseo, non TUyrii Kacedonibus, non spolia 
spoliis, non peounia peonaiio, non dona donis, conipai*ari 
poterant.” 

TVo hundred and twenty niyrian lembi *’ wero 
divided among the Dynhaohiane, ApoUoniatee, and 
Corcyrean^—the chief sufferers from their former piratio 
croft. Boman prssfeete were provisionally appointed at 
Skodra, Olciniiim, and BhiBoniam, bat Borne at present 
showed no inclination to embarrass her finances with the 
direct goveroment of these unremuncrative Illyrian lands. 
The former kingdom of Genthios was divided into three 
divisions, two of which, the Labeate, and that of which 
Bhizonium in the present Bocche di Cattaro formed the 
centres, ore known. An assembly of Illyrian chiefs and 
Beguli was summoned to Skodra by Anicius to leant the 
will of the conquerors as to the political resettlement of 
the oountiy. The decree of the Senate dealing with 
King Obntiiie’ suhjeote, preserved by is most liberal 
in its terms, and leaves no doubt as to the polity which 
Borne was at this time inclined to pursue towards the 
Illyrians. The Illyrians, we read, were to he free. The 
Boman garrisons were to be withdrawn from the towns, 
citadels, and strongholds. The Issans, Taulantians, and 
the Basaaretian tribe of the Firustss, as well as the 
citizens of Bhizoniam and Olcinium, were not only to be 
fVee, but were to be exempted from all tribute, as a reward 
for their timely defection King Genthios. The 

Baorsean tribe was to be granted the same iaamunity for

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their paevDg otct armed from the Eisg’s brotbor 
Caravontius to tbe Rotoatie. The Skodiana, DoasoreriBco, 
Sklepitani, acd the other Ulyriase weia to pay hoJf the 
tribute which they had formerly paid to the King.*® Wo 
hear no more of Bozoan prsf9Cta> and the real poaition of 
the lUyrians with regard to Kerne continuod for long to 
be that of allied and tribotery clone and citica roproeented 
at the Senate by their accredited enToye. liomo for tho 
preaant contented hersolf with having demoliehod the 
tebrio of Illyrian unity: it woe not tlU tho noxt contury 
that lUyricnm wae formally reduced to a Eoman province. 

It Mows from all this that there ia no reason for snp« 
posing that Anicius' triumph over Eing Glcnthioe would 
have put an end to the autonomous coinage of Illyrian 
citiee, or even that of allied princes. Already, in 229 
the great Illyrian commercial cities of ApoUonia and 
Dyrrhachion hod passed under Roman protectorate on 
terms of perpetual alliance; but they bad still continued 
to strike their own money, and Rome herself bad adopted 
the Dyrrhochian and Apolloniate etandard for her new 
Yictoriari, which were made to weigh a third of the 
Illyrian trldrachms.^ Livy infbrma ns “ that 120,000 
pieces of JUyrian. silver formed part of the loot on King 
Genthios' oonqnest, and the silver coins of Dyrrhaebion and 
ApoUonia associated with the small brass pieces of the 
Illyrian king himself in the Selci find sufficiently indicate 
the miiiting-placee of the arffeniion Illyrnm alluded to by 
the historian. 

Skodra, as we have seen, was not unkindly treated

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by b^r conqueror, vbo relieved ber citizens of half the 
Uibuto vrhiclL they had hitherto paid to their native 
ruler, and the respect ehown to the Illyrian mints at 
^yrrbachion aad ApoUonia makes it highly improbable 
that the Homans should have suppressed that of tho 
lUyrien capital. There can therefore be no a piiari objeo* 
tion to our referring the autonomous coics of Skodra, of 
the type PL I. 2, knoivu to numismatists at least since 
Eckhel’s days, to the period immediatel}' succeeding tho Ml 
of Genthios aud the temporary occupation of the city by 
the Homan prstor. The choractor of the coins themselTOS 
is indeed such as to leave no doubt that they belong to a 
period immediately prooeding or succeeding the reign of 
Geuthios. Except for the absence of the ILicg's name, 
and the substitution of that of tho Skodran community 
aitd their civic magistrates, tho reverse of these ooioe with 
its galley device is idendcttl with that of Qenthios' later 
issue (PI. L dg. 6), which they resemble also in 
weight and module. I have already adduced good 
reasons for believing that the autonomous type of Skodran 
coin which immediately preceded the series of £ing 
Qenthios was that which bears the shield and helmet of 
Macedonian supremcicy. We ore left, therofore, to infer 
that these galley coins of SIcodra were sttuok immediately 
after Qenthios’ captivity.*^ The citizens of Skodra, in

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loci, eeatck to have profited "by the Bomeu trinxoph over 
their domeetic tyrant to revect to an autonomous ccinag;o ; 
and their action in this respect finds a close contemporary 
parallel in that of the Macedonian towna and districts who 
on PeTBeua* overthrow began, with the permission of thoir 
conquerors, to strike coins in tho name of thoir own 
ocmmonwcolths.

In discussing the coins of Clenthioa there is at least 
some historic basis for the argument There ie, howorer, a 
series of coins of an Illyrian king, by name Ballicos, of 
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vtom WO have no historio information. JjorgQ numbors 
of colu of this prince, discovered in the Jale of I^eeina^ 
where the onoieat Parian ooIodj of Pharia wae situated 
^bare been deaotibed Professor Gllubich ^ and othora. 
The date of Ballsos has been vaguclj placed by this 
Emd other nujuismatio writers about the time of Alex¬ 
ander the Great i but no trustworthy data have beon 
put forward in support of this euppoeitioo. 

A variety of excavations and resoarohos carried out on 
tho site of tho old XILyrian city of Bhizocium hoe now 
supplied me with some numismatio evidence which may 
help to clear up the vexed question of the place of 
Balheos in Illyrian history. • 

It is in 329 e.c., during: the first Boman invasion of 
Illyria, that Bhieon) or Rhiaomon, first appears in history 
as a ^eat lUynan strong:hold. In that year tho Queen 
Teuta, whose piratic “lembihad been long tho terror 
of Adriatic waters, forced to dy from the coznbinod attack 
of Consuls Cn. Fulvius and A. Postumiue by land and 
eaa, took reihge at Rhizon, according tc Polybioe a 
small city, etroi^ly fortified, xeraoved from the eea, hut 
situated on the river Rhizon." The expression 
moved from tho sea/’ and the mention of a river of the 
some name os tho town, have caused a good deal of 
quite unnecessary dithoulty to critics and commontatozs; 
and Sir Gardner WiUcinson^ and others have been led to 
seek for the refuge city of the Illyrian queen seme'

There con be no 
douH ^owerer, that the lUyri&iL Khuon, or Ehisomuin, 
ifi identical, in site as in name, with tbo lator Xtoman 
colony which gaye its name to the lihiiionic CHilf, tho 
modem Bocohe di Cattaro, and which edU prolonga a 
municipal continuity in the little town of llieano. To 
the early Greek navigators the Ithiaonic Gulf, from whoso 
sinuone and hidden doptbe the piradu orait of lUynon 
mainlandera darted forth on their coasting traders, eceme 
to have been known, par 3SMlUnc9, as “the Illyrian 
river," in whose neighbourhood, it was said, wore to bo 
the rock^built tombs of Sadmos and ITarmonia. 
Here, according to the saga, when tho Colchlan pursuers 
of the Aigononts were wearied with their choso, a jkort 
of them landed ond built themselves a stronghold :

When we seek information as to the position of theso 
Encheleons, Skylnx informs us that they lay on the 
Ehizoidc Gulf,^ and as if to leave us in no doubt os 
to what is meant by the “ JUyrian river " of ApoUdnios* 
saga, the same writer places the “ rocks and tomplo " 
of Sodmosand Harmonia r»v *P/Cvv»toc

If any doubt still remains as to the identity of Queen 
Teuta’s Rhizon with the later Roman city, the excava¬ 
tions and explorations that I have made on the spot at 
Risano, inoluding the discovery of two autonomous coins 
of Rbisonium itself, will probably be accepted as conclu¬ 
sive on this point. At Risano a small torrent, which 
bursts from a cavern in the mountain about a quarter of 
n milo inland, runs into the se^ and in the low-lying 
fields on either side of its courae are to be found ample 
romains of the ancient city. At a depth of about ton 
feet beneath the present surface I have, at dlfTererit times, 
layed boro the basement floors of houses and the pave¬ 
ments of narrow streets, while Roman romains, insorip- 
tions, coins, pottery and glass abound. What, however, is 
remarkable is the extraordinary Large proportion of Illy¬ 
rian coins, almost exolnsively belonging to Ring Bollmos, 
which are to be fbimd associated with ot^ects of un¬ 
doubted Roman fabric. Of the abundance of these Illy- 
lian coins a single fact will give some idea. To the right 
of the small Risano torrent is a field near the sea where 
I have picked up with my own hands half-a-dosen small 

liaa river os that of Rhison. The monomenU of Esdmos and 
Harmonia were probably gigantao atone barrowe, such as are 
to be found all along this coast. This would anAeiantly ex¬ 
plain the reappearance of the legend at varioos apots. I bavs 
nyself seen some of these “ Blyrion pyramids,” as they might 
almost be oaUed, in the mounUios above Risano.

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It 18 not too much to eay tliut this selection of t^'pes 
foaud on the site of ancient lihisoa throws nn ontiroly new 
light on Illyrian numismatics. The two autoncznoris 
ooins of tho city itself whioh head fho list aro by them- 
selves sntBciint to enable ua to add lUiizon to the list of 
Illyrian mints. Tl»o two coins, however, sf^m to belong 
to diJToront epochs. The first osainplo reading PIXO, 
which 1 hod the good fui'tnne to pick up at Itieuiio with 
ray own braids, ilein its stylo as well os fi^om the absence 
of Artemis on the 1 * 0 verso, may, with great probability, bo 
referred to ft time anterior to the roign of Ballieos, and 
if 1 am right in dosciibing the head on tho obverse os 
that of Zeus, presents some aunlogy with tho autonomous 
coins of Skodrft struck alter the full of King C^enthios. 
As wo know that Hhizou was rewarded fur her secessiou 
from that king with complete liberty nud immunity from 
tribaw, and was placed indeed in a 0102*0 favonruble posi¬ 
tion in this respect than Skodvu itself, there is a certain 
a priori probability that this Ehisonia 2 L coin was struck 
OE tlto ocesftion of the recovered liberty of the city in 
1C8 u.c. 

The second coin, the legond on which is unfoiianately 
iu ports luicertain, but which appears to read PIXAN- 
iTTAN, resembles both in weight, modulo, and the Art^ 
mis dovioo of its lovcise, the euius of Bollsos’ successor or 
successors. Both coins afiurd interesting evidecee that 
the comuioiiwealth of Komuii Bisonium, afterwards the 
chief city of this part of tho coast, and the usm^^ver 
of tho gulf, dates back to the days of Illyrian kings. Even 
in its later Boman stage of enstence this city, as the 
Illyrian names on the insciipUons show, was largely 
made up of aboriginal elements. It was, in fact, the sea' 
port and maikoVtowE of tho Alpine lands beyond, which 
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bA present go to m&ke up Moctoi^gro and Herzegovina, 
end to-day find tboir haTons at Oattaro and lU^usa 

In claasifying the coins of King BaUsos fbund at 
Riaano, I have passed over trlfimg Tarietiee in the design, 
and have contented myself with enumerating the pre¬ 
vailing typos,. 

It is abundantly evident, not only from the frequency 
of the Goine themselves on this site, but from thefrag- 
monts of uncoined brass wbiob have been found associated 
iritb them, that Rbison, or Rhiaonimn, was a mint of 
Sing Balbcos, The eimilarly abundant discovery of coins 
of this prince in the Isle of Lesina, about the site of the 
ancient Fharia, bad long led Dalmatian antiquaxise to 
recog:Qise that that city was a mintuig-place of Balloos; 
and this fhot was rendered certain by the discovery of a 
coin in Lesina in which the Fharian stamp is seen half 
efiaced by that of a moneyer of the Illyrian prince.* 

By a comparison of a large number of coins of Ballccos 
found at Risano with a collection of coins of the same 
king from Leeina, I am able to distinguish two distinct 
types of bis ccinage^tbe Itbiscnian type and the Fbaiian. 
Coins of the Rhieonian type, of course, occasionally occur 
in Ledna, and conversely those of the Pbarian type are 
not unirequently found at Bieano; but there can be no 
doubt as to the different character of the prevailing type 
of these two sites. 

On the Pbarian examples Artemis, as a rule, is a far 
stlffer figure than on those from Rhizon, and instead of 
hurrying forward stands facing the apeotator. The 
drapery bangs instead of fioatiog behind the goddess. 
The quiver on the shoulder is not so apparent, and on

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the right band of the goddess appears a spear-like arrow. 
The breasts are giveir with great distiootness; on the 
other band, the buskina are not eo apparent as on the 
^hisoniun coins. The legend is BAAAAIOY. Professor 
Giacomo Boglich, of Losins, hoe remarked*’ on the ranty 
of coins of Ballaoe reading BAZIAEihS—among those 
disoovered on that island-—the ancient Phsria. It is, thero- 
fore, not improbable that the few that bays been found 
there hod found their way from the king:'e Rhizoaian mint. 

On the other band, among the coins of Ballseos 
from Risano BASIAEUS tlmoeC inyarlably appears on 
the legend, and examples like No. 4, which is what 1 
venture to denominate the Phorisn type, are as rate on the 
site of Rhiaon as the other types, Noe. I—3, are common. 
In order to give aaothor example of these Pharian coins, 
I have engraved, PL II. fig. 7, a fine specimen now in the 
Museum at Aginm, slightly differing in the arrange¬ 
ment of the legend from No. 4. It is further to be 
observed that the coins from Leeina are almost always 
of smaller ruodnle than those from Bisano. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the moneyers of Bhison 
and Pbaria have taken as their starting-point two different 
conceptions of Artemis as rendered by Greek sculptore, 
The finest example of pure Greek art on a coin of Eiing 
Ballffios is, so far as I am aware, the beautiful coin in 
the British Museum (PI. II. fig. 5), which, by the kind¬ 
ness of the Curators of the Medal-room, I am now enabled 
to publish. The obverse presents a portrait of the king’s 
head, with a fine-cat aquiline nose, each as is still the 
characteristic of the Albanian descendants of the ancient 
IllyHsns, and features in a style of art which recalls

It would bo iatcroeMflg to know whether t)ie two 
shafts bubiud tbo boud of the goddees, which in tine and 
other Illyrian leudeiings of tho design perdstenUy 
supply the place of the quirer in tbe Crrook originals,^ 
may not have some reference to tbe «peei&l cult of the 
lUyTian Avtomis. It is mgnifieant that the Thraciun 
goddess Bendis, who wus accepted by tbe Oivcks as 
Ai'terais, recciTodthe distiaguifibing epithet of StX«yx«,” 
" of the two laneos,” end it must bo reinmbcretl that tlio 
Southern lllyrions were lajgdy ndxcd with Thracian 
oloments. 

Tbe barbarous degenerations of Bulhcos’ coins, of wbaeb 
X have givc'U two or throe cLaincteiietic und Qflea*recur> 
ring t}'pes, aio oxiromoly abundant ut liisano, and (iresont 
obrious onologice with similar ornamental dovolopmonts 
on ancient British and otbei* Celtic colna It louet not, 
boworer, he inferred from this that tbo ^izonian abori* 
gince themselves wei‘e in any senao Celtic, aa undoubtedly 
were some of tbe tribes of more northern Ill 3 'riciim. The 
personal nuiasa of oltiBone diseovei^ed on moniimeute of 
Itoioaii date on this sito, when act Latin or Greek, ore 
charaoterisbically lUyiian.

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Ie dstermioing tUs Epprosimate dato of Ballrcos, 
ths coins vhioh I have coUeotsd in Olius IV.» and wUicli 
appear to haTO hitherto escaped the notice of numiamatlc 
students, afford nevr and voluahle evidence. These coins, 
which though gonorallj of lighter weight and leaser 
module, are obviously, os their reveiee shows, the immo- 
diate euccessors of the Balloan issues, display Jiolmetcd 
heads on their obverse, copied from those of Pallas and 
Libertas on Homan donorii/and, thorefors, belong to n 
period when Homan iuduonce was becoming paramount on 
the East Adriatic shore. Tho legend MYN and MY, to bo 
deciphered on two of these coins, is probably part of the 
name of a prince; but it would be wise to wait for tho 
discovery of more perf^t e^mplee of this type of coin 
before venturing to complete tbe legend ae Amynioi or 
Jjnyfuuidros.'*^ 

The discovery of theso Illyrian coins fitting on tho 
series of King BoUecos, and strongly marked with Homan 
induence, must at once disposo of the theory that Balhcos 
wes a predecessor of Queen Tenta. It was during Queen 
Tenta’s reigu that Home was first brought into direct 
ooutaot with the Illyrians, and the Homan infiuenee on 
the East Adriatic shoteo was still so small that^ us wo 
have seen, the coins of Sing Gsnthios, airsody the fourth 
Illyrian prince in descent after Tsuta, are in their cha¬ 
racter purely Greek. On the other hand, though we are 
unable to leoin from hietorioal sources when Balhcos 
may have reigned at Hhizon or Pbaris, history affords us 
Bufiictcnt ovidence as to a period when he could not 
have reigned at either of these two cities. There is no

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room for doubdng that Touta’e auccessorSj including 
Oanthios down to tbo last moments of his reign, ruled 
OTsr the whole of the ooastland and ielands from Lissoe 
to Pberia; indeed, even the Dalmatm beyond hod obeyed 
Genthioe' fother. The defection of Bhi»on from Genthios 
ie expressly mentioned by Livy, and there is, therefore, 
during the whole period which extends iiom 230 to 
167 a.a, no room for the indopoudent sovereignty of 
Balheos in this temtory. 

^e reign of BsUmos must, therefore, be fixed some time 
after 167 B.c.; while, on the other hand, the wholly 
Greek cbaractar of ooins, such se the silver piece of 
BftUsos in the British hlnseum, precludo the possi* 
biUty of their having been atrock much later than this 
date. 

We receive, indeed, a significant hint from hietoriana 
that soon after Genthioe’ captivity the old Ardiason 
sovereignty was revived on this port of the coast. 
Bhison, which had before provided a i^efuge for the 
vanquished Qneen Tenta, may very well, when the 
fiivt impression of Anicius' cheaply-won victory had 
faded away, have again become a stronghold of Illyrian 
independence under some remaining eoion of the royal 
house. Certain it is that in 136 s.c. the Ardiiei, whose 
royal line had hitherto supplied the race of Illyrian 
kings, had become once more so formidable by reason 
of their piraoy and brigandage that Consul Flaocue in 
that year wae constrained to undertake their thorough 
subjogation; and it U equally certain that these Ardimone 
and their allies the Pleneans were the two mainland 
tribes whose territory bordered*^ on the gulf and city of

EUeoq and town and island of Pliarla, tlis two minting- 
places of Balbeos. 

Tile cocqaeat of Flaccua in 135 R.c. forms a limit 
beyond wbieb it would be unsafe to place n Icing like 
Ballsos striking coins on purely Glreelc models. On 
the other Land, it is by no means imposaibic that the 
coins reading MYN, and di^lnying on their obverse, in 
place of tbe king's head, the familiar Eoma of Eoman con* 
sutar denarii, may have been struck by some who 

Lad socoeeded Ballteos under the more direct tutelage 
of Rome. ZUyricum does not appear in history as formally 
reduced to a Roman province till d.c. when it is 
mentioned as an annexe of Ois-Alpine Qaul; but throngL" 
out the century that preceded this formal act, the 
RorasaiBation of the Illyrian littoral had been steadily 
perfectiiig itself. Long before Roman colonies had boon 
officially planted in the great coast-cities of lUyricum, 
Roman merchants, who have left their epigraphic trac^, 
were already settled in them. The numbers of oonsular 
denarii that come to light, even in remote parts of the 
jDolmatian interior, attest considerable commercial con¬ 
nection with Italy, and nothing was more natural than 
that the Illyrian moneyers shonld have imitated in their 
brass domestic iseue tbe Roman consular pieces, which 
had now supplanted in their commerce the earlier silver 
cnrrency of Maeedon and the Ch^^ek coast-cities. From 
the continually recurring discovery of coins of Bollseos at 
Rlsano, associated with undonbtedly Roman remains, it is 
highly probable that already in his days Rhizon was ffist 
becoming a Roman city. The coins of his successor are 
by themselTee sufficient proof that by that time tbe 
Romans had ousted the Greeks as the pioneers of com¬ 
merce and civilisation in this part of the Ill 3 ’rian ooaet, 
vor.. XX. N,s.

I HATE macti pleMur© In makiog kcowzi to Numiamatiata, 
and especially to tke sRiall circle of Sabaean soliol&rs> an 
important Himyaritic coin which 1 have lately dia- 
covered in the oollection of Greek coins in the University 
of Aberdeen. It may be dWribed aa follows :—

This yery remarkable pteco was purchased at a solo in 
Loudon by the late H. N. DaYie> £eq., simply os a bar* 
barouB Alexander. 

The inscription was recognised by no one as being in 
the Himjaritio character until I saw the coin laet year 
when the University of Aberdeen acquired the Davie Col¬ 
lection. 

Although it is of courae quite evident that this coin is 
of barbarous work, it ia, nevertheless, so well and carefully 
executed, especially on the cbverea, that it ie even possible 
to assign a date to it. 

Both in style and ikbrlo it is a close imita^on of one of 
the tetradraehms of Alexander, of Class V. of Muller. 
We shall not be far wrong, therefore, if we assart that 
tbe original coin which served as a model to the Arab 
artist was struck about n.a 200. 

Here, then, we poasesa a valuable chronological datum. 
The ezisience of this Himyaiite copy of a Greek coin, 
struck circ. b.c. 200 , proves that about that period the 
infiuence of Alexander’s enormous mtemational currency 
had made itself felt even in the remote kingdoms of 
Southern Arabia to such a degree as to induce the 
monarch then reigning there to change tbe ancient 
Perse standard of weight (which we know from other 
coins, of. Nnm. Qhroo. 1^.8., vol. zviii. p . 283, to have 
been in use in Himyarite the kingdom in the fourth 
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o«ntury B.c.) and to adopt the Attio weight of Alexunder'a 
cnrrency. 

It likewise pwree that at this early period the Him* 
yorite chai’actora were folly dereleped on the coinage; and 
finally it gives us the name of a king, Ah-yatha^ who is, 
I beUeve, quite unkj^wn to history. 

It ia alflo highly intoreating from an artistic point of 
view, as^ showing the high stage to which imitative art 
had attained in Yemen, and consequently the foreaching 
influence of Clreek art, which spread like a wave over the 
whole ancient world. 

Other znstonoes of this iznitatire faculty aro, however, 
not wanting at even an earlier period, on the Himyaritio 
copies of Athenian coins of the fourth century already 
referred to. 

This tetradrachm of Ab>yatha' is, however, no mere 
servile imita^on of Alexander^ coinage. The figure on 
the reverse ia intentionally altered and adapted to the 
ideas of the people for whom it was designed. Thus the 
bearded head of Zeus is replaced by a beardless face, and 
the arrangement of the hair in ourls is very distinctive of 
Arab &8hion. 

Whether the figure represents a god or a king 1 am 
unable positively to decide, but J am strongly inclined to 
look upon it as one of the Sab«an deities, probably a 
solar god holding in his hand a fiower which has been 
deliberately substituted for the e^Ie in the hand of Zeus 
on the Alexandrine prototype. 

The chance discovery of this important monument of 
Himyaritio history and art leads me to hope that among 
the multitudinous varieties of the ooins of Alexander 
scattered throughout Europe in various public and private 
collections this may not be the only one bearing a Him'' 
yaritic inscription. 
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At the raoment, laoroover, it i& Qspeciallj 

opportune; for, ae I shall presently show, it will turn out 
to be of use in assisting us to form a corxoct idea of the 
date of another eerles of Himyaritio coins which I was 
also the means of first making known in the pagoa of 
the Numismatic Ohroniole (N.S. vol. xviii., pp. 273— 

I allude to the Sui’lt Niud, a miuuU) and dotailed 
descripUon of which haa just bean puhlislied by hi. G. 
8cbltiinbergOT> under the title of “ Le Tr^sor de 8an’tL,'’ 
Paris, 1880. (Leroux.) 

M. Schlumberger treats the subject froru a point of 
view purely numismatic. He makes no olaim whatever 
to a knowledge of the Sabsaa language: hoxico it is to 
be regretted that no ^rther progress has been made by 
by in the interpretation of the inscription and the mono¬ 
grams which have hitherto baffled the skiU of exp^ 
rienoed Sabawi eoholara. It may even be questioned 
whether the insoription whioh regularly occurs ou the 
earhest coins of thie find is in tho Himyantic language 
at all: certainly the forms of the characters have nothing 
in conunon with the well-known stately Himyaritio 
writing, which, from the evidence of other letters on these 
very same coins, we know to have been actually in use on 
the coinage simultaneonsly with the mysterious cha¬ 
racters. 

M. Schlumberger, however, though he has not suc¬ 
ceeded in reading the inscription, has given us a most 
valuable numismatic treatise on a very remarkable eeries 
of coins. If there be a fault to he found with his classifi¬ 
cation it is that it is rather too minute. 

He divides the whole find into no lees than fifteen 
different types, many of which I should prefer to call 
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mei^ely slight y&rletie^ owiug to the coins being atrnck 
from diferent diee. 

In. «^atial pomte 1 agree with the order in which 
H. Schlumberger haj arranged the find. There can be 
no doubt, for instance, that the ooins of Group I., which 
show oe the head of a king (or god) wearing a laurel 
wreath, and with hia hair arranged in the ancient Arab 
foehioD, are older than those of Group II., which are 
copied from Boman coins with the head of Augustus ,* and 
as there can be little doubt about the date of the latter, 
which most coincide with the time of the expedition of 
Aelius Gallue into Arabia in a.o. 24, the ^^uestion to be 
settled in regard to Group I. is merely its duration. 

In my paper already referred to 1 bad conjecturally 
fixed the commeneement of the Himyori^c imitations of 
the fiat Athenian tetradrachms os subsequent to b.c. 6(>, 
tbo time when the Athenian ooinage was, if not pro* 
hibited altogether by Sulla, at any rate much restricted. 
M. Schlumberger, on the other hand, weald make the 
Himyaritio imitations, Group I. with AGE and the in* 
scription commence ae early as the latter half 

of the second century B.O., and the sense with mono¬ 
grams begin early in the next century. Hence he argues 
that the Athenian prototypes should be arranged in a 
fiumlar order—via. lot. the series with magietratee* names 
in full; and 2iid, that with monograms. He would thus 
make the Himyarlte coins of Group I. oontempomneous 
with, rather than subsequent to, the Athenian money. 

In this opinion I can hardly conenr. To my eyes 
these Himyaritic coins have all the appearonoe of being 
Che cmrcncy of a very limited period of time, probably 
considerably Less them a century, and Z would look upon 
them rather as a reminiscence of the Athenian, coinage 
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issued after the latter had cessed to be stt^ok at Athens, 
and to find its w&j into the Arabian oommorce, than as 
direct imitations loade during; the flourishing period of 
Athenian trade with the East. 

Similoi'lj, it seems to me that M. Schlumborgor aasigns 
too extended a period to the coinage of Group IT. with 
the Augnatean head, when he conjecturee (p. that it 
continued to be issued during the first century of the 
Christian era. 

It ehould not be forgotten that in the whole find of two 
hundred coins there are but four distinct pairs of mono¬ 
grams, and only two reallj distinct types of the coinage 
with the inscription Ifj then, as M.Sohlum- 

berger suggests, these monograms are the abbreviated 
names of mimicipal ma^strates, or agoranomi, it follows 
that it is neoeesary to oompreas all the jpwaII Tartetiee of 
type bearing one and the same pair of monograms into 
the space of time, to be counted by months rather 
than years, during which that pd; of TDagistratas held 
office. 

In fine, I see no valid reason why all the coins figured 
in M. Schlomberger's Plate 1. might not easily have 
been issued during a period of about thirty years, say 
fmm B.c. 70~-~i0, and those in Plates IT. and Ill. during 
another thirty years, say ft'orn v.o. 4(^10, the Augustean 
type commencing ciro. B.a 24. 

Here it is that the tetradraohm of Ab-yatha’ comes to 
our asalstanoe by showing us what style of art and what 
sort of fabric we are to SEpset on Himyarite of the 
second century B.c. The diflersnes between it and the 
San'fi coins is indeed so great, that were it not for the 
unmisUhable evidence of the inscriptions, one would 
hardly believe them to be products of the same race. 
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Oertaioly more tlian a century muat hAve elapsed Ihciweea 
works so divergent in every respect as tlie Alyyatha* 
tetradracbm and tbe coine of tbe San’fi dnd, and as ibe 
date of the former cannot be earlier than n.c. 200, we 
arrive at the middle of the drat century for the com> 
mencament of tbe San’fi series. 

So much for the chronology of the dnd. With regard 
to the inscription //TiyfT^, which no one bae yet been 
able to interpret, and vbioh is fbund also on coins of a 
previous date, M. Scblumberger for the present suspends 
bis opinion, but justly remarks that it is hardly possible 
that it can stand for the name of a reigning prince, 
unless, indeed, it be some constant appellation of tbe 
royal boose, snoh as Axsaoes on tbe Parthian coinage. 

On the whole, it seems safer to seek in it au ethnic 
rather than a personal name. 

H. de Longpirier’s suggestion that the isolated H, 
which, with a very few exceptions, is to be found on all the 
coins of the 8an’& dud, stands for tbe town of Kegraoa 
(Kejrdn) is extremely probable, as that town was one of 
tbe most important is the Himysrite kingdom. 

The head ou both the earlier and the later series is 
taken by M. Scblumberger to be that of a king, not 
that of a god. In. this be is perhaps right, for the 
arrangement of the hair on tbe coins of &ronp I. bears a 
close resemblance to that of some of tbe Kabatbacan kings 
(cf. that of hCaIcbus I., Aretas III., and Obodas II. De 
Sanlcy, "Annuaire de Numiamatique,” IV. PI. I.). 

In oonclusion, I would say that if in some points of 
chronology I have been led to differ ^m hf. Sohlum- 
berger, I am none tbe leas sensible that he has 
contributed a thorough and exhaustive treatise on 
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Himyarite oumianuitica, and ona Trliioli will bo mdia- 
ponsable to all future iziquiioiB in thia field of rcsearob.

2, the eequenoe of the oacuee 
in the margin of the obverse is occaAoiially obaoged, the 
mrcles of the Area of the Reverse are sometimes plain, 
sometimes composed of points. 

Abd Sa’id Babidur Eb&n ^vas the last of the Moghul 
familf, who reigned for an^ length of time over Persia. 
After his death the whole coantiy was for some years 
practically in the hands of the ChdpinXs. Mombers of the 
Moghul family were pot upon the throne and deposed at 
their plessure. A^er Abd Sa’id's death, 13th Babi' IL 
736, Arpi Kbin reigned a few daya; he was killed at 
Ujin by the sons of Amir Mahmdd Sbih Inchu on the 
3rd Sbawwil of the same year. Mds4 IThin iba *Ali 
Baidu then ascended the throne, was however deposed 
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two montlis Iftter by Am^r Shoikb Uo^aa ObdpiQl (known 
fa tbo " great Rafian ”), and replaced by Muitammed SJtdHy a 
great grandaon of Hul&kd. Mdai Ehda waa killed at tbo 
battle of Gotmidd in tho b^^inning of 737 wben fighting 
against Mubammod IHidn, and tbo latter was killed by 
Amir Shoikb Hason ibn Timilr Tdsb (known oa tbo “ little 
Hasan") in a battle uearNakhcbivin,on tlio 30tb Zi 2 lhijjeh» 

738, after a reign of two years. Tho prinocss 8&<^( Beg 
Ch&tdn, a daughter of Blj&itu Hbdn, roigsod a short 
time, was deposed by the little XCasan in tho euramer of 

739, and married to JUnin, a grcat*grandson of 

Tishmeh, one of Hulakd’a sons. Suloimin reigned with 
great diffieultiee till about 743. He hod to defend his 
throne ageunet the great Hasan, and the latter's uomineo, 
iTeh&a Timdr, a grandson of Hoikhdtu, defeated them, 
was then deposed by the little Hasan, and finally dis¬ 
appears from history in 744. In 741 (tbo date on the 
coins) Suleimdn £h6n's sway socice to have boon acknow¬ 
ledged throughout Persia, as tho coins of Yo£d, Korin&n 
and certify. The little Hasan's nomluco, Auushirv4n 
lDi4n, who redgned only a few days in 740, scorns not to 
hare disturbed Suleiman Shin’s authority. At the end 
of the year 741 Mnh&ris ed din, the first of the Pars 
Uusafieris, was the independent ruler of Yezd; in 743 be 
took Herm&n from the Qara Ejtinians and a few years 
later Shfr4z fell into his hands. In 754 he woe ruler of 
Azerb^jin, and public prayers were read in bis name at 
Tabns. Amir Hubiriz ed dio, in conseqnence of great 
cruelty to his sons and relatione, was imprisoned at Ispahan, 
as he was returning from Arerb^j^n, end blinded by 
bis nephew Sb4h Sultan at the castle Tabarek on the Idth 
Uamas&n, 760; he was then taken to Qal’ah 8afid in 
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Firs, tlion to Qal'aK Cfermsir, &ad fnallj to Bom, wbero 
be died, Babi’ II. 765. He ttas burled at Molbcd la tbe 
colle^ be bod founded. His eldest eon, 5h6b Shuji’, wbo 
was bom 22 Jumida II. 733, pFobabl;^ assumed euproTiio 
power after bis father had been blindod in 760. Tbe 
following coins show the kingdom of Shib Sbuji’ to briTO 
extended from the Persian Qulf on the south to Tabriz on 
tbo north, and from Kcrmin on the oast to idej on tho 
west, including tbe present provinces Firs, Cermin, Yesd, 
Iriq, Azorbiij&n and Ai’abiston. Sbih Shuji’ died 
Saturday, SIst Sba’bio, 783, at Sbiris, and was succeeded 
by bis sen Zeiu el ’Abidiu, who was captured by Tim dr 
Lang’s troops, blinded, and later sent to Traasoxania. 

Silver coins of JelU ed dw\>ja ku- cd dbi 
Muzofferl of F&rs. 

These coins arc mostly well struck, those of Idej and 
Bahin show the finest workmanship, somo of Yesd arc 
the worst.

Tbc mint place of No. C, if I road Bdjdn corroctly, ia 
perhaps the small town near 3XerT> montionod by Arabic 
and Persian geographers. Another Beljdn is naentionod 
os being a town near Basrah. 

BA^n, of No. 10,1 suppose to bo tbo present BAyln, 
also B&Lin, a large village 50 miles S.B. of Kormin on 
the road to Bam; it had, in 1877, 2540 inhabitanta. 
Bisult and Ldrdojdn are two places in the BaklitfAil 
country, both giving a name to two of the principal soarccs 
of tbo Zarun (EArAn beyond Shuster) rivet. LdrJ^An 
is called by geographers a district of Ahwis and a small 
town in great Lnristin. The country of tbo BakhtiAris, 
or great LmistAu, at present forms part of the ArakistAn 
province sometimes known as AhwAz. BAzuft (with pro- 
nunoiation BasiA) is said to be a place near IspahAn.

Of Sender, the mint place of Ke. 13,1 cannot dud any 
notice. It was perhaps the principal port of Kermdn or 
Fdrs, perhaps Hormuz or Qisb. People of Shirdz and 
Eermdu evea. now aaj shortly Bonder when they speak of 
the prinoipQ] port of their proTince, Tcspcctively Bdshchr 
(Bushiro) and Bonder Abbds. 

Idej or Isqj, tho zsiat place of Hos. 13 and 14, woe the 
capital of the Paalerieh Atabegs of Luristdn; its ruins 
can be seen m tbe midst of the email Mdlamir plain 
situated according to Ibn Batdtab four stages, according 
to my itinerary in 1877 131 miles, from Shdehter on the 
lepohdn road. In 763 aud 764 Huzadet cd din Afrdsidb 
Ahmed ibn Ydsuf Shih woe Atabeg of Luristdn. The 
country had been token by Sh&h Shujd’, for hie father, in 
760, and from the coins of Idej, Bizuft Lurdajin we 
see that Fazlriehs acknowledged the suzerain^ of ^e 
Huzafleris. 

Shebinkireh was up to Alp Arsl&n’s time (latter half 
of 11th ceotary) oalled Ij or Ig. When Fasl Allah ibn 
Hasan, commonly the Pazlrieb, was nominated 

GoTemoT of Pars, be mode Ij his capital. He rebelled 
against his suzerain, and was, after a siege, captured and 
killed by order of Niaim el Mulk, Alp Arsl&n’e colobiated 
minister. Fasl Allah's nephew, Hiz4m ed who was 
appointed in bis stead, called the country estonding from 
Buniz to Gdrist&n (7 fareakhe from Bender 'Ahbds) She- 
binkireh. It then paid a revenue of 200,000 dinars. 
Ta^^dt, in the be^nniog of the 12th oeutury, still ignores 
Sheb£nkireh. Under Huldkd's reign Shebdnk&reh was 
deeU’oyed, it then bad 17,000 houses. In 700 it is spoken 
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of afi an oiumpartant place paying only 26,000 Oiaan 
rovenae.

Tbe foregoing six coins prove more than anTtbing olao 
eoold that tbe reign of the ^^imlis, aleo known as the 
Bijenderiyehfi, was very precarious. They evidently 
neither hod the means nor the time to etrike their own 
coins, but had thoir names struck on old coins slready ia 
ciroulstioD. The Hasan Beig of the coins is the first of 
the Aq Quynnlds who had any supremacy at all; he took 
Shfr&z in 874 (1459-70), and died 30th liamas&D, 862, at 
Tabris. Hasan's son HhalQ, who succeeded, was killed by 
his brother Ts’qtib Beig, then Governor of Bidrhekr, 
near Marend in Aserbiijin on the 14ib Babi’ II. 683. 
Ta’qib died in his camp in Qarab4gh in the winter of 
896 (1490-1). It was during bis reign that SolUn 
Helder, thoSsf&vIeh, was killed atShirvin. Helder’a sons, 
who were imprisoned by Ya’qub at Istokhr, fled however 
during the anarchy consequent upon Ya’qub's death. 
Bustam Beig, Ya'qdb’s son, and last of the Aq Quyunlds 
who held any power, was stroogled by Ahmed, one of his 
relatjODS, in 902; and in 906 (1000), we find Sh4h Isma'il, 
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8011 of Holder, reigDing over Fcrno, and the Aq 
Qoiolua diMppoored from history.

Uavivo latoly Ii&d tho ftceompanyiag plate of a fow tokoca 
in brooa, copper, end lead) bearing the namea of Hoorc, 
So., engraved for my own amusement, and a smaJL number 
of impreBeiona etruok off, for preecntatioa tomylmmcdiato 
friends, 1 venture to offer it to tbe Kumiamatio Society, 
for insertion in tbe pages of tbe Kumismatio Cbronicle. 
A. short description of the tokens, which are all in my 
own possession, and reprosoutations of which have nover, 
in any instance, been previously ongravod, and some 
account of the issuora, may not, at the same time, be doomed 
inappropriate. 

Number 1 is of bright yellow brass, date 16^7, issued 
by Rlyaabeth Hoara, Saint Oeorgo’s Church, in the 
Borough of Southwark. Number 3 is of the same person, 
hut with the date 1665, and of brass also. 1 have another 
impreesioD, of the date 1657, bat it is of copper, mixed 
slightly with brass, smd differing in some very minor 
portiouJare, and not bore engraved. Thess all also read 
the Christian name as l^Iyzabeth. These tokens 1 
obtained from Mr. John 6. Smallffeld, several years sines, 
in exchange for some other coins. They are the same 
tokens which, in former lists of unpublished Torieriea of 
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Lfondon tokens, 4Te given in the Kumismatic Cbroniclo, 
by A. W. Franks, Keq., of the British Muaeum, and Mr. 
John 8. SDiallfiold, but they both have given the Ohristian 
name as EHza^ttA, vbioh is incorrect, tut on tho three 
tokens, the name on each is without the elighteet doubt 
spelt as I do not kuow who she was, or to 

what family she may have belonged; neither, whether 
sbe carried on any businass, as might be supposed: she 
appears to have been either single or a widow at the time, 
from' the only initial letters E. Q. 

Number d was issued also by a woman named Bliubetb 
Hoare, of Whatstono, in tho oouaty of Middlesex, date, 
1665. On this tekun the name is spelled with the letter 
t, as ElisadMA; she also appears to have been single, with 
only the letters K. II., .and no indication is given of any 
trade or business. I believe that the foregoing tokens, 
four in numbsri are the only speoiraons known of these 
varieties. They are interesting to ms as bearing my own 
nsme. Number 4 does not properly belong to the series; 
it is meant for The Horse Shoe, in Tutill Street, Weet> 
minster ; but, I have added it, as it is so very ourioualy 
spelt, as TAe Ilerei 3Aor9. Number 6 was issued by 
Samuel Hoars, et the Gross Keys, in Bedford Street, 
Oovent Garden, and some account of this token, and of 
the issuer also, has been given in the Deaoription of the 
Beaufoy Colleotlon, publiabed by Mr. I. H. Burn, page 26, 
Number 139, second edition, 1866. He is supposed, by 
Mr. Burn, to have.married the widow of George Gas> 
colgne (Georgina Gascoigne), who isaued a token of the 
seme tavern, nuiuboi' 138 of the same volume, also 
described by Mr. Bum, and tbia conclusion is arrived at 
from the initial letters S. Q. H., the token of Gsorge 
Gascoigne bearing the letters G. G. G. In the rate^book

for the year 1663, for tie parish of Saint Paul's, Covont 
Garden, he is mentioned, and in the regialer of the burials, 
of the some parish, his name ooouri as Captain Samuel 
Hoaro, buried in the church Taulta, Ootohor 14, 160$, 
‘tthere others of tho same family and name are also 
buried. 

Number 0 is a token of lead. It was iisuod by a grocer 
named William Uoare, in 1310, who rosidod and kept a 
shop on George’s Quay, directly facing Parliament Bridge, 
in the city of Cork. It reads on the obvorso in two lines 
serose the field, W. M. HOARi^, and on tho rovem in 
two linee also, P. L. M. T. BEIBGB. It is only in poor 
preeerTation. It is so raro that I only know of one other 
epeointen, which belonged to the late John Lindsay, Esq,, 
of Maryville, near Cork, who gavo it to LMtor Aqaills 
Smith, of Dublin, to whom it now belongs. About this 
time lead tokens were much used in tho city of Cork. I 
have sotno others, issued ehiefiy by grocers and bakers i 
email change appears to have been then vary scarce, lead 
tokens, foreign brass and copper coins, raps, raspers, and 
even counters being used as small media of exohange. 
In the Journal of the Kilkenny and South East of Ireland 
Arohesologioal Society, volume ii, now series, November, 
1368, number IS, page 217, will be found a deeoription, 
by Doctor Aquilla Smith, of his token of William Eoaro, 
of Cork. 

Fxunber 7 is the Barrow Token, of lead, square, struck 
in 1307 for the late Sir Eichard Colt Hoore, Baronet, of 
Stourhead, in Wiltshire, and deposited in barrows and 
tumuli opened by him. 

Number 8 is tbe Barrow Token, of copper, oiroular, 
struck for the same excellent antiquary and learned 
historian, and used for the same purpose. They merely 
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tbc^iLitial letters of his names, deeplj indented, on 
them, with the word, Opened, and the d&to in the lead 
speeimen. A couple of Bpeoimens of each yarietf were 
kindly given to me hj the late Sir Henrj Hugh Hoare, 
Baronet, his step'brother and euocesBor, when on a short 
visit at Stourhead man^ 7 ears since. I have onl^, in 
Gonclueioa, to ezpreee a hope that this communication, 
however trivial, may not be deemed altogether unaccept¬ 
able to the readers of the Knnusfflatic Chronicle.

Canon Croon* 
woU, F.R.6.1 b&a broogbt ondor tbo notioo of tbo Sooioty soiuo 
of tbo Bioro romarksblo Crook ooui in hie ooUooiion wbioh oro 
eonspionoQO oitbor for tboir rarity or tboir artiitio borit* or for 
both. Tbo sntotypfl plalos which illostrato bis pnpor sbow 
how idmiraUy tbo modern procoss of photographic roproduotlon 
Is adsptod fbr oooToying to the spectator those wonderfbl 
features of anoiont art which are boyond the skill of any 
oagrayor to portray with porfoot aoQoraay and Figonr. Of the

moBt rdmuk&ble. Tb«ro u notbi&g diTio* in tbe ^bftr&eter of 
ihia bend, bul » grwt dsaj that ii onmlttslnbl; bomui, so tbst 
it 06 fi bsrdly be otherwise tben a portrait. As the coin mast 
beloug to the early part of the fourth oeDtory b»o., it would 
appear as if this were the first portrait of a liTug mao ever 
piaaod npon a eoia; bat who it was who was thus honoured is, 
I fear, almost beyond eotgeotnre. 

Our veteran foreign member Pr. A. Oolson, de Koyon, has 
furnished ns with a ehort note on a ooln of Tarentwa, in whiob 
be has adduced some cnrioos evldenee as to tbo manner in 
which the fast of borses were hardened, when as yet horse>shoes 
were not in use. 

Onr most important papers doHng the past year bavo, how* 
ever, been those whioh form the eoauneneement of a eoriei on 
the nnmismalies of eoae Clreek provinee, island, or important 
mty. In eaeh paper it ie proposed to divide the history of the 
partieolar plaoe of which it (reate Into peiiods. and to eaeb 
period an attempt wiU be mado to assign ite proper oobe. By 
this means bistory and nuinisnatie monuments osm be made to 
mutually illustrate each other, and the historiaal valne of the 
Qobs will bo muob enhanced. How mneb can bo done in this 
direction has already baen shown by Ur. Head’s admirable 
essay opon the cobs of Syracuse, whioh virtually forms a part 
of this series of papers, which when complete will constitute a 
repertory of numismatio hnowlodge eneb ae has not appeared 
ebee the days of Hokhel. 

Ur. Percy Oardner has disonssed for ue the couage of Ells, 
the history of which district he has dividsd bto uo less than 
fifteen distbet periode, to nearly all of which coins can be 
assigned with eomparaUve esrtabty. The ooourrence of tlie 
letters AA os the field of a didrachm which from its character 
is assigned to the period when Dedalun of Bioyou flourished, 
ruses, as Ur. Qardoer observes, a qneelion which is worthy 
the attention of both nuausmatlste and arohsologists, bas*

Mr. Gardser'i nggoaUon that OAYMniA is the oamo of a 
local Qjnph} and not moroly a euraaiso of Eomi may alao poB* 
•iblygivo riao to discuoBion; hut tho rooBooB hofurniNhoB for 
Ub opinion appaar to mo Boand anti valid. It Is uot, liowuvor, 
naoMaary or dotorahle hero to give any lougttioaod roxiiuiu of 
the paper, as it ib ooo which both for its valuo oad itB irttcroBt 
will ralas the Kaniiiinatio Olironiclo in the oBtiuution of its 
readers, whether EngUeh or fovoigu. 

Mr. Bardey V. Eead*e okhcratc paper on the ehroDOlogiual 
sequBnoe of the ooini of Bphevue coicob next in tho BoriuH, aod 
iHoki fully ae high u tho aemoire which have gouo hoforo it. 
In the hiitory of thie eity some thirteen periodB may bo die* 
tingiuebad, and even aa early ai aboat ».o. e07 tho naoica uf 
the EpboBiaD maglBtraUB begin to appear upon tho ouina. 
Mr. Hoad baa been able to show that the office of this magii. 
trele or Epcnymni waa In all probability aannal, and that we 
have Tipoa the eoi&B the namei of the first Prytanii, and ent of 
the arohoD nor of tbo high irioit of oacL yuiir. iiU view 
receives reaarkahio proof from an inBoHption diacovorod by Mr. 
Wood at t/phoene, on whiob oconr the niunos of four Eponymi 
of successive years, three of whom are already known fiom 
eoine, and tbo fourth. ADOAAAZ, will donbtleis eventually 
make hia appearance. In another inaenpUon and in a passage 
is Joeepbu the names of two other Prylanete ooonr, tad these 
also are fonnd upon ooiaa, the periods of which coincide with 
the dates assigned to Badromios and Menophiloi on other 
grounds. There can, t think, be little doubt that future dia* 
oovenes will strengthen rather than impair Mr, Head's position ; 
and we most all feel grateful to our assiduoni Honorary 
Secretary for having oontributed so valuable and Important a 
paper to our pagea. I may alao venture to take this oppor« 
tnmty of congratulating him on hu well-deserved honour In 
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r«c«iviug from tlis French loetitato the Phs de K aoismnti^ae, 
foonded by tbe Iftte AJlUr dc HAUtorocbe, for bid £4Sfty on the 
Coinage of Lydia and Poraia. 

Ur. Caidner baa favoorad aa with two otbor papera. One 
of tiiaaa, on aoma ooina broi^bt from Saabgar by Sir Donglaa 
Foreytbi calls oapaDlal attention to two ancient ooiae of iron, 
one of tben probably of Hemteuei fvnd apparently preeanting 
on one faaa an inioription in Cbinaaa obancterB. It ie remark' 
able that any sob fortnod of iron abonld have bean preaerTad 
tbiougb ao many oonturiee; but tbe deaort of Oobi appears to 
be almoet rainleu, ao that there is a probability of other 
apeoinene of tbla lingular eoinage bebg diiooverod, which it 
may be hoped will throw light on tbe early relations between 
Oiiiaa and tbe nortbem distrlcta of India. 

bfr. Eowortb, in a note appended to Mr. Gai'dner’a paper, 
eitea some paaages from ibi annela of Uko Elder Han relative 
to the eoioagie of Sopbene and Fartbiar wbiob prove that Uioio 
soontriee were well known to Obineio travellers. 

Tbe other Paper by bfr. Gardner relatea to Area as a 8uu< 
god, symbolised by tbe Svaitikn and other omblema, trasie of 
whose worship sre to be fonad on ooina both of Maoedon and 
Thraoe. One of the moat ramarkable of tbe author's oosslu* 
lions is that tbe laoreate bead on tbe staters of Philip 11., which 
by different authors has been regarded as that of Apollo or 
the youthful Eeroulee, is in fact that of Ares. Tbo ooin of the 
Mamexiini adduced by Mr. Gardner affords strong oorrobora* 
tive evidsnoe of the eorreotueaa of his oonciusiona. Tbe Maoe- 
donian engraven woxild probably have been lost in supriae oould 
one of our ancient British coins, aay from tbe Torkabire distriot, 
have been pieced before them with the information that tbo 
obverse design, eonslsting of reotangnlar and thangnlar lumps, 
was neither more nor Isea than a copy of tbe head of Area on 
the Stater of Pbilippus. 

Mr. Edward Thomas, in his paper on the Indian SwasUka, finda 
in it also tbe s^’tobol of solar worship; but is able to traoe a large 
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nojDbflr of other deriTutive or oDnlogoos forcw m holpg 
ooDAoeted with the worship of the enn. 

Wo haye had bat oao pepor doring the past yoer on the 
aobjeot of Bomao nmiueinaUee^a notioo by Mies Hogg of tbe 
hoard of Roman eoioa foao<1 at Barnbgbam, Norfolk. Like 
maoj othor hoards found in Ible Bonntry, tbo eoine it oom* 
priaod rangotl from tho time of Gordian III. nutil that of 
Tetrione and Anrotien. Not a ainglo coin of any of tho oarlior 
Emporore was proient, and in tluH roxpoot aach boards proeont 
a marked eontraet to thitt of Froeolitia, on which 1 vontiirod 
last year to make a few romarki. 

The ooini of the 8axon Period have aJMO attraotod hot UtUe 
atienUon during the past year, tboogli M^or Croeke bae called 
attention to npwardi of twenty of the coins of £afird<1 and 
Ethalred TI. of Northumberland* whiob arc etruck in ailver 
more or lees pure* iostosd of being as usual of ooppor. Tho 
linking of ooina with tho aamo diea in tnetal whioh was aome* 
tlmee silvor and aometimea copper or brua, and eomelimae a 
mixture of tbeae meiala, doea not to my mind imply that there 
were difibrsnt denominations of ooina with the same devlees 
upon them ; but rather snggeate the Idea of Boman colna* 
whether of ailTefr billon, or oopper, having been melted down to 
reappear ia new forms from the Northumbrian Mint, the 
image and aupersoriptioa and not their metal giving tbo oorrent 
valne to the new piooea. 

bfr. Borgsbe, of Copenhagen, hes also favoiired ns with s 
psper on aome of tbs coins of the Ooerdale hoard, and Is in* 
eliaed to aasign the pennies reading EBRAICE, CVNCTTI 
and QVENTOVICI to Evrenz, Oonde, and Quentovio, a 
town probably now Staples, in the north of Francs. Tbs 
tmth of thia visw will perhapi be beet tasted by the piessnee 
or abaenee In the neighhonrhood of those towne of the colos 
bearing theee Inseriptiona. 

With regard to some of the later Saxon and Norman coins, 
Canon Pownall has raised an iotoreating {jnestios in bis paper 
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OQ the eoiu of tbo Stafford ICiii. H« baa aot onl; added 
matenallj to tbo aomlMr of the c^ns ofroek at that tom. bat 
again ronovad hii foggostion that tho vord ON> oa thaae 
couaa, means *' in ” and not ** of,” and that the saau moneyorfi 
had offices la difTerent towns, or it may be moved from plaoo 
to place. 6a«h a view is mQ worthj oS eonaideratioo, and 
ceztuoJp the ocemrenea of the nneommoo name of COLINC 
or CVLINL on eoiiis of the tame period stmeh at Tamworth 
and Stafford towns, bat totM twaat; miles ^Art, is more m 
accordance with the same monejer worHag both mints than 
with there being two CcdixMa as nei^booriag moneyers. 

blr. Sharp commonuated to ns a rappleracniary list of 
the eclssetzaek et the Stamford Hint, of whkh, ootwithstandiug 
the eesmoa of soate few to the mint of Stafford, he hue 
now oatelogoed nearly 800 corns. 

Coming dowa to atore recent tmes, eor hoooiary member, 
Dr. Aqoille has giran ns papers on the Inah silver 

coios of Henry TTCL, and on the Insb coins of James L, 
sceompaniod in each ease by socno cuioas docomontary evi* 
dence. Ur. Hcnfrey has •Igo given na a note on some Dish 
corns minted at Bristol, and some abort notieos of rare Sn^ish 
eoina. TTadesraea*8 tokens have not etcif>ed ow atteadon, 
Ur. S. 3. having eommoakated a paper on the nnpnb- 
liihed Torfcshiie Tokens of the sereoteentb eentory, and dio 
Bev. Dr. Adams on the dates of those issned in more modem 
dines. In Oriental nmnismatics General S^h la'i ler has com* 
monicated to os some nnpnblished coins from Caramania, while 
Ur. White has described (he ringolar iron money of the 
Japanese. So small is the enirent valae of these eoina that a 
hofidred of them are hardly worth a Cartiiing, and bow it can 
possibly answer the purpose of any authority to cast 100 
pieces of any metal to represent so small a valae ig a myslary 
only to be solved in Japes. That sacb corns ahoald serve as 
alms to beggars and aa devodonal offerings dess not appear so 
unnatural even In Eorope. 
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6 aoh is a brisf aceoaat of the oommonioAtioos wbloh wo ba7o 
roooivad duriag tbo past joar, bat 1 must &ot omit to aotioo tbe 
aumoroos ozbibitiooi of coins and madala at our moetings'which 
have added mataiially Co their iataroet and to tbo gratification 
of (boM proasnti though Z have aometimoa wiebed that tho 
spQctatora bad boeo moio oumcroua. 

The Report cf the Oounoll hu ehown to you Chat wbUe our 
acoeiaiona bavo bacm nemcrooe, our loaaea by doatb bavo beoa 
but few. We bavo bdecd lost only four auheeribiag roenibora. 
One of tbam ia Uijor Hay» who wae a diligent oollaotor of 
Oreek, Romas, Bactrian, and Englieb ooine. The greater part 
of hia life was spent ia aetive service in Indiai but bo returned 
to this oouDtry about the year 1807, brlnglog with hlco as 
enteative coUeotion of eedna ■, among which were two of Blodotus 
in geld—wbiob werOf 1 believe, the first eeec in ibia eountry. 
For some yeari previoDf to bis death be was a great auffvrer 
from Ul'beaJth, and took but little active part in hia favouhko 
pureoit. 

Tbe otbara are Tr. John Foster, who was also an old Indian, 
and Ur. Samuel Wood, F.S.A. i and among our foroign honorary 
mombsR I deeply regret to Lave to record tho death of 
bf, Henri Cohen, of (be iJiblioth^ne Kationale at Paris, whois 
eomprshoosive knowledgs of Bemsn coins was probably nn* 
rivalled, and whoee writings ars jadispscaalle to ooUootore. 
Those by which bo was best known ars his ’'MddalUes Cod* 
aulairas/' published in ito in Ufi7, and bis ''Mbd^Uei 
Impdriales,’* in soven volumes Svo, published between tS60 
and 1888^ Tbe amount of labour bestowed on Ihe preparatiou 
of these works is almeit incredible, aod the patience with which 
bf. Cohen set himself to tbe herculean taek of preparing a new 
aod revieed edition of Ihe " ZfedaiUes Impdrialea^’ is beyond all 
praise. Unfortunately his labours have been cut short by b!s 
death, which took place just as ha bad seen the first volume of 
his new edition throngh tbe press. Who shall complete his 
work ?
